Officers and Members of the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


It gives me great pleasure to extend to you Knightly greet- 
ings and to welcome you to this One Hundred and Eighth Semi- 
Annual Conclave. As your servant I desire to review briefly 
the events of this past half year. We meet today under most 
favorable circumstances. Harmony prevails throughout our 
jurisdiction, and this Order of Christian Masoni¢e Knighthood 
in our Grand Jurisdiction is even more prosperous than ever 
before.

We miss from among us strong men who have been 
an inspiration to us during past years, whose friendship we 
delight to recall. Although they have gone their example and 
influence for good remains vividly with us. 
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EMINENT SIR HENRY ENDICOTT 


Born at Canton, Massachusetts, November 14, 1824. Died 
at Cambridge, Massachusetts, November 8, 1913. Senior 
Past Commander of Boston Commandery, K. T., No. 2. 

He was descended from a distinguished ancestry, being of 
the seventh generation from Gen. John Endicott, who for 
many years filled the office of Deputy Governor and Governor 
of this Colony. 

Although his business ability and the esteem of his fellow- 
citizens made him the object of official preferment, his tastes 
did not lead him to accept the honors proffered him, preferring 
the pleasures he found in a strictly business life to those of 
political honors. 

After retiring from business he became actively identified 
with the Cambridge Gas Light Company, Harvard Trust 
Company, and the Cambridgeport Savings Bank, the latter 
of which he was president at the time of his decease. 

His Masonic. record was long and illustrious, extending from 
October 4, 1860, to December, 1889, when he installed his 
successor as Most Worshipful Grand Master of Masons in 
Massachusetts. He served his Lodge as Worshipful Master in 
the years 1864, 1865 and 1866. In 1867 he became Master of 
Mizpah Lodge, U. D. of Cambridge, subsequently becoming its 
installed Master. He was an honorary member of several 
Lodges. He received the Capitular degrees in St. Paul’s 
Chapter, Boston, of which he was High Priest in the years 
1864 and 1865, subsequently serving the Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter of Massachusetts as its Grand King in the year 1889; 
he was Knighted in Boston Commandery, K. T., March 15, 
1861. Having filled minor offices he became its Eminent Com- 
mander, serving in the years 1872 and 1873 with marked 
ability, which closed his ritualistic work. 

In 1886 he received the unanimous call of his brethren to the 
highest office of their gift, serving the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts as its Grand Master for three years. 

The grace and dignity with which Masonic services were 
performed by him will long be remembered by those whose 
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privilege it was to witness the ceremonies. In the A. and A. 8. 
Rite he had received the honorary thirty-third degree. 

The infirmity known as “rheumatism” prevented him from 
participating in the affairs of the Craft during the last of his 
life. Although his illness was long and painful, he bore his 
sufferings uncomplainingly and with heroic fortitude. 


MARCELLUS COPELAND CLOUDMAN 


Born April 13, 1836. Died November 23, 1913. 

Marcellus Copeland Cloudman, Past Eminent Commander 
of Natick Commandery, No. 33, Knights Templars, was born 
in Windham, Maine, on April 13, 1836. He was educated in 
the public schools and at an early age learned the shoe business 
in the town of Weymouth, Mass., being connected with Marshall 
C. Dizer of that town. He was engaged in the shoe business in 
Hingham, Brookfield, and Natick, Mass. 

Feminent Sir Knight Cloudman led an active life, doing 
everything with zest and in a thorough manner, and any trust 
committed to his care received the same careful attention as 
did his own affairs. 

He was raised to the degree of Master Mason in Old Colony 
Lodge, A. F. and A. M., May 2, 1871, and affiliated with 
Meridian Lodge, A. F. and A. M., January 1, 1886. He was 
exalted to the degree of Royal Arch Mason in Parker Royal 
Arch Chapter, January 27, 1880, and Knighted in Natick Com- 
mandery, No. 33, Knights Templars, May 3, 1880, and served 
as Eminent Commander in 1892. 

Eminent Sir Knight Cloudman died in Hartford, Connecticut, 
November 23, 1913, after a long illness. Private funeral services 
were held at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Ralph Sweetland, 
45 Walnut Street, Natick, Massachusetts, and the remains 
were buried in the town of North Weymouth, Massachusetts. 


HARRY HUNT 


Past Commander of Hugh de Payens Commandery, No. 20, 
K. T., Melrose, Massachusetts. Died January 7, 1914. 
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Harry Hunt was born in Birmingham, England, September 
18, 1846, the son of Henry and Mary Hampton Hunt. His 
parents came to this country about 1850, and lived for a number 
of years in and about Boston, where he received his school 
education. The family finally settled in Melrose just prior to 
the civil war. Harry Hunt carried on the brass-finishing busi- 
ness in Boston for more than forty-five.years, and was well 
known to the trade far and near. 


In his early manhood Harry Hunt became greatly interested 
in Free Masonry. In October, 1870, he was raised in Wyoming 
Lodge, in which he held various offices. In 1900-1902, he served 
as Worshipful Master with marked ability. In Waverly Chapter 
as High Priest, 1885-1887; Grand Lecturer of Grand Chapter, 
1891-1904, and as Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter of 
Massachusetts, 1905-1907. In Melrose Council, Royal and 
Select Masters, he served as Thrice Illustrious Master, 1896— 
1897. In Hugh de Payens Commandery he served in the 
various offices, and was installed as Eminent Commander, 
1899-1901, and was chairman of Committee on By-Laws of 
this Grand Commandery at the time of his death. He was a 
member of the several bodies of the A. A. 8. R. of the N. M. J., 
and was Orator in Boston Lafayette Lodge, Fourteenth C rade, 
at the time of his death. 

In all of these bodies he took an active part and interest for the 
welfare and uplift of the fraternity and fellowship of its mem- 
bers. In short he was an upright and a just Mason, a respected 
citizen, a loyal friend, a kind and considerate husband and 
affectionate father. 

In 1867 he married May Imogen Covel, of Iowa, who survives 
him, with two children, Harry H. and Mrs. Edith C. Whiton, 
and five grandchildren. 


His funeral services were held at the Masonic Temple, Mel- 
rose, under the auspices of Wyoming Lodge, F. & A.M., which 
was attended by a large number of the Craft. Hugh de Payens 
Commandery, K. T., acted as escort to Wyoming Lodge, and 
the remains taken to Wyoming Cemetery, Sunday, January 
11, 1914.

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Eminent Sir Farnum Barrie Surry, Past Commander of 
Woonsocket Commandery. 

Born in North Scituate, Massachusetts, February 9, 1847. 

Died in Woonsocket, Rhode Island, January 14, 1914. 

He was raised in Morning Star Lodge, No. 13, F. & A. M., 
December 23, 1870, and at time of his death was a member of 
the Finance Committee of Lodge. Was exalted in Union R. A. 
Chapter, No. 5, R. A. M., April 27, 1875, and served as High 
Priest in 1907. In the Grand Chapter of Rhode Island he 
served as Grand Captain of Host in 1911, and in several 
subordinate offices prior to that year. 

He received the Cryptic degrees in Woonsocket Council, No. 
4, R. & 8. M., March 21, 1899, and served as Thrice Illustrious 
Master in 1909. He also officiated as Chaplain from 1901 to 
1907 and from 1910 until his death. 

He was Knighted in Woonsocket Commandery, No. 24, K. T., 
January 8, 1875, and after serving in various offices, was 
Commander for the year 1906-07. 

Funeral services were conducted at the late home of the 
deceased by Rev. Charles A. Denfeld, rector of St. James 
Episcopal Church, who is also Right Worshipful Grand Chap- 
lain of the Grand Lodge of Rhode Island. The body was 
interred with Knightly honors by Woonsocket Commandery, 
No. 24, K. T., in Union Cemetery, on Sunday, January 19, 1914. 


Robert ALBErtus Mason, Past Eminent Commander of 
Narragansett Commandery, No. 27, K. 'T., of Westerly, Rhode 
Island, died at his home in Westerly, Friday, February 5, 1914. 
He was the son of Henry F. and Matilda Lapham Mason, and 
was born at Pawtucket, Rhode Island, October 16, 1850. He 
removed to Westerly, Rhode Island, in 1882, to become fore- 
man of the foundry of C. B. Cottrell & Sons,now incorporated, 
which position he held at the time of his death. 

He was married at Providence to Miss Fannie Hixon, and 
she, with their two children, Robert E. L. Mason and Mrs. 
Harry A. Burdick, and four grandchildren, survives him. 

He was initiated as Entered Apprentice in What Cheer 
Lodge, No. 21, F. & A. M., Providence, Rhode Island, January 
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19, 1872, raised to the Sublime Degree of Master Mason, 
February 16, 1872, advanced to the Honorary Degree of Mark 
Master, October 20, 1884, Exalted to the Most Sublime Degree 
of Royal Arch Mason, December 15, 1884, created and con- 
stituted a Companion of the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross, 
October 1, 1885, dubbed and created Knight of the Valiant 
and Magnanimous Order of the Temple, October 12, 1885, 
installed Knight of Malta, November 8, 1886. He received the 
thirty-second degree of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite in 
Rhode Island Consistory in 1887, and was a member of the 
Order of High Priesthood of Connecticut. He was the Wor- 
shipful Master of Pawcatuck Lodge, No. 90, F. & A. M. of 
Pawcatuck, Connecticut, in 1895; Most Excellent High Priest 
of Palmer Chapter, No. 28, R. A. M., of Paweatuck, Connecti- 
cut, in 1887, 1888, 1889, 1892, 1897; and Eminent Commander 
of Narragansett Commandery, No. 27, K. T., in 1894 and 1895. 

He was buried in River Bend Cemetery, Westerly, Rhode 
Island, February 9, 1914, under the rites by Pawcatuck Lodge, 
Narragansett Commandery attending as escort. 


Eminent Sir Toomas G. Prynocx, Past Commander of 
Winslow Lewis Commandery, Salem, Massachusetts. Died 
February 14, 1914. 

Raised in Essex Lodge, Salem: E. A., December 3, 1878; 
F. C., February 4, 1879; M. M., March 4, 1879; Worshipful 
Master, 1887-1888. Washington R. A. Chapter: Accepted 
March 11, 1880; advanced March 11, 1880; passed March 11, 
1880; received and accepted March 25, 1880; exalted April 1, 
1880; High Priest 1898-1900. Salem Council of Royal and 
Select Masters: Illustrious Companion, March 24, 1887; 
Thrice Illustrious Master, 1893-94. Winslow Lewis Com- 
mandery, No. 18: Knighted April 15, 1886; Eminent Com- 
mander, 1894-96; Sutton Lodge of Perfection: Sublime 
Brother, April, 1887.

Definite report of the same is to be made to the 
inspecting officer. 
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5. Eminent Commanders will cause to be sent to the Rw. 1e.. 
Grand Commander the inspecting officer assigned to their 
Commanderies, and to the Grand Recorder a notice of each 
Conclave of their respective Commanderies during this Templar 
year. 


6. The drill of Commanderies must be in accordance with 
tactics laid down in “Grant’s Tactics,” which can be purchased 
from the Grand Recorder. 


7. Eminent Commanders are directed to see that all officers 
and Sir Knights when in uniform are addressed by their proper 
titles. This is no more than they are entitled to, and will add 
much to the dignity of the occasion.

LETTER OF INSTRUCTIONS TO INSPECTING OFFICERS

You have received the list of assignments of inspections, 
and now I desire to make a few suggestions regarding the duties 
devolving upon you as an Inspecting Officer. z : 

First. You will please arrange to make your inspections 
as early as possible, and report dates of inspections to me so 
that printed lists of dates may be mailed at once. ‘ 

Second. As far as possible I have assigned inspections to 
officers that have not visited the Commanderies before, believing 
this course will be approved by the Inspecting Officers and 
the Commanderies to be inspected. . 

Third. The inspection of a Commandery is your oppor- 
tunity. Make the most of it. Try and broaden and deepen the 
interest in this Order of Christian Masonic Knighthood, for it 
is worthy of your best efforts.

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Call attention of the Commanderies to the following: 

Fourth. Some Commanders have got in the way of appoint- 
ing nominating committees just before the Annual Conclave. 
This is contrary to Templar law. Section 212 of the Statutes 
of the Grand Encampment reads as follows: ‘‘No nomination 
shall be made in any Templar body.” 

Fifth. Business principles should be considered in the matter 
of inspections. You should keep expenses down as if it were 
your personal affair, so that no unfavorable criticism can be 
made. I don’t mean by this that inspections should be cheap- 
ened — not at all. It is and should be the greatest event of 
the year for the Commandery. The guests should be largely 
the guests of the Commandery. The inspecting officer is the 
representative of the Grand Commander and his invitations 
confined to Grand and Past Grand Officers, but the Inspecting 
Officer should invite all Active and Past Commanders and 
Councils present to honor him as members of his suite. 

Sixth. Instruct Commanderies that proper signs be given by 
all Sir Knights upon entering or retiring from an Asylum of 
Knights Templars. 

Seventh. You will please send your inspection reports to 
me immediately after each inspection. 

Eighth. You will please render your expense account to 
me immediately after your last inspection in such legible form 
that it may be approved at once and sent to the Grand Treas- 
urer for payment.

To the Eminent Commanders and Sir Knights within the Juris- 
diction of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 

Attention is hereby called to the following statute of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States: SA ngs 

Title XXXV, Sec. 1. “Hereafter voluntary nonafiiliation in 
Lodge or Chapter for six months shall deprive a Knight Templar 
of membership in the Commandery.” ea me 

The above is a part of the Supreme Templar Law which it is 
incumbent upon all Knights Templars to obey; it is therefore 
hereby proclaimed, for the information of all Commanders and 
Commanderies, as follows: 

All Sir Knights who have dimitted from Lodge or Chapter, 
and all who have been suspended, dropped from the roll, or 
otherwise discharged from membership in Lodge or Chapter 
for nonpayment of dues and have so remained for six months 
without applying for reinstatement, are nonaffiliates under the 
above law and subject to its penalty, viz: loss of Commandery 
membership; but before that penalty can be inflicted, com- 
plaint must be made to the Commandery or the Commander 
that the Sir Knight (naming him) is not in good standing by 
reason of such nonaffiliation. 
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The Commander should then appoint a time and place (which 
should be a stated conclave of the Commandery) for hearing 
on the complaint, cause the Sir Knight to be served with a copy 
of the same and cited to appear to answer thereto, giving him 
at least thirty days’ notice thereof in order that he may have 
opportunity to clear himself of the charge. 

If the charge be proved, or he fails to clear himself, his name 
must be dropped from the roll, and he thereupon ceases to be a 

_member. 

Record should be made of the facts. 

After such a dropping from the roll a unanimous affirmative 
ballot will alone restore membership.

Dear Right Eminent Sir: The Constitution and By-Laws of 
the Grand Commandery are not quite clear to me in the matter 
of jurisdiction over companions living in other parts of Boston 
outside of Ward 26 (Hyde Park). 

Previous to our being annexed to the city it was customary 
to secure release from two Boston Commanderies, although we 
find nothing in the By-laws which appear to make it necessary 
to get the consent of more than one. : 

I would therefore thank you for your advice on this point. 
In this connection I would cite the following case, which is now 
before us. Last October Cyprus Commandery had applications 
from three R. A. Companions residing in Roslindale, the next 
ward to ours (one applicant has since withdrawn), and under

The two remaining applicants prefer Cyprus, not only because

Dear Right Eminent Sir: Your valued favor of the fifteenth 
came duly to hand, but answer to same has been delayed owing 
to my absence from town. The copy of By-laws which I have 

oes not give the law which you quote as being enacted 
at the Chicago Convention. In accordance with your ruling 
we have applied to the several city Commanderies for release 
of jurisdiction over the applicants about whom I wrote you. I 
wish, however, to call your attention to Section 4, on page 12 
of the Constitution of the Grand Commandery, ruling jurisdic- 
tion of Boston Commandery. You will note that the several 
Commanderies have jurisdiction over Boston, and then the 
section specially names the different sections of the city, viz., 
Brighton, East Boston, South Boston, Dorchester, and Charles- 
town, but it does not mention at all Roslindale, Roxbury, or 
West Roxbury, although they are as much a part of the city 
as East Boston or any of the other wards. West Roxbury and 
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Roslindale are much nearer Cyprus Commandery than any 
of the others. If I remember rightly, when the town of Hyde 
Park was annexed to Boston the late Right Eminent Sir Blair 
was in office and he allowed the jurisdiction of Hyde Park to 
remain as formerly. At that time it was customary for Cyprus, 
if they had applications from any part of the city, to ask 
release of two Boston Commanderies. However, now that 
you rule under the law enacted in Chicago release must be 
asked from all of the Commanderies. I would thank you to let 
me know the status of companions residing in West Roxbury 
and Roslindale, this not being explicitly covered in the section 
referred to, and if Cyprus Commandery may not have con- 
current jurisdiction with other city Commanderies, at least 
over Roslindale and West Roxbury, which are much nearer, 
adjoining Hyde Park (now Ward 26 of Boston).

Section 138. A Petitioner residing in any territory 
in which there is no Commandery may apply to any 
Commandery for the Orders; but when there is a 
Commandery holding lawful jurisdiction in such 
territory, he can apply elsewhere only by its permis- 
sion. 

Under this statute it appears that the petitioner must get 
waiver of jurisdiction before he makes application for the 
Orders. This being done, you certainly will not make any 
mistake.

Right Eminent and Dear Sir: 1 would courteously ask your 
ruling on the following matter. First: I would call your 
attention to the wording of Section 154 of the Statutes of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, viz.: 


REJECTION 

“The petition of one who has been rejected cannot 
be renewed until the expiration of at least six months 
after such rejection, if still residing within the juris- 
diction of the Commandery petitioned. If the peti- 
tioner applies to any other Commandery, his petition 
cannot be acted on at any time within three years 
after his rejection without the consent by unanimous 
ballot of the Commandery by which he was rej ected.’ 

In accordance with the wording of the above section, I 
understand that a candidate after waiting three or more years 
after his rejection has the liberty to apply to any other Com- 
mandery, and that such Commandery to whom he applies, 
after the expiration of three or more years from the time of 
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his first rejection, has a perfect right to receive the application 
Without the necessity of asking release from the Commandery 
which first rejected him. 

To me and to many others whom I have consulted in the 
matter the wording in the above statute, “any other Com- 
mandery,’”” means just what it says, viz., any other Com- 
mandery, and is not subject to any qualification, restriction, or 
different interpretation than what is conveyed by the actual 
wording of the section. 

In common with many others I believe that the above 
wording contemplates that after three years has elapsed from 
the time of rejection the candidate is at liberty to apply to any 
other Commandery in the same jurisdiction, and that no 
restriction of jurisdiction is intended nor expressed. Neither 
can the meaning nor interpretation be changed in any way to 
limit or change the meaning of the statute. 

To me it means that the candidate can apply after the 

expiration of three years to any other Commandery. 
_ But in some very eminent quarters I find this interpretation 
is disputed and a new interpretation given to the section which: 
nothing in the section warrants, mentions, nor does the wording 
of the section in any way contemplate the interpretation given, 
which is — “that the candidate after being rejected is under 
the perpetual jurisdiction of the Commandery whieh -first 
reject ed him so long as the candidate lives within the jurisdic- 
tion of that Commandery, and that before he can apply to any 
other Commandery he must secure a release, no matter how 
many years have elapsed.’’ This construction seems to me 
to entirely change the statute as it is now worded, and to bring 
in a new interpretation which the wording of the statute 
im no Way warrants. 

A case in point is now before Coeur de Lion Commandery 
and the facts are as follows: 

A companion residing in Boston applied more than five years 
ago to a Commandery in Boston for the Orders and was re- 
jected. 

_ After waiting more than five years, the same candidate, still 
living in Boston, applies to Coeur de Lion Commandery for the 
Orders. 

In accordance with Section 154 above quoted, I believe that 
Coeur de Lion Commandery has a right to receive and act on 
said application without the necessity of asking for a release 
of jurisdiction from the Commandery which rejected him five 
years ago. 

Am I right in my conclusion? 
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Your reply to me with your ruling will be greatly appreciated 
and will establish for me the right of procedure which I can 
legally follow in this case.

Eminent and Dear Sir: Your request for ruling regarding 
receiving and acting upon the petition of a companion that has 
been rejected by another Commandery was duly received and 
has had careful consideration. That we may have the Statute 
of the Grand Encampment (Section 154) clearly in mind I will 
quote it. 

REJECTION 

Section 154. The petition of one who has been 
rejected cannot be renewed until the expiration | of 
at least six months after such rejection, if still residing 
in the jurisdiction of the Commandery petitioned. 
If the petitioner applies to any other Commandery, 
his petition cannot be acted on at any time within 
three years after his rejection, without the consent by 
unanimous ballot of the Commandery by which he 
was rejected. ' = 

It is my opinion that the jurisdiction of any Commandery 
over a rejected candidate expires after the expiration of a period 
of three years. After three years have expired the rejected 
companion is at liberty to apply to any other Commandery 
having jurisdiction over the place of his legal residence. Under 
the above Statute I hold that Coeur de Lion Commandery has 
the right to receive and act upon the petition of the companion 
without the release of jurisdiction of the Commandery that 
rejected him, said jurisdiction having expired. This I believe 
to be what the Statute is intended to convey.

_ The percentage of Master Masons who are Knights Templar 
in the Grand Commanderies with whom the Grand Command- 
ery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island are generally classed are 
Illinois (14.89%), Ohio (18.61), and Pennsylvania (21.68%). 

Though comparisons are sometimes odious, yet this com- 
parison, showing the high percentage of Master Masons who 
are Knights Templar, must be gratifying alike to those who 
look to a high standard of Blue Lodge membership, as well as a

CELEBRATION OF ANNIVERSARIES OF COM- 
MANDERIES 

Old Colony Commandery celebrated its fiftieth anniversary 
by opening special conclave in the asylum, Abington, Massa- 
chusetts, Sunday, October 26th, at 1.45 p.m., with eighty-cight 
officers and members present. 

Cordial greetings and congratulations upon the completion 
of fifty years of active and successful life were extended to 
the Sir Knights present. Lines were then formed and the Sir 
Knights marched to the First Congregational Church, where an 
excellent and inspiring sermon was preached by Rev. Sir Knight 
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William H. Rider, D.D., of Gloucester, Massachusetts. The 
Weber Quartette rendered several selections, which added to 
the pleasure of the occasion. The singing by the congregation 
of the hymn ‘Onward, Christian Soldiers,” was most en- 
thusiastic. After the benediction by the pastor of the church, 
Rey. Albert Scott Hawkes, the lines were reformed and the Sir 
Knights marched to the asylum, and after a vote of thanks to 
Dr. Rider, the Commandery was closed in due form. 

Monday evening, October 27th, at 6.30, a banquet was 
served and at 7.30 the Five Hundred and Forty-seventh stated 
Conclave of Old Colony Commandery was opened in due form. 
After a few items of business were transacted, Sir Knight Charles 
Ager Townsend, one of the only two surviving Knights, whose 
names appear on the charter, read the charter, which is in 
excellent condition. 

The Eminent Commander, after expressing his pleasure at 
seeing so many present, called the roll of members, to which one 
hundred and twenty-eight responded, three by representatives 
and three by letter. 

The Eminent Commander then referred to the long list of 
deccased members, and the Sir Knights stood with bowed heads, 
and the Shubert Quartette sang in the most impressive manner 
“Nearer my God to Thee.” 

Eminent Sir William Wales Whitmarsh, the first Commander 
of Gld Colony Commandery, was then presented and gave some 
reminiscences of the fifty years of the Commandery, but before 
doing so he presented the Commander, Eminent Sir Charles F. 
Mamn, a past Commander’s jewel, which he did in a most pleas- 
ing and able manner. It was most interesting, the oldest Com- 
mander presenting the jewel to the youngest Commander. 
Eminent Sir Mann expressed his deep appreciation of the gift, 
and the pleasure of receiving it under such unique circum- 
stances. 

Eminent Sir Whitmarsh then gave an account of the interest 
in Masonry fifty years ago and some circumstances in connec- 
tion with obtaining a dispensation and later the charter and 
numerous incidents of the years following the institution of the 
Commandery in Abington.

Grace was said by Excellent Prelate 
Melvin 8. Nash, and an unusually fine banquet was served, 
three hundred and thirty-seven Knights and ladies partaking, 
Mace Gray’s Orchestra, of Brockton, furnishing music. At the 
conclusion of the banquet, Eminent Sir George A. Thatcher 
Commander of Bay State Commandery, in its behalf, eeeried 
Eminent Sir Mann of Old Colony Commandery a beautiful 
gold-lined loving cup, suitably inscribed, as a souvenir of the 
occasion, and a token of the filial love and esteem of the daughter 
Commandery to the mother.

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CELEBRATION OF THE FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF 


HAVERHILL COMMANDERY, NOVEMBER 19, 1913. 


Numbering among its three hundred members some of the 
most prominent business and professional men of the city, 
Haverhill Commandery, No. 14, Knights Templars, celebrated 
the golden anniversary of its institution. In the afternoon there 
were exercises in Masonic Temple, and in the evening a banquet 
and musical entertainment in the State Armory on Kenoza 
Avenue, to which the ladies were invited. 

eG guests of the occasion were Right Eminent Sir William 
W. Johnson, of Worcester, Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island; Very Emi- 
nent Sir Walter F. Medding, of Malden, deputy Grand Com- 
mander; Right Eminent Sir W. H. H. Soule, of Boston, Past 
Grand Commander; Eminent Sir Rev. R. Perry Bush, of 
Chelsea, Grand Prelate; Eminent Sir Harry G. Pollard, of 
Lowell, Grand Sword Bearer; Eminent Sir Isaac Chase, of 
Cambridge, Grand Captain of the Guard, and Eminent Sir 
Dean K, Webster, Commander of Bethany Commandery, 
Lawrence. , 

The Grand Commandery officers arrived at 2.10 0’clock in 
the afternoon, and were met at the Boston & Maine Station by 
Eminent Commander W. Eugene Ellis and officers, and about 
one hundred and fifty Sir Knights of Haverhill Commandery, 
who turned out in full dress uniform to give the Grand Officers 
a fitting weleome to the city. 

The Eighth Regiment Band, with Ellery C. Quimby, a former 
Haverhill man, as its leader, furnished music for the strect 
parade. The appearance of the Sir Knights caused large crowds 
et people to gather along Main, Merrimack, and Washington 
Streets during the early afternoon. 

The exercises in the asylum in Masonic Temple were preceded 
by a reception to the Grand Commander and the members of 
his suite. Eminent Commander W. Eugene Ellis was in 
command. 

; The historical address was delivered immediately after the 
reception of the Grand Officers. 
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Right Eminent Sir Dana J. Flanders, of Malden, the oldest 
living Past Commander of Haverhill Commandery, and Past 
Commander of the Grand Commandery, delivered a keenly 
interesting historical sketch, entitled, “ Haverhill Commandery 
in Retrospect.” 

Right Eminent Sir Flanders spoke in part as follows: 


“The fiftieth anniversary of our own Commandery of course 
has a great significance for us, and as one of the older members 
I am particularly interested in the occasion and what it means. 
Perhaps to the majority of the members the present and future 
of our organization may be of more interest. It has been my 
privilege during the past few years to attend a considerable 
number of anniversary celebrations of Masonic organizations, 
lodges, chapters, and commanderies of Knights Templars, and 
of course I have read in detail what has been practically a 
transcript of the records of the doings of the various bodies 
throughout their existence. 

“In the years succeeding the revival of Masonry from the 
effects of the Anti-Masonic period and preceding the civil war, 
the Masons of Haverhill interested in promoting Masonic work 
and extending the Masonic spirit, naturally and in common 
with other prosperous towns, desired a representative organiza- 
tion of each branch of the fraternity, and we find them as early 
as 1857 considering the establishment of a Commandery by an 
arrangement with Newburyport to hold alternate assemblies in 
each town, but the scheme fell through and Haverhill at last 
concluded to proceed alone with the approval and such moral 
assistance as Newburyport could render. . Before a petition 
could be received by the Grand Commandery it was decided by 
the Grand Commander (probably) that the consent of Lowell 
(Pilgrim Commandery), as the nearest Commandery, must be 
obtained and was granted, provided no petitions for the Orders 
should be received from Lawrence without the approval of 
Pilgrim Commandery, and that Haverhill’s jurisdiction should 
end at the westerly town line. In response to the petition a 
dispensation was issued May 13, 1863, and received at_a con- 
clave of petitioners, held June 11, 1863, at which time the first 
work was done. 

“The officers designated by the dispensation were George 
Wingate Chase, Eminent Commander, Charles W. Chase, 
Generalissimo, and John P. Randall, Captain General. The 
other officers were temporarily appointed by the Eminent Com- 
mander as follows: Prelate, Francis J. Stevens; Senior War- 
den, George H. Hoyt; Junior Warden, James E. Gale; Treas- 
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urer and Recorder, James E. Gale; Standard Bearer, Rev. 
George W. Campbell; Sword Bearer, Calvin How; Warder, 
Frank C. Swan. 

“Other conclaves were held in July, September, and October, 
when the by-laws, seal, and regalia, black and white plumes 
and silver trimmings were adopted, the change to gold trim- 
mings being adopted some years later. The record says that at 
the October conclave the Commandery was visited and in- 
spected by the Grand Generalissimo, Eminent Sir William W. 
Baker, who was surprised to see forty Sir Knights in line fully 
equipped. On November 19 (1863), the charter which had been 
granted by the Grand Commandery at its October conclave 
was received at the hands of the Grand Commander, Wm. 
Sewall Gatdner, who was present with his suite and publicly 
installed the officers as follows:

“Tam glad to have been a member and I have no doubt I 
voice the sentiment of everybody when I say that it is good that 
the Commandery has lived, and may it live forever, promoting 
and encouraging the kindly and social relations of which it has 
always been characteristic.”

The next speaker was Eminent Sir Fred D. McGregor, the 
Junior Past Commander, who spoke upon “Haverhill Com- 
mandery in Prospect,” a very able, ingenuous, and instructive 
address, and it is sincerely hoped that not only Haverhill Com- 
mandery but all the Commanderies in the Jurisdiction may 
attain to the high ideals set forth in his address. 

The Grand Commander being introduced, after expressing 
his deep appreciation of the honor shown him and his keen 
appreciation of the warm welcome he had received, extended 
his congratulations to Haverhill Commandery, and expressing 
confidence that the last half of the century would be even 
more notable than the first half had been, then spoke in part as 
follows: 


“Among the great host of fraternal organizations that mark 
and are a part of this money-getting and money-loving age, the 
Knights Templar stand conspicuous upon a distinctly higher and 
broader plane. This organization not only rests firmly upon 
the great principles of Freemasonry, but also it is pledged to the 
support of the Christian religion and it holds aloft the banner 
of the Cross. This has always been true of the Knight Templar, 
but we need to call it to mind and to speak of it from time to 
time, lest we forget. 

“KXnight Templarism came into being at a time when the 
gentler and valiant virtues of chivalry were in flower, founded 
upon the Christian religion and for the defense of the Temple 
and Sepulchre of our Lord and the relief and protection of poor 
and weary pilgrims, traveling from afar to pay their devotions 
to the Holy Shrine. 

“Tt called to its standard the noblest and the best, and 
received the patronage of kings and potentates, and the blessing 
and assistance of the dignitaries and ministers of the Church. 
Its work was important and conspicuous, and it has left a 
shining page upon the rolls of history. Its work was a religious 
work, a Christian work, actuated by devotion to the shrine an 
person of Christ, whose name was emblazoned upon its banners 
and written on their hearts. . 

“We may not be the lineal descendants of those ancien 
Knights; we do not in these changed times go on pilgrimages 
and warlike expeditions, in the name of the Prince of Peace; 
but we profess the principles and have taken upon ourselves 
the vows of knightly courtesy and knightly honor, and are 
enrolled under the same Christian banner that led the old 
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Knight Templar through hardship and struggle and fighting to 
victory and renown. We are their moral descendants, with the 
added responsibility of these last centuries of Christian and 
social development, and so the Knight Templarism of today 
stands and should stand among the strongest and best of the 
bulwarks of our liberties and morals, the safeguard of the State 
and the hope of the world, and we must keep it there. Thus our 
fathers won their victories; we must win ours.” 


Short addresses of a congratulatory nature by Right Eminent 
Sir W. H. H. Soule, Eminent Sir Rev. R. Perry Bush, and Very 
Eminent Sir Walter F. Medding concluded the exercises. 

The Grand Commander by request then, on behalf of Haver- 
hill Commandery, presented Eminent Sir Ellis a Past Com- 
mander’s jewel, to which he feelingly responded, expressing 
great pleasure at receiving the jewel under such pleasing cir- 
cumstances. The Commandery was then closed and the Sir 
Knights went immediately to the State Armory, where a recep- 
tion was held, and the celebration of its fiftieth birthday came 
to a close with one of the most notable functions that has 
occurred in the city. This feature of the observance was planned 
especially for the entertainment of the ladies, and their presence 
lent the usual charm to the occasion. Beautiful gowns of the 
Season’s latest mode were to be seen on every hand. The 
Eighth Regiment Band was stationed upon a rostrum con- 
structed at the further end of the drill floor, and rendered a 
delightful concert during the banquet hour. The front of the 
platform was banked with ferns, palms, and other greenery. 
Here also the musical entertainers made their appearance and 
gave a very pleasing entertainment. At the close of the exer- 
cises Eminent Commander Ellis received many congratulations 
upon the great success of the celebration. 


CELEBRATION OF THE FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY 
OF SUTTON COMMANDERY, MARCH 31, 1914. 


A Special Conclave of Sutton Commandery, No. 16, K. T.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 


In Granp ComMANDERY, SEMI-ANNUAL CONCLAVE, 


ProvipENcE, May 27, 1914. 


Your Committee on Jurisprudence, to whom was referred the 
annual address of Past Grand Commander Nagle, have attended 
to their duties and beg leave to report as follows: 

We find that all the dispensations granted were in accordance 
with Templar law and we recommend their approval. 

We approve of the recommendation that the constitutions 
and by-laws of the various Commanderies of this Jurisdiction 
be made to harmonize with the laws and edicts of the Grand 
Encampment and the Grand Commandery, and we recom- 
mend that the Right Eminent Grand Commander at. this 
Semi-Annual Conclave appoint a committee of three or more 
who shall call for the by-laws of all the Commandcries in the 
Jurisdiction, make the necessary examination, and advise the 
Commanderies where changes are necessary, in order that the 
properly amended by-laws may be submitted to the Grand 
Commandery at its Annual Conclave for approval. 

The recommendation that the Semi-Annual Conclave be 
abolished and a two days fall session be substituted in its place 
we respectfully refer to the Grand Commandery for its 
decision. 

We cannot too strongly commend the advice of the Grand 
Commander to the subordinate Commanders that they confine 
themselves strictly to the ritual as promulgated by: the Grand 
Encampment, and that innovations are by no means a part of 
or addition to the authorized work. 

Fitting tribute is paid to the memory of thirteen beloved 
members of this Grand Commandery whose places are vacant 
today; and feeling mention is made of the loss of well-known 
Sir Knights of other Grand Commanderies. We can say of 
each of these companions: 

“He has gone, but his memory liveth: 
He is dead, but his example is here: 


The sweetness and fragrance it giveth 
Will linger for many a year.”

Calvary, increasing life membership fee, disapproving with- 
drawal from permanent fund. 

Cambridge, fees for the Orders. ‘ ; 

Gethsemane Commandery, No. 35, relating to installation of 
officers. 

Jerusalem Commandery, No. 19, relating to dues. 

Your committee desires to call attention to the fact that the 
Constitution and Statutes of the Grand Encampment of 
Knights Templar of the United States of America adopted 1910 
and interpreted 1913, requires the Constitution and Regula- 
tions of Grand Commandery and the By-laws of subordinate 
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Commanderies to be framed in harmony with its provisions; 
that business transacted under any other provisions of Con- 
stitution, Regulations, and By-laws is unlawful and seditious. 

With those laws, interpretations, and rulings it is possible to 
draft new by-laws and amend old ones with practically no diffi- 
culty. 

The words of an eminent authority on Templar jurisprudence 
may well be repeated, — “a Grand or a Subordinate Com- 
mandery needs no by-laws for its government other than 
simple ones relating to name, time, and place of meeting, fees, 
dues, life membership, uniform, and for the care of its funds.”

PARTIAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TRI- 
ENNIAL OF THE GRAND ENCAMPMENT IN 1916. 


ProvipENcE, RHopE Istanp, May 27, 1914. 
To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers, and Eminent 
Sir Knights of the Grand Commandery, Knights Templar, of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 

Your Committee on Triennial Conclave of the Grand En- 
campment at Los Angeles, California, in 1916, beg leave to 
make the following report: 

The committee consisting of Eminent Sir Benjamin W. 
Rowell, Right Eminent Sir Frank L. Nagle, and Eminent 
Sir Frederick I. Dana, proceeded to Los Angeles, California, in 
February last and have made the following contract with the 
Hotel Alexandria: 

Twelve rooms on the third floor of the Hotel, which is practi- 
cally the first sleeping floor above the office, rooms being num- 
bered 336, 337, 338, 339, 340, 341, 342, 343, 347, 348, 349, and 
350. Each of these rooms has bath or connecting bath. 
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The price agreed to be paid for same was $5 per day, to be 
occupied by two persons. If one person occupies the room, 
then the price will be $5 per day; if two occupy the room, price 
will be $2.50 each, or $5 per day. If the occupants desire an 
additional person, or more, to occupy the same room, then the 
price will be $2 per capita extra per room. 

Your committee has also contracted for rooms No. 301 and 
302 for headquarters. The price for these rooms (both) to be 
$30 per day. J 

The contract is from June 20th to June 23d, inclusive, being 
four days, and it is further understood and agreed that should 
the rooms be occupied previous to the dates mentioned, or after 
the date mentioned, then the same rate per day will apply to 
the actual number of people accommodated. 

It was further understood and agreed that if for any reason 
this Grand Commandery should not desire all the accommoda- 
tions mentioned, notice shall be given the Hotel Alexandria on 
or before December 1, 1914, and then the contract will cover 
only such rooms as are at that time stipulated. Otherwise the 
contract for the twelve rooms and contract for headquarters 
will remain in full force and effect. 

Your committee feel sure that they have made such a con- 


tract and secured such accommodations as will be agreeable to . 


all who may participate, the rooms being so situated with 
plenty of ventilation and light and free from the noise of the 
streets that they are very desirable. 

Your committee do not feel at this time that it is advisable to 
make any recommendation regarding appropriation that should 
be made for the representatives of this Grand Commandery 
who will attend the Triennial Conclave, believing it will be 
better to wait until the transportation rates have been finally 
fixed.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RECOMMENDA- 
TION OF GRAND COMMANDER RIGHT EMINENT 
SIR NAGLE RELATING TO TWO DAYS CONCLAVE. 

In Granp CoMMANDERY, 
ProvipENcr, RuopeE Istanp, May 27, 1914. 

The committee appointed by the Right Eminent Grand 
Commander to consider the recommendations of Right Eminent 
Sir Nagle in his address at the last Annual Conclave of this 
Grand Commandery have deliberated upon the same and beg 
leave to report as follows: 

The proposals recommended for consideration are practically 
two: 

First. The adoption of a two days annual conclave by this 
Grand Commandery, one day to be devoted to a parade, with 
evening entertainment, to be participated in by the Com- 
manderies of the Jurisdiction, the second day for the legislative 
conclave of the Grand body. 

Second. To abolish the Semi-Annual Conclave and alter- 
nate the holding of the two days Annual Conclave between the 
cities of Boston and Providence, provided, however, that the 
Grand Commandery may, by vote, hold the Annual Conclave at 
any place within its jurisdiction. 

Any and every parade of Knights Templars accompanied 
by appropriate music is “inspiring as well as educational,’ and 
undoubtedly does strengthen the Templar organizat’on 
numerically, socially, and morally, as cited by Right Eminent 
Sir Nagle. 

The committee are inclined to believe that occasional meet- 
ings of the Commanderies of the Jurisdiction, for parade and 
social functions, might with wisdom be encouraged by this 
Grand Commandery, time and occasion being determined by 
vote of the Grand body for any given year, and without com- 
pulsion of attendance upon any individual Commandery. 

The committee are of the opinion, however, that it would not 
be wise legislation for this Grand Commandery to establish a 
law calling for a yearly parade of the Commanderies of the 
Jurisdiction. 
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Obedience to law is a moral obligation upon both individuals 
and societies, and enforcement of law is essential to good 
government, therefore the committee believe that the yearly 
enforcement of a parade would soon become burdensome and 
irksome to most if not all of the Commanderies. 

An incident in support of this conclusion is the arrangement 
entered into a few years since by Worcester County Com- 
mandery and others located in Western Massachusetts, whereby 
a field day and parade should be holden each year until the 
home city of each individual Commandery should be the 
meeting place. This arrangement was faithfully carried out, 
but none of the Commanderies participating desired to renew 
the obligation. The same has been true in other parts of the 
Jurisdiction, but with a less number of Commanderies 
participating, 

So far as the experience of this committee goes, extending 
over quite a term of years, it is a general sentiment among the 
individual Commanderies that they had rather be independent 
to arrange their own parades and outings. 


DISCONTINUANCE OF THE SEMI-ANNUAL CONCLAVE 
Article I, Section ts 


of the Grand Constitution reads as 
follows: 


_ Suction 7. This Grand Commandery shall hold a regular 
Conclave in October and in May of each year, at such time and 
place as the presiding officer shall appoint, —in October for 
the election of officers and the transaction of annual business, 
and in May for the exemplification of the work and ritual, the 
transaction of such special business as shall be presented and 


ee fon of such matters as pertain to the general good 


; No mention of the cities of Boston and Providence is made 
in the Grand Constitution as meeting places for the Conclaves 
of this Grand Commandery, either Annual or Semi-Annual; 
but custom has established long years ago, and it is now tradi- 
tion, that the Annual Conclave shall be held in Boston and the 
Semi-Annual in Providence, although the Grand Commander 
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at his discretion may indicate any other place within the 
Jurisdiction. 

This committee would deprecate the passage of any legisla- 
tion by this Grand Commandery that would discontinue the 
Semi-Annual Conclave, believing that there are good reasons 
for its continuance besides its historical and traditional value 
to this Grand Commandery. 

Having reviewed the entire subject in all its bearings upon 
the future welfare of the Templar organization of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island, and mindful of its history and tradi- 
tions, the committee do not approve of legislation by this 
Grand Commandery constituting the changes in the Grand 
Constitution proposed in the address of Right Eminent 5ir 
Nagle

Assistant Grand Prelate; after which the R.. E..Grand Com- 
mander, William W. Johnson, declared the Grand Commandery 
of Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island duly 
opened in ample form and ready for the despatch of business. 


RECEPTION OF DISTINGUISHED VISITORS 


The Grand Warder having been instructed to retire and 
ascertain if there were in waiting any distinguished visitors, 
presently re-entered the asylum and reported that there was 
in waiting in an adjoining apartment V..E..Sir Frederick C. 
Thayer, Grand Standard Bearer of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States, and the Grand Sentinel was directed to 
admit him into the asylum. 

V..E..Sir Thayer having entered the asylum announced 
that there was in waiting in an adjoining apartment R.°. E.. 
Sir Herman Junker, the Representative of the Grand Master 
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of the Grand Encampment, M. E. Sir Arthur MacArthur, who 
was present for the purpose of paying this Grand Commandery 
an official visit. 

V..E..Sir Thayer was directed by the Grand Commander 
to convey to the distinguished frater the compliments of Grand 
Commandery and inform him that the Grand Commander 
would await upon him by committee and escort. 

The Grand Commander appointed all the Past Grand Com- 
manders present, with the Senior Past Grand Commander, 
R.. E..Sir George H. Allen, as chairman, to retire and conduct 
R.. Es. Sir Junker into the asylum. 

The committee having performed their duty presented R.. 
E.. Sir Junker, who was most cordially weleomed by the Grand 
Commander. 

R.. E..Sir Junker responded to the weleome of the Grand 
Commander in the following words: 


R.. Be. Grand Commander and E.. Sir Knights. ; 

It is certainly a great privilege and honor to be permitted to 
represent the Grand Master of the Grand Encampment on 
this occasion, and before such a magnanimous body of Eminent 
Sir Knights as the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

I want to thank you for the courteous and knightly manner 
in which you have welcomed and received me. 

I regret very much that our beloved Grand Master, Arthur 
MacArthur, will not have the pleasure of being with you on 
this occasion, as I had fully counted on him to do the talking 
and speechmaking. 

It is not my fortunate privilege to be gifted with such lan- 
guage as would do this occasion justice and credit to myself. 
While I have been a laborer in the Masonic Vineyard for many 
years, it has not been at speechmaking. : 

I will, however, take this occasion to call your attention to 
some Templar quotations which I know appeal to most 
Templars. 

“Tn the thousands of pages of Templar literature annually 
perused by a correspondent he can hardly fail to notice great 
variety of expression and apparent difference of opinion among 
readers of Templar thought in matters pertaining to religion. 
It is noticeable as much in omission as in expression.” 

“Freemasonry is a beautiful system of morality veiled in 
allegory and illustrated by symbols. It is not a religion. Its 
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universality is its pride. It has no creed, but simply faith in 
God. The Order of Knights Templar is essentially religious, 
but it isnot Jewish nor Parsee, Mohammedan nor Buddhistic. 
It is Christian, and only Christian, in its origin, its history, its 
warfare, and its faith. Only Christian men, confessed Christian 
men, can wear its uniform or enter its fraternity. Sinner he 
may be, of course he is; for if we say we have no sin we deceive 
ourselves and the truth is not in us. Church member he need 
not be, but must not be ashamed to confess his faith in Christ 
crucified, and manfully to fight under the banner against. sin, 
the world, and the devil; for such is the Christian warfare.” 

“The suggestion that Templar Masonry has no faith or that 
a creed is rubbish, and that a Templar is better off without 
than with it, can find no welcome in a Templar’s heart. By 
common consent the Order has accepted as its symbol the 
simplest form of the Christian confession, The Apostle’s Creed.” 

In closing, Sir Knights, permit me to extend to each of you 
the most cordial and knightly greeting of our beloved Grand 
Master, Arthur MacArthur, and with this assurance, that 
peace and prosperity reigns throughout this Great Knights 
Templar Jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States of America. That neither envy, discord, nor malice 
have excited the passions or disturbed the harmony of our 
Order. And may we all well exclaim in the language of our 
Psalmist, “Behold, how good and pleasant it is for brethren 
to dwell together in unity.” 

No institution of human origin is more firmly based, more 
solidly supported, and more dearly cherished than Templarism. 

The teachings and associations of our Order reach the very 
heart of the human soul, as do those of no other secret order. 

There may be other degrees in the Masonic fraternity or 
other fraternal societies that offer to the scene of the sight 
more spectacular degrees, but none, my dear Sir Knights, none 
that are more purely founded upon the Christian religion and 
the practice of the Christian virtues; none that appeal more 
strongly to men’s better judgment, or leave upon the tablets 
of memory more lasting impression of good. 

So let us then, Sir Knights, do nothing that will mar the 
pleasure and beauty of the structure we are attempting to 
erect, to the name, honor, and glory of our Blessed Emmanuel 
and our noble Order of Knights Templar. I thank you, Sir 
Knights, for your attention. 


R..E..Sir Junker was accompanied by R.. E..Sir Clayton 
J. Farrington, Past Grand Commander of Maine; E..Sir 
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Franklin R. Redlon, Grand Captain General of the Grand 
Commandery of Maine; R..E..Sir A. Melvin Foss, Past 
Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of New Hamp- 
shire. 

Other distinguished fraters present were E..Sir John H. 
Chapman, Past Commander of Hudson River Commandery, 
No. 35, of Newburgh, N. Y.; V.. E-.Sir John C. Chase, Past 
Deputy Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of

NECROLOGY 


E..Sir Grorcr V. Lapp, Past Eminent Commander of 
Haverhill Commandery, No. 14. Died at Amesbury, Massa- 


chusetts, Thursday, June 11, 1914. 
E..Sir Ladd was born in Boston, February 3, 1844, the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Rufus K. Ladd. His father was a native of 
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Rocks Village. Coming to Haverhill to reside many years 
ago, Mr. Ladd for some time was employed as a bookkeeper 
for the late Thomas Sanders, after which he was engaged in 
the sole leather for himself. About fifteen years ago he went 
to Amesbury and finally accepted the position as bookkeeper 
he held at the time of his death. 

While in Haverhill E..Sir Ladd was prominent and active 
in Masonic circles and had a wide acquaintance in this section 
of the State. He served as Eminent Commander of Haver- 
hill Commandery, Knights Templar, in 1887 and 1888, was 
Past Master of Merrimack Lodge of Masons, serving in 1877 
and 1879, was for some time Secretary of the Free Masons’ 
Hall Association, and was a member of Pentucket Chapter, 
Royal Arch Masons, Haverhill Council Royal and Select Mas- 
ters, and Merrimack Valley Lodge of Perfection. * 

E..Sir Ladd was held in high esteem by numerous relatives 
and friends, and the sad ending of his long and useful life will 
be sincerely mourned by them. He is survived by his widow 
and one daughter, Miss Eva Ladd, of Amesbury. 

The funeral took place from ‘the family home in Amesbury.

E..Sir Ornerto A. Fay, Past Commander of Athol Com- 
mandery, No. 37, died at his home in Athol, on August 27, 
1914, after an illness of six months duration, at the age of 
sixty-nine years. ; 

A native of and nearly all of his active life a resident of 
Athol, he had been unusually successful in business life, 
amassing a large fortune. 

E..Sir Fay was raised in Star Lodge, A. F. and A. M., 
May 26, 1878, soon after joining Athol Lodge. 

Athol Lodge he served as Worshipful Master during 1885 
and 1886 and again in 1902 and 1903. 

Exalted in Union R. A. Chapter, May 21, 1875, which body 
he served as High Priest during 1881 and 1882. 

He was Deputy Grand High Priest in 1885 and 1886 and 
was elected and served as Grand Scribe of the Grand Royal 
Arch Chapter of Massachusetts. 
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Knighted in Athol Commandery on June 15, 1881, he was 
its Eminent Commander in 1888, after serving in several 
subordinate positions. 

In the Massachusetts Consistory he had attained the thirty- 
second degree grade. 

He was also a member of Aleppo Temple, A. A. O. N. M.S. 

E.. Sir Fay was in every respect a self-made man, a great 
reader, and very much of a traveler, having circled the globe 
and made various trips to European points. 

He was very devoted to Masonry and took a prominent 
and active part in the gatherings of the fraternity whenever 
possible, and his Masonic acquaintance was very widespread. 

Funeral services for B..Sir Fay were held in the First Uni- 
tarian Church at Athol, on Sunday, August 29th, and were 
attended by a very large number of friends and fellow townsmen. 

Athol Lodge, escorted ‘by Athol Commandery, accompanied 
the remains to Highland Cemetery and rendered the burial 
service of the Order. 

E..Sir Fay is survived by an only daughter.

I... Sir Griffin was born in Bangor, Maine, January 19, 1839, 
and died in Boston, October 11, 1914! The funeral services 
were held at the First Congregational Church, Malden, and 
were conducted by the officers of Beauseant Commandery, 
E..Sir Geo.

In polities E..Sir Griffin was a Republican and he served 
the city of Malden in the Common Council in the years 1895, 
1896, and 1897. He was a merchant in Boston, doing 
business on Washington Street, and was one of best known 
hatters and furriers in that city. 

His Masonic record is as follows: 

He was made a Master Mason in Mount Vernon Lodge of 
Malden, May 6, 1875, and served as its Master from November 
5, 1885, to November 3, 1887. He also served as a member 
of the Finance Committee from November 3, 1892, to Novem- 
ber 6, 1908. 
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He was exalted in Waverley Chapter of Melrose and dimitted 
to become a charter member of the Royal Arch Chapter o 
the Tabernacle of Malden. He served Tabernacle Chapter 
as High Priest from June 20, 1892, to June 18, 1894, and was 
its Treasurer from June 15, 1895, to June 16, 1913. 

He received the Crypti: Degrees in Melrose Council, Roya 
and Select Masters, June 18, 1884, and served as Treasurer 
of the Council from September, 1901, to September, 1906, anc 
was elected Thrice Illustrious Master in September, 1907, 
serving one year. 

He was Knightéd in Hugh de Payens Commandery o 
Melrose, June 13, 1883, and dimitted December 8, 1886, to 
become a Charter Member of Beauseant Commandery. He 
served Beauseant Commandery as Prelate, Warder, Captain- 
General, Generalissimo, and was elected Eminent Commander 
September 28, 1896, serving one year. He also served as a 
member of the Trustees of the Permanent Fund from 
September 23, 1907, until the time of his death. 

He was President of the Malden Masonic Association from 
November, 1901, to November, 1913, when he voluntarily 
retired on account of poor health. 

As a man, E-. Sir Griffin was one of the most lovable persons 
you could find in a day’s travel. He was always kind and 
courteous, giving the lion’s share to the other fellow. He was 
beloved by all who knew him, especially by the members of 
the Masonic fraternity. He was a regular attendant at all 
our meetings, and his smiling countenance will be deeply 
missed.

CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION OF WASHINGTON COMMANDERY, NO. 
4, OF NEWPORT, RHODE ISLAND 

With a religious service in historic old Trinity Church, 
Washington Commandery, No. 4, Knights Templar, began 
yesterday afternoon the observance of its one hundredth 
anniversary. The-Commandery, under Eminent Commander 
J. Irving Shepley, was out in large numbers, there being ninety- 
eight Sir Knights in uniform and several in civilian dress. 
Informally they marched from the asylum on Church Street 
to Trinity, and sat in the main body of the church. 

The sermon, delivered by Rev. Sir Stanley C. Hughes, was 
a convincing appeal for religion and the Church, and was a 
simple and striking message and was prefaced with a few 
‘words of welcome. 

Following the sermon was the notable historical address of 
Hon. R. S. Burlingame, Past Commander of Washington 
Commandery, who spoke in part as follows: 

Nothing could be more fitting than this attendance upon 
divine worship within this sacred and historic edifice, by this 
organization of Christian Knighthood, that now looks back- 
ward with pride and rejoicing upon a century of active and 
commanding life in this community, and forward with courage 
and constaney to a still greater activity and still larger use- 
fulness as the years roll on. 

An historical address is also very appropriate to the one 
hundredth anniversary exercise in which Washington Com- 
mandery, No. 4, Knights Templars, is now engaged. 
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T have endeavored to confine the historian to a short chronicle 
of the principal dates and some of the main facts bearing upon 
and entering into the life of our old Commandery. Modern 
Templarism of the United States now constitutes more than 
nine tenths of the Templar hosts of the world, is founded upon 
the Christian religion and the practice of the Christian virtues. 
At the same time it is limited in its growth and prosperity as 
well by the growth and prosperity of those Masonie bodies 
from which membership alone its ranks may be recruited. 

The earliest Masonic traditions and annals of this country 
establish the fact that the fraternity in Newport was among: 
the first to practise speculative Masonry in the western world. 

‘We also have conclusive evidence that accredited Knights 
Templars resided in Newport years before an organization 
was formed, but old St. John’s Lodge, No. 1, more ancient 
than Templarism in this country, and Newport Royal Arch 
Chapter, No. 2, were the source, one hundred years ago, whence 
came the men who established and maintained Washington 
Commandery. A noble Masonic heritage had they, and right 
worthily did they take up their new titles and new duties. 

On November 30, 1812, eleven Royal Arch Masons, namely, 
Stephen DeBlois, John A. Shaw, Isaac Stall, William Cogges- 
hall, Jr., David M. Coggeshall, John Brown, William Douglas 
Richard Merrill, William Davis, James Perry, and one other, 
met in Masonic Hall to take action upon the establishing, in 
Newport, of a Deputy Grand Consi tory, which should have 
full powers to confer all the degrees of Knighthood. A pre- 
liminary correspondence had been carried on with the Grand 
Consistory in New York. 

I glean from the records that this meeting was both har- 
monious and enthusiastic, for it was “Voted, that John A. 
Shaw go to New York at the first opportunity, and by water, 
for the accomplishment of their desires.” 

This representative made a prompt departure on what was 
then a long Journey, and now let us consider for a few moments 
the situation that then existed in Newport. 

_ The town had been prostrated by the war of the Revolu- 
tion, for years her resources had been subjected to a terrible 
drain, she had made only slight recovery from the blighting 
and destroying effects of the British occupation, the war of 
1812-15 was on, and in population, wealth, and industries 
she was but a shadow of her former glorious self. 

Nevertheless these eleven men, enthusiastic Masons, far 
sighted and courageous, undertook this enterprise and carried 
it on to successful completion, for upon the return of 


eo 
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Companion Shaw they immediately assembled in Masonic 
Hall, on December 26, 1812, to receive his report, which was 
most favorable. : 

Companion Shaw stated that he had accomplished his 
mission and that for the purpose of better retaining the cere- 
monies, etc., Richard Merrill and William Davis were per- 
mitted to take with him the several degrees; also that he had 
obtained a warrant for the purpose of establishing the several 
degrees in a constitutional manner, and that his instructions 
were, immediately on his return to confer the same upon the 
remainder of the petitioners, which with Richard Merrill, 
William Davis, and himself would make a constitutional 
number to warrant the establishment in commencing their 
labors. 

Accordingly, on that same date, three of the petitioners 
were initiated into the several degrees; on December 28th, 
two days later, three more were initiated, and on the following 
day, December 29, 1812, the work was accomplished by the 
initiation of the last of the eleven petitioners. 

On January 18, 1813, Washington Encampment, No. 2, 
met for the choice of office eleven were present, one hundred 
per cent of the membership. Ten officers were elected, leaving 
but one Sir Knight without an official position. John A. Shaw, 
who made the journey to New York, and who was the first of 
the company to receive the degrees, was placed at the head 
of the Encampment, and Stephen DeBlois, who seems to have 
been one of the most prominent in promoting the organization 
and to whom we are indebted for the excellent records of those 
proceedings, was made Recorder. 

Frequent meetings were held and by lectures and illustra- 
tions of the degrees the members diligently applied themselves 
to perfecting their work. 

Up to and including June 14, 1814, twenty-eight names 
were upon the rolls. The next two candidates to be initiated 
were clergymen, who received their several degrees without 
charge. There is no inference intended that these fraters 
were financially embarrassed, but rather that they were thus 
favored because of the dignity which as ministers of the gospel 
they would add to the Encampment. Indeed the initiation 
of one of these men is a striking illustration of the high esteem 
in which the clergy were held by the entire Masonic fraternity 
and their desire to honor them at all times. 

Early in 1814 the Sir Knights of Washington Encampment 
wisely recognized the fact that the growth and influence thereof 
would best be conserved by joining with the other Encampments 
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in Massachusetts and Rhode Island in the movement to unite 
and strengthen their mutual interests. 

Accordingly, on June 7, 1814, a petition for a charter was 
presented by them to the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. . 

Among other facts the petition set forth the following: 
“The Grand Consistory from which your petitioners obtained 
their charter has for their Commander Joseph Ceneau, their 
Deputy Grand Commander De Witt Clinton. With this 
authority we have established an Encampment of Knights 
Templars. Having given a fair and candid statement of their 
rise and’ progress they now petition the Grand Encampment 
that they grant them a charter free of expense; except the 
customary recognition fees, by their subscribing to the con- 
stitution and by-laws of the Grand Encampment, and hereafter 
being subordinate thereto.” 

It is evident that arrangements had been made for the grant- 
‘ing of temporary authority until the charter could be prepared 
by the Grand Secretary, for on the same day a dispensation 
conferring authority to join, open, and hold an Encampment 
of Knights Templars, together with the Appendant Orders of 
Knights of Malta and of the Red Cross, signed by Thomas 
Smith Webb, General Grand Master of the United States 
Grand Encampment, ete., was granted the petitioners. 

A week later, on June 14, 1814, the Grand Encampment, 
held in Boston, Massachusetts, took favorable action upon 
this petition. The charter was signed, and thus Washington 
Commandery, as a recognized subordinate Commandery of 
the Grand Commandery, is one hundred years old today. 

Washington Encampment continued its regular meetings 
and its growth until 1828 when, because of the dark and trou- 
blous times caused by the anti-Masonic agitation, its growth 
ceased and a period of inactivity ensued. 

In 1851 we note a strong reviving force in our Encampment. 
New life was pouring into the old Encampment. On that 
night of August 16, 1851, the Sir Knights assembled and 
solemnly resolved, “from that time, and henceforth through 
the years of coming time, they and their successors would 
revive and keep up this Encampment.’ The records give 
indisputable proof that from this time meetings were regularly 
and frequently held and that no considerable period elapsed 
without substantial additions being made to the membership. 

While but one of the Sir Knights of Washington Com- 
mandery who received the orders of Knighthood therein has 
been honored by official position in the Grand Commandery, 
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it is most gratifying to record that this Sir Knight, having been 
elected Grand Junior Warden, proved his worth by meriting 
and receiving successive promotions, until in 1890 he was 
elected Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templars and Appendant Orders of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. : 

R..E..Sir John P. Sanborn is the Sir Knight who thus 
conferred signal honor upon us by the exercises of his talents 
in the Grand Commandery. 

Naturally the interest in this historical address centers in 
and the major part thereof is devoted to the events of long 
gone by days, but the closing quarters of our century has also 
witnessed great achievements, which being within the memory 
of most of us may hardly be classed as ancient history. 

We may properly be proud to note, in a general way, that 
during these last twenty-five years her officers and Sir Knights 
have advanced the Commandery far beyond any position she 
had previously occupied. More names have been added to 
her rolls than during all her earlier years. 

At home and abroad she has advanced so constantly in 
influence and knightly relations that in this the closing and 
the banner year of her century she stands amongst the fore- 
most, well and favorably known and highly esteemed by all 
her sister Commanderies. 

No spirit of undue pride has brought this to pass, but rather 
a clear comprehension, the value and the glory of her heritage 
and the responsibilities it entails. 

Sir Knights, let not your love of your labors for the old 
Commandery grow less, but rather with increased devotion 
let us emulate the deeds of those whose pilgrimage and warfare 
preceded ours, so that on future anniversaries those who 
follow may account us worthy successors of the founders and 
guardians of Washington Commandery. 


CENTENNIAL OBSERVANCE IS CONTINUED 


Coming to the second day of the observance of their cen- 
tennial, Washington Commandery, No. 4, held a_ ladies’ 
night in the Masonic Building and many heads and 
many hands made a most notable affair. It consisted of a 
concert by the famous “Meistersingers,” composed of 
the Harvard, Schubert, and Weber quartettes of Boston, a 
supper, and a dance. It should also be said that the decora- 
tions were a feature and that no’ one failed to note them 
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without an expression of delight. To say that they made the 
most artistic dress the hall has ever given would be to invite 
comparisons that would be after all merely matters of opinion, 
but flowers, vines, foliage, plants, and electricity were assembled 
in ways somewhat different and the effect very pleasing. 


THE GRAND PARADE 


The great event of the third and concluding day of the 
celebration was the Grand ‘Parade, seven Commanderies 
participating: Washington, No. 4; Saint John’s, No. 1; 
Calvary, No. 13; Sutton, No. 16; Woonsocket, No. 24; God- 
frey de Bouillion, No. 25; Narragansett, No. 29. The Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island Association of Knights Templars 
Commanders followed E.".Commander Shepley and suite, of 
Washington Commandery. 

Carriages following the marchers contained the Grand 
Officers present and many guests. The parade was reviewed 
by the Grand Officers. Great throngs of people gathered 
along the street to see the parade and generously applauded 
the fine marching of the Sir Knights. At the end of the line 
of march electric cars were taken for the beach. After laying 
aside regalias the Sir Knights assembled in Convention Hall, 
the R..E..Grand Commander, William W. Johnson, was 
presented and had the following to say: 


_ We-are assembled to celebrate an important event in the 
life of this Commandery,—an event which we shall not 
celebrate again, —and it is fitting that we should enter into 
this celebration with a proper impression and realization of 
its importance, not only to ourselves, but also to our successors, 
for it will be written down in the archives as a part of the 
history of this Commandery and will be a conspicuous stone 
in the structure which Templar Masonry is here erecting for 
the good of this and future generations. 

We are passing the hundredth milestone in the life of this 
Commandery, and it is well to look abroad over the fair pro- 
spect that lies about us, to look forward to the heights that 
we must reach, and to look for instruction and inspiration over 
the road that has been traveled these hundred years, since 
the days of war and anxiety and stress, when valiant and far- 
sighted and true-hearted men set up this standard and started 
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this Commandery upon that career of beneficence and influence 
which we are here to celebrate and from which we cannot fail 
to gather strength and courage and inspiration for the labors 
and the triumphs that lie concealed in the years to come. 

We are pleased to note the achievements and the successes 
of this century of active life. None of the valiant Templars 
who were so zealous and active in the institution of this Com- 
mandery are with us now. Their work has been accomplished, 
their rewards have been won, but the influence they exerted 
is felt today and will continue through the coming years as 
a constant incentive to their successors to act well their part 
in the consciousness that in that way only their success and 
their honor lies. As in the elder days of art builders wrought 
with greatest care each unseen and hidden part (for the gods 
see everywhere), so these men wrought, whom we honor now 
for the care and. fidelity which they brought to the task of 
those early days. They builded well and better than they 
knew, and we should never forget that the element which made 
their success possible and upon which it was founded are the 
foundation stones upon which all successful institutions are 
builded — truth, justice, and rational liberty, supported and 
inspired by the Christian religion and the practise of the 
Christian virtues. These are the grand characteristics of our 
magnanimous Order, characteristics which are incumbent 
upon us to ever hold clear in our minds and untarnished in 
our conduct. 

We are enlisted to render this service to our day and genera- 
tion; and so long as there is need for our service and so long 
as we are true to our vows, so long as vice in all its forms — 
tyranny, falsehood, and oppression — prevails, there will 
constantly be reason for our continued existence. No beneficent 
institution ever dies except by suicide. So long as the springs 
of life and principles of action are kept pure and bright within, 
no assault from without can batter down its walls or trample 
its banner in the dust. 

The present generation must go, but others just as earnest 
as this will come to continue the work so well begun, and to 
place our Order upon a still higher plane of activity and in- 
fluence. They will develop its possibilities until it shall stand 
unrivaled and unapproached among the kindred institutions 
of the land. 


Commander Shepley next introduced Grand Generalissimo 
Fred L. Dana, of Providence, who said that he came with a 
mission to perform, upon orders of Calvary Commandery. 
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He came to present a symbol of the love of this Commandery 
for Washington Commandery. With this he presented to 
Commander Shepley a beautiful sword, with the express wish 
that all future Sir Knights of Washington Commandery be 
knighted under its blade. 

Eminent Commander Shepley thanked Calvary for the gift, 
and with this the party passed along to the dining hall, where 
the tables were set and all ready for the Sir Knights. On the 
tables there was for each man a small. American flag and a 
little souvenir horn, with which all made merry at intervals 
between courses. Tall vases of cut flowers decorated the 
tables, and each Commandery was supposed to have its own 
place in the hall. This was carried out to some extent, but 
some of the Commanderies got mixed and separated a little. 
The Newport Mandolin Orchestra played during the dinner, 
and there were also several songs sung by a company of cabaret 
artists. 

The Sir Knights made merry about the beach until it was 
time to form and leave for the boat and trains. The seven 
bands then massed and Washington Commandery escorted 
each visiting body to its boat or train. 

The large and efficient committee who were in charge of 
the entire celebration are to be congratulated, for every detail 
seemed to work out to perfection. 


ACCOUNT OF FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY EXERCISES, BETHANY 
COMMANDERY, NO. 17 

October 28, 1864, the Grand Commandery issued its official 

Charter to Bethany Commandery (or Encampment as it was 

then called), entitling it to rank as from June 1, 1864, and 

as Number 17 of its subordinate Commanderies. Pilgrim 


Commandery of Lowell, in whose immediate jurisdiction , 


Lawrence was located, generously assisted the local Sir Knights 
in organizing, not only by making a cordial recommendation 
for the same to the Grand Commandery, but by contributing 
paraphernalia for its work. Of its original eighteen charter 
members but one now remains, Sir John F. Cogswell, of Fal- 
mouth, Maine. 
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To celebrate this most’ important event, the Golden Anni- 
versary of its birth, Bethany Commandery prepared a most 
appropriate and interesting programme. The Commandery 
assembled in special conclave at 12.45 p.m. and promptly formed 
lines for parade to the Boston & Maine Station, to officially 
receive the visiting Grand officers and guests and escort them to 
its asylum. One hundred and seventy Sir Knights were in line 
and the parade was headed by Foss’s Military Band of thirty- 
three pieces. Very favorable comments were made at the excel- 
lent appearance of the lines, and it was by far the largest 
number ever before parading with the banners of Bethany 
Commandery. 


Arriving at the asylum the following guests were received in 
the customary form: R..E..Sir William W. Johnson, Grand 
Commander, R..E..Sir William H. H. Soule, Past Grand 
Commander, E..Sir Wm. H. Emerson, Grand Senior Warden, 
E..Sir Everett C. Benton, Grand Standard Bearer, E..Sir 
Harry R. Pollard, Grand Sword Bearer, E..Sir C. A. Harring- 
ton, Grand Warder, E..Sir Isaac Chase, Grand Captain of 
Guard, and E.. Sir Charles Pierce, Past Commander St. Omer 
Commandery. Bethany Commandery was also honored with 
the presence of E.*. Sir Arthur D, Prince, Commander of Pilgrim 
Commandery of Lowell. 

One of the interesting events of the programme was the 
informal historical sketch of Bethany Commandery, by E.°. Sir 
Newton P. Frye, Past Commander, illustrated by stereopticon 
with pictures of the Grand Commander, the remaining charter 
member, all Past Commanders, and scenes of some of the 
pilgrimages for which Bethany is celebrated. 

Toasts were then drank as proposed by the Commander: 

“To the Founders of Bethany Commandery. May the 
fruit of their labors prove even more worthy than their sacrifice, 
and may the memory of those who have gone before ever live 
as a noble incentive to those who follow in their footsteps.” 

Response by E.. Sir William Fisher, Past Commander. 

“To R.. Ev. Sir William W. Johnson, Grand Commander of 
the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. May health and 
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prosperity be his to enjoy through many years of happiness; 
may all the rewards that await the most valiant and mag- 
nanimous Knight of the Temple be his to receive in the life 
to come, and may the Grand Institutions to which we now renew 
our allegiance continually flourish to inspire all true and 
courteous Knights of the Order.” 

Response by R.. E.. Sir William W. Johnson. 

Half a century ago this country was in the throes of a new 
birth, out of which came enlargement of national consciousness, 
a broader outlook upon the world, and a quickening of fraternal 
feelings and interests. 

Great principles were reaffirmed and established, and the 
axiom that in union is strength was seen to apply, not only to 
States and nations, but to individuals and organizations as well. 
Hence there was renewed and unwonted activity in Masonic 
cireles, and many Lodges, Commanderies, and other bodics 
began a career of growth, usefulness, and wide-reaching influ- 
ence, which we trust is but the beginning of a brilliant, endur- 
ing, and ever-widening progress in bringing light and blessing 
to men. 

And as out of all conflicts where great principles are at stake 
there emerges a new vision, and man takes a forward step on 
the upward road, so let us hope that after the awful scenes that 
now involve our brethren in Europe there may come 4 new 
and irresistible impulse to the eternal principles upon which we 
Masons and Knights Templars stand, and which we and our 
successors must cherish and maintain, till the glorious day 
comes in when the kingdoms of the world have become the 
kingdom of God. 

During the fifty years that are gone the history and record 
of your Commandery reflect credit upon your membership and 
the ability and diseretion with which your affairs have been 
managed 


There are ups and downs in all human experience, but if we 
are. true to ourselves and our professions, if we hold to our 
course and are faithful in our station, out of the struggle comes 
progress, out of the years come growth and strength and 
wisdom; and so you are stronger than you were, you are better 
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than you were, and I trust are wiser than your fathers were, — 
wise and devoted and valiant as those worthies showed them- 
selves to be, —for our motto must always be “Forward!” 
We must not be content with forever raking in the dust for the 
glistening grains or the shining baubles of the day, but we must 
look up and see the angel pointing to the crown of life. 

It is impossible to stand still, we must go forward, and in the 
changes that have inevitably though imperceptibly come in 
your thought and feelings I am satisfied that your outlook is 
broader and more charitable, your apprehension of our prin- 
ciples is deeper, and their influence upon your minds and conduct 
is more profound and enduring. 

I am speaking, not in flattery, nor indeed so much in com- 
mendation of your past as in encouragement and incentive to 
your future; and as this is almost my last utterance as your 
Grand Commander, I wish to lay especial emphasis and stress 
upon the duties and opportunities that are still before you and 
that await and demand your most serious consideration, your 
most knightly devotion. 

Never forget that you are members of an Order that stands 
second to none among the orders of men — in the principles it 
cherishes, in the precepts it inculeates, in the aspirations it 
follows as expressed in the beautiful language of our Ritual. 
Remember that you are following an unstained banner and a 
leader who stands without fear and without reproach, alone 
among all the sons of men. 

Keeping these things always before you, you cannot fail to 
meet your duties and to crown your opportunities with success; 
you cannot fail to write your page of history fair and to leave 
your record as a proud heritage to your successors. 

The Grand Commandery gives you this message, “To work, 
then, you to yours, we to ours.” 

“To the Future of Bethany Commandery. May it prove 
even more worthy than its past and may each successive year 
see more and more fully exemplified in the lives of its members 
the glorious principles of true knighthood.” 

Response by E..Sir Henry L. Sherman, Past Commander. 

A beautiful bouquet of roses, with the respectful and loving 
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sentiments of the Commandery, was sent to R.*. E.. Sir Caleb 
Saunders, Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery 
and Past Commander of Bethany Commandery. 

Addresses were then listened to from R..E..Sir William 
H. H. Soule and E..Sir William H. Emerson. 

After the guests retired the Commandery was dismissed at 
4.30 p.m. in order that the Sir Knights might return to their 
homes and escort their ladies to the State Armory for the 
evening’s programme. 

A short reception was held at six o’clock by R-. E..Sirs 
Wm. W. Johnson and Wm. H. H. Soule, V..E..Sir and Mrs. 
Walter F. Medding, and E..Sir and Mrs. Dean K. Webster. 


The Armory was most elaborately and beautifully decorated, 
emblems of the Order and electric bulbs being used to es- 
pecially good advantage. The banquet was served by Caterer 
Page, of Lowell, while Foss’s Military Band furnished an 
excellent concert of special musical merit. 


This was followed by an entertainment by the Boston 
Quintette and Mrs. R. K. Breed, reader. The tables were 
then removed and the floor cleared for dancing, which con- 
tinued until the midnight hour. 


The entire celebration was carried through in a most com- 
mendable manner and contained many original features which 
were particularly enjoyed. The committee in charge were 
E-.Sir Dean K. Webster, Commander, Sir Wm. H. Glover, 
Generalissimo, Sir John C. Haughton, Captain General, 
E..Sir Thomas E. Andrew, Sir Z. T. Merrill, Sir Albert A. 
Schaake, and Sir Charles H, Littlefield, Recorder. 


CONCLUSION 


As I am about to retire from the office of Grand Commander, 
to which you so unanimously elected me one year ago, I desire 
to express to you my great appreciation of the high honor 
conferred upon me. I also want to sincerely thank all the 
Grand Officers for their loyal support, mentioning especially 
the efficient service rendered me by our Eminent Grand Re- 
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corder, Benjamin W. Rowell. I shall always remember with 
much pleasure the loyalty of all the Subordinate Commanderies 
and the many courtesies which have been extended to me all 
through the years that it has been my privilege to serve the 
Grand Commandery.

On motion of R.’.E.’.Freeman C. Hersey the address was 
referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 
Boston, October 29, 1914. 
In Grand Commandery, Annual Conclave. 


Your Committee on Jurisprudence have carefully considered 
the semiannual address of R.. E..Grand Commander Johnson, 
and beg to report as follows: 

Question of obtaining waivers of jurisdiction on petitioners 
for the Orders in Commanderies located in other places than 
their residence. 

Relative to the decision of the R..E“.Grand Commander, 
requested of him by Cyprus Commandery, of Hyde Park, as 
to how many of the Commanderies having concurrent juris- 
diction should be applied to for waiver when a petition for the 
Order is received from a sojourner, or from one who has not 
resided for six (6) months within the jurisdiction of the Com- 
mandery applied to. 

The R.. E..Grand Commander in this case decided that the 
application for waiver of jurisdiction should be made to all the 
Commanderies having concurrent jurisdiction in the jurisdiction 
of the applicant. 

Your committee feel that the matter is not definitely decided 
and refer the same to the Grand Commandery for its decision. 

The Statutes of the Grand Encampment, Section 185, state 
that when a waiver of jurisdiction has been requested it shall 
be competent for such Commandery to waive its jurisdiction 
over the petitioner. 
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Section 112 of the Statutes of the Grand Encampment states 
that a Commandery conferring the Orders upon a petitioner 
who is a resident of some other jurisdiction shall be disciplined 
and be required to pay over to the Commandery having 
jurisdiction the amount of fees received for such admission. 

If this law should prevail in the case of any Commandery 
conferring the Order without the proper release of jurisdiction 
of all the Commanderies having concurrent jurisdiction 
(the companion applying presumably living in the jurisdiction 
of the Boston Commanderies), then the Commandery would 
be obliged to pay over the fee received to each of the Com- 
manderies having jurisdiction, and this does not seem to us 
to be good law, as if the decision of the R..E..Grand Com- 
mander shall be sustained, should each of the Commanderies 
having concurrent jurisdiction over the applicant demand the 
fee, as per statute, then the offending Commandery would have 
to return the fee to nine (9) different Commanderies having 
concurrent jurisdiction. 

The decisions in reference to receiving petitions of Com- 
panions outside our jurisdiction referred to in the correspondence 
of the R..E..Grand Commander with Northampton Com- 
mandery; of receiving petition of a rejected candidate referred 
to in the correspondence with Cceur de Lion Commandery, 
as well as the decision in reference to the removal of Athol 
Commandery from their old quarters to new ones, are recom- 
mended for approval, as they are consistent with Templar 
law; we also recommend the approval of the dispensations 
which have been granted, as well as one which was refused on 
changing the date of a stated conclave from the date fixed by 
its by-laws. 


SUSPENSION IN LODGE OR CHAPTER 


In reference to the decision your committee desire to say as 
to the matter of a member of a Commandery being suspended 
for nonpayment of dues in Lodge or Chapter, the reference to 
previous action of this Grand Commandery in relation to 
such cases is a complete decision; and covers not only this but 
all cases of nonaffiliation in Lodge and Chapter affecting 
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legitimate affiliation of a member of a Commandery. Your 
committee are fully aware of the uncertainty as to the precedure 
in such cases, because its enforcement depends upon the volun- 
tary action of some Knight Templar not necessarily a member 
of the same Commandery. 

Your committee recommend that in the absence of any law 
governing a specific case that the Committee on Revision of 
Constitution and By-laws of the Grand Commandery consider 
this question and provide an article covering such cases. 

We desire to commend the thoroughness of detail with which 
the R.. E-.Grand Commander has conducted the business of 
the Grand Commandery during the first half of his year of 
administration.

ACTION ON THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 
SUBMITTED AT THE ONE HUNDRED AND EIGHTH ANNUAL 
CONCLAVE BY E.’.SIR A. B. HODGES, AS FOLLOWS: 


To the R..E.2.Grand Commander, Officers, and Eminent Sir 
Knights of the Grand Commandery, Knights Templars of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. 


I most respectfully propose the following amendment to the 
Constitution of the Grand Commandery, viz., to amend 
Section 8, relating to Orders, Fees, and Rule of Succession, by 
adding after the words “ Knight of Malta,” in the last line, the 
following: “That all candidates for the degrees in a Com- 
mandery under the jurisdiction of the Grand Commandery, 
K. T., of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, be required to 
provide themselves with the regulation uniform of the Com- 
mandery in which they are to be knighted before they are 
permitted to receive the Temple degree, so that the section will 
read as amended: 


ORDERS, FEES, AND RULE OF SUCCESSION 


“Section 8. No subordinate Commandery shall confer the 
Orders of Knighthood for a less sum than thirty dollars, nor on 
any person who shall not have regularly received the several 
degrees of E. A., F. C., M. M., M. M. M., P. M., M. E. M., 
and R. A. M.; and no candidate for the Orders shall be balloted 
for until he shall have stood proposed at least four weeks, 
unless by written permission of the R... E..Grand Commander. 
If a candidate be rejected, no new petition for the Orders shall 
be presented until after the expiration of six months from the 
time of such rejection. The orders shall be conferred in the 
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following succession, viz. 1. THE ILLUSTRIOUS ORDER 
OF THE RED CROSS; 2. KNIGHT TEMPLAR; 3. 
KNIGHT OF MALTA. All candidates for the degrees in a 
Commandery under the jurisdiction of the Grand Commandery, 
K. T., of Massachusetts and Rhode Island shall be required 
to provide themselves with the regulation uniform of the 
Commandery in which they are to be knighted before they 
are permitted to receive the Temple degree.”

Your committee have carefully gone over the Constitution 
and edicts of the Grand Encampment of the United States, 
together with those of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, and have eliminated from the same all 
obsolete by-laws and edicts not now in force, have added all 
new laws and edicts of the Grand Encampment since 1890 and 
all resolutions and other matter pertaining to the Constitution 
and Code of Statutes of the Grand Commandery of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island. 

Your committee would recommend that the Grand Recorder 
have printed and bound in board covers one hundred and fifty 
copies, forty-seven of them to be numbered from one to forty- 
seven, inclusive, and a copy forwarded to each Commandery 
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under the jurisdiction of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, the 
same to be the exclusive property of Grand Commandery, and 
the Recorders of Commanderies to be held personally responsible 
for the safe keeping and transmission to his successor of the 
same.

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FOREWORD 


From the review of the transactions of the various juris- 
dictions under the Grand Encampment of the United States 
of America, we find the Order wonderfully increased, but we 
must not forget that the increase of our obligations to it are 
more than corresponding. It is ours to show to the world that 
Templarism is something more than a pageant or a form, that 
it is a vital force for good. With this conception of it conscien- 
tiously illustrated we need not fear that its growth will be too 
rapid or its membership too great. 

We are living in an age when the conception of the human 
brotherhood is taking on larger dimensions, a higher life is 
finding new forms of manifestations, many of which are outside 
of the organized church, for the church is divided into hostile 
eamps. The fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of man 
are brightening the human consciousness; the channels of social 
and brotherly aid are being deepened; the bonds of inter- 
dependence are growing stronger; and the exuberant overflow 
of the altruistic spirit is submerging selfish limitations. 

We belong to a grand organization which has played an 
important part in moulding the thoughts and sentiments of 
men. Its influence has always been exerted in the cause of 
Christianity and in brotherly love in its broadest sense, and it 
is our duty to preserve this condition inviolate, ever remem- 
bering that our noble Order lives, not alone in the past, but 
in the future. 

To this better condition of things, to a great hope and aspira- 
tion for unity, Templarism has made a large contribution. It 
has been an oasis in the barren desert of an unkindly, envious, 
and unhappy world. It has been a chief nourisher of social 
order and public virtue and constitutional liberty. 
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ALABAMA, 1914 

The Fifty-fourth Annual Conclave, held in the city of 
Talladega, May 27 and 28, 1914. 

The officers of the Grand Commandery, being previously 
assembled at the Hotel Central, were escorted by Talladega 
Commandery, No. 17, and visiting Sir Knights, to the First 
Presbyterian Church, where divine services were held by 
Rev. Sir George Stoves, who delivered a very entertaining and 
highly instructive sermon. 

After the services the officers of Grand Commandery were 
escorted to the asylum of Talladega Commandery, No. 17, 
where an eloquent address of welcome was delivered by Hon. J. 
Wellington Vandiver, mayor of the city of Talladega, followed 
by one from Sir William E. Henkle on behalf of Talladega 
Commandery, to which response was made by E. Sir William 
W. Ransom, Grand Captain-General, on behalf of the Grand 
Commandery. 

Grand Commandery was then opened in ample form, all the 
Grand Officers with the exception of the Grand Prelate being 
present, eleven Past Grand Commanders, and the representa- 
tives of the subordinate Commanderies. 

There were also present the representatives of twenty sister 
Grand Jurisdictions, but we fail to find among them the repre- 
sentative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Among the distinguished visitors present was R..E..Sir 
Joseph C. Greenfield, Past Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Georgia and the representative of the M.’.E.’. 
Grand Master, Sir Arthur MacArthur, who was received and 
welcomed by the Grand Commander. 

The Grand Recorder stated that the Grand Prelate, Eminent 
and Rev. Sir Josiah T. Mangum, was prevented from attending 
the conclave by illness, and on motion the Grand Recorder 
was ordered to send him a message of sympathy. 

The Grand Commander then delivered his address. He first 
reported the reorganization of Eufaula Commandery, No. 9, 
and the constituting of Opelika Commandery, No. 28. 

His decisions were very few and all requests for dispensation 
to ballot out of statutory time were denied. 
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In his address he pays fitting tribute to the fraternal dead of 
his own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

His report on Triennial Conclave was very commendatory 
to the treatment received by the representatives of the Grand 
Commandery of Alabama. He also says, ‘‘We congratulate 
ourselves upon the comments heard incident to our reception. 
A description that would be near accurate of the city of Denver, 
the decorations, etc., is impossible,” yet he went on to give a 
very vivid and splendid report of the conclave and their recep- 
tion, concluding with the statement that the Sir Knights from 
Alabama were made to feel proud of their State all during the 
line of parade. Though small in number, the applause that 
greeted their banner was encouraging. 

He gives a very elaborate report of the inspection of the 
various Commanderies in that jurisdiction, and in conclusion 
of the inspection report he says, ‘From this reading you will 
see that the lowest per cent is on average attendance, second 
lowest on uniforms, and third lowest on proficiency in work, 
records being highest, with asylum equipment second.” From 
these facts he draws the conclusion that there is one faithful 
Knight as Recorder in each Commandery. As to the pro- 
ficiency in work he fears that proper pride is not taken by some 
of the officers, in that they do not memorize their parts, and 
in fact depend upon some members that have had interest 
enough during their term of office to memorize their parts to 
confer the Orders. Surely, it seems to your reviewer, if an 
officer is not able to memorize his part he is not eligible to any 
office where such is required. 

In conclusion he says he realizes more impressively than 
ever before his inability to fill this high office, yet from his 
address we are led to believe that whatever he had to do he did 
with painstaking and careful attention to all detail, and is 
certainly to be commended for the labor he devoted to the 
Order during his term of office. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, $3,313.24; 
balance on hand, $634.08. 

The special committee appointed for that purpose reported 
on the matter of paying expenses of delegates attending the 
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Annual Conclaves, that they deemed it inadvisable to make 
any change in the present procedure, and therefore recom- 
mended no action be taken. 

That the jurisdiction is in good condition is evidenced by 
the Committee on Templar Jurisprudence, who reported that 
nothing had been referred to them for consideration. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find that the 
present membership is 1,663, a gain for the year of 190. 

The balance of the proceedings were of a local nature and of 
much interest to those in attendance. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of: 

R..E..Sir William E. Bingham, Tuscaloosa, Grand Com- 
mander. 

B.. Sir George A. Beauchamp re-elected Grand Recorder. 

E..Sir Nathaniel L. Mewhinney, Birmingham, Committee 
on Correspondence. 

At the conclusion of the conclave R.. E..Sir Charles Ps 
Martin, the retiring Grand Commander, was presented with a 
Past Grand Commander's jewel. ; 

The report on Correspondence is by that eminent frater, 
Sir Nathaniel L. Mewhinney, and is a unique production and 
a departure from all previous methods of other correspondents. 
He states in the report that “the tail was a waggin’ o’ the dawg, 
so he cast about for a means of cur-tailing the “dawg,” and 
goes on to give opinions current upon subjects of interest to 
Templars, not only of his own but of other reviewers. While 
the paper is a readable document and contains much that is 
desirable and to the point, still we are of the opinion that the 
reviewing of the various jurisdictions in alphabetical order is 
far preferable. :

The Twenty-first Annual Conclave, held in the city of 
Pheenix, on the ninth day of February, 1914. : 

All the Grand Officers present with the exception of the 
Grand Sword Bearer, fifteen Past Grand Officers, and the 
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representatives of the subordinate Commanderies. There 
were also present twenty-eight representatives of sister Grand 
Jurisdictions, and we are pleased to find among the same our 
esteemed frater George James Roskruge, representing Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. 

Among the distinguished visitors present was M..E..Sir 
William A. Hammel, Grand Commander of Knights Templar 
of California, representing the M..E..Grand Master of the 
Grand Encampment, who was received and most heartily 
welcomed. 

The address of the Grand Commander followed the appoint- 
ment of standing committees. He first takes occasion to pay a 
fitting tribute to that indefatigable worker and sage counselor, 
the Grand Recorder, George J. Roskruge. He then pays tribute 
to the departed fraters of his own and sister Grand Juris- 
dictions. On “Condition of the Order” he found that their 
expenses exceeded their income by $638, and he recommended 
that the expenses could be lessened by eliminating from their 
proceedings the Foreign Correspondence until such time as 
the Grand Commandery can afford this 
and recommended that its publication be 
their revenue is not sufficient to pay their 
is to be commended for taking this action. 

The report of the Grand Recorder is complete in every detail.

The Forty-first Annual Conclave, held at Marianna, May 20, 
22. ‘i 
ae ere was called to order by V-.E-.Sir John * 
Plummer, Deputy and Acting Grand Commander. All the 
officers, with the exception of the Grand Commander, were 
present, with five Past Grand Commanders and the repre- 
vativ leven. Commanderies. 
“oe ae. se of Grand Commandery the Acting Grand 
Commander delivered an address on the fraternal dead of 
their own and sister Grand Jurisdictions, their own. Grand 
Commander, R... E.. Sir Samuel E. Johnson, having died during 
the year. ; : 
Grand Commandery was then adjourned until the following 
day. 
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The session of Grand Commandery was resumed at 9.30 a.a1., 
when the standing committees were announced. 

The Grand Commander then resumed his address. He 
states he had been called upon to make but few decisions and 
all were within Constitutional law. 

He granted a dispensation, under direction of the Grand 
Commander, to act upon applications for affiliation without 
waiting the statutory time. He granted dispensation to act 
upon applications for membership, stating the Commandery 
had been unable to get a quorum for some time. (In this 
jurisdiction this condition of affairs would not be tolerated; 
the Commandery’s charter would be revoked.) He also states 
he refused a number of dispensations to waive statutory time. 

He reports, under “Condition of the Order,” that Tem- 
plarism is gaining strength throughout the jurisdiction, not 
only numerically, but strength within its own ranks. 

We quote the following from his address: 


“T have found it is frequent that a quorum cannot be had at 
the stated conclaves of Commanderies when applications are to 
be received for the Orders, and these applications have to await 
at least another month. I have found that this fact itself at 
times keeps worthy companions from applying for the Orders, 
they feeling that if the members do not feel a sufficient interest 


to meet and receive their petitions, that they do not care to 
join. 


He then quotes the law of Grand Encampment relative to 
petitions, and recommends that the subordinate Commanderies 
alter their by-laws so they can hold two meetings a month, 
saying they need not of necessity hold the two meetings, but 
can in themselves agree that, say the first meeting in the month, 
shall be the usual one, and if they intend holding the second one 
to give notice to all members. 

The Grand Recorder reported the whole number of members 
1,332, a gain for the year of 56. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find that the 
receipts, with balance on hand from last report, is $4,850.85; 
expenditures, $1,228.72. 


— 
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The roll of Grand Representatives being called, eighteen 
representatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions responded, Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island being absent. These representatives 
were received and cordially welcomed. j 

Among the expenditures of the conclave was the donation of 
$1,000 to the Masonic Orphans’ Home at Batesville and $100 
to the Hot Springs Sanitarium. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence rendered their report. at 
the second day’s session, disapproving the recommendation 
that the by-laws of subordinate Commanderies be changed to 
make regular conclaves twice a month. 

Among the resolutions passed was one relating to the Grand 
Commandery presenting the retiring Grand Commander with 
an appropriate jewel, the cost of same to be limited to $75 each. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of: 

R.. E.. Sir John A. Plummer, Marianna, Grand Commander. 

E..Sir Fay Hempstead, Little Rock, re-elected Grand Re- 
corder and reappointed correspondent. '

The Fifty-fifth Annual Conclave, held in Masonic Temple, 
city of Oakland, on the seventeenth day of April, 1913. ble 
The volume, like all others issued by our good and Reta : 
friend Davies, opens with a magnificent Bather portrait, R.. Ee. 
Sir W. A. Hammel. by 
Grand Commandery opened with an address of eset 
the mayor of the city. The first business was the report of the 
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Committee on Credentials, and we find all the Grand Officers 
present, with the exception of the Grand Recorder and the 
Grand Treasurer, who was detained at home on account of 
illness; twelve Past Grand Commanders and the representatives 
of the subordinate Commanderies, and twenty-five repre- 
sentatives of sister Grand Commanderies, among whom we 
fail to find our good friend, the representative of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, Frank W. Sumner. 

There were present Grand Representatives of M.’. E.. Sir 
William B. Melish, Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, 
R.. E.. Sir Curtis B. Winn for the Grand Commandery of Cali- 
fornia, and R..E..Sir Rodolph W. Meek for the Grand Com- 
mandery of Oregon. 

The Grand Commander then delivered his address, and after 
the usual salutations he pays fitting tribute to the deceased 
fraters of his own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

He reports the constituting of Whittier Commandery, No. 51, 
located at Whittier. ; 

He also reports the visitation and reception of the M..E-. 
Grand Master, William B. Melish, who was escorted to the 
Fairmont Hotel by California Commandery, No. 1, where a 
reception was tendered to him. During his visit he publicly 
installed the officers of Golden Gate Commandery, No. 16, and 
San José Commandery, No. 10. 

Among the recommendations of the Grand Commander was 
one that recorders of Commanderies report in their annual 
reports the number of uniforms held by the members of their 
Commanderies, their pattern and their condition. He also 
has a word to say about the paying of delegates to the annual 
sessions, saying that under the present system the payee re- 
ceives two full fares (one from and one to his home station) in 
return for an expenditure of one fare and one third, the rate 
allowed by the railroad companies. As a result, the greater 
the distance traveled and the greater the amount of fare paid 
to and from the place of meeting, the more money the payee 
receives over his actual expenses, and recommends that the 
Grand Commandery pay the actual traveling expenses, and any 
amount distributed in excess of that to be provided for by a 
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per diem during the session. He also recommends the striking 
out of Regulation No. 6, which reads as follows: 


“That any member of the Order who shall solicit any com- 
panion to petition for the Orders of Knighthood shall be deemed 
acting in a manner unbecoming a Knight Templar.” 


He also stated that the Grand Commandery Relief Fund 
amounted to $1,977.88, and that. they had paid out during 
the year $10.00. 

Relative to Grand Recorder Davies, he makes special mention 
of the faithful services of Sir Davies, saying that his uniform 
courtesy and devotion to the duties of his office have endeared 
him to every Templar in the State. 

In his conclusion he expresses regret that many opportunities 
had presented themselves for advancing the interest and work 
of the Order which have been neglected. Certainly from the 
report of his official acts he was a most faithful servant to the 
Grand Commandery. 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows membership 7,223, a 
net gain for the year of 182. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts, with balance on hand, 
$33,386.18; expenditures, $15,863.74. Assets of the Grand 
Commandery in cash and bonds, $58,032.44. 

It was reported that Past Grand Commanders Charles L. 
Field and Frank W. Sumner were absent on account of illness 
and a committee was appointed to draft resolutions indicative 
of the love and esteem of Grand Commandery for each of them. 
(At the writing of this review both of these esteemed fraters 
have passed to the Great Beyond.) 

It was reported that there were present at this conclave 
four distinguished Knight Templars who had been associated 
with the history of the Grand Commandery of California 
through the fifty-five years of its existence. They were Past , 
Grand Commanders R.-.E..Sir William A. Davies, R..E.. Sir 
Charles F. Lott, R..E..Sir Frederick F. Barss, and R.. E.. Sir 
Edward R. Hedges. These Eminent Sir Knights were escorted 
to the center of the asylum and heartily welcomed. 

That the condition of the Rite in the State of California is 
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excellent is evidenced by the report of the Committee on 
Grievances and Appeals, who report nothing in the nature of a 
grievance had been presented to them for consideration. 
Among the regulations adopted was one that all Companions 
of the Red Cross before receiving the Order of the Temple shall 
equip themselves with the uniform of a Knight Templar, as 
prescribed by that Grand Jurisdiction, and pass a satisfactory 
examination in the school of the Sir Knight, the manual of the 
sword, and the cuts, signs, grips, and words of the Illustrious 
Order of the Red Cross. 


Also, “That no Sir Knight elected to the office of Commander 
shall be installed until he shall have received from the Depart- 
ment Commander a certificate of his proficiency in the Ritual 
and of his knowledge in the necessary Templar tactics for the 
floor work and the opening and closing ceremonies; and that 
he has conferred or is qualified to confer the Order of the Red 
Cross and the Order of the Temple.” 

Jewels: “That the only jewels and badges which can be worn 
on the fatigue or the full uniform of a Knight Templar are those 
which appertain to the Orders of Knighthood. Such jewels 
are those which represent the Commandery, Templar jewels 
which a Sir Knight may have received for meritorious service, 
and the jewel of office, which is the insignia of the station 
which a Sir Knight may hold in the Grand Body or in a Com- 
mandery. Such jewels shall rank as above stated and be 
worn on the left breast of the coat on a line with the third 
button. The ranking jewels to be worn to the right. The 
words ‘to the right’ refer to the Sir Knight wearing the jewels; 
he should place them in the order named, from his right to left. 
In conclave parades a Sir Knight may wear his Commandery 
ribbon badge.” 

Use of Spirituous Liquors: “That henceforth the use of 
spirituous, vinous, or malt liquors by Commanderies of this 
Grand Jurisdiction be, and the same is, hereby prohibited.” 

_ Limit of Visitation: “That Commanderies of this Jurisdiction 
limit the visitations of any Sir Knight holding a dimit, to one 
year from the date of such dimit.” 

Remittance of Dues: “That dues may be remitted by a 
Commandery under this Grand Jurisdiction. Fees for the 
Order cannot be remitted, either directly or indirectly,” 

and “That members of the Order, when in full or fatigue 
uniform, are forbidden to enter any saloon or public place 
where intoxicating liquors are sold.” 
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Certainly this is a step in the right direction and will not only 
improve the condition of Commanderies, but will lend an added 
dignity that will be commended by all outside of the Order. 

Election of officers resulted as follows: R-.E..Sir William 
A. Hammel, Los Angeles, Grand Commander; R.. E-.Sir 
William A. Davies, San Francisco, Grand Recorder and Corre- 
spondent. 

The report on Correspondence is by that prince of reviewers, 
Re. E..Sir William A. Davies, and occupies 133 pages of the 
Proceedings. Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives cour- 
teous review of four pages. He thanks us for our commendation 
of his report, calling it “rather flattering,” but such is not the 
fact, as can be ascertained by the reading of any of the reports 
that emanate from his pen.

The Fifty-sixth Annual Conclave, held in Masonic Temple, 
San Francisco, Thursday, April 23, 1914. 

The Grand Recorder issues another of his splendid volumes, 
containing a fine portrait of R.. E..Sir James R. Tapscott. 

After the opening of Grand Commandery, at roll call it was 
found all the Grand Officers were present, eleven Past Grand 
Commanders, and the representatives of twenty-six sister 
Grand Jurisdictions; also R.. E.. Sir Sam P. Cochran, of Texas, 
representative of the Grand Master for California, and R-. E.. 
Sir William A. Hammel, representative of the Grand Master 
for Arizona, and the representatives of forty-nine chartered 
Commanderies. : 

A preliminary service of worship was held under the direction 
of the Grand Prelate, assisted by E.’. Sir Samuel Mayer, Grand 
Organist, and choir. 

Greetings were read from several Grand Commanderies. The 
representative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island was absent 
on account of illness. 
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The Grand Commander’s address followed, and relative to 
the deceased fraters of his own and sister Grand Jurisdictions 
we excerpt the following: 


“No roster of these beloved dead is needed to call forth our 
loyal and loving greeting in sorrow. They were our com- 
panions in arms and service; they have knelt at the same altars 
and taken the same vows as ourselves ; their going was from a 
common ‘household of faith,’ which is the poorer for their 
departure, save as it treasures a memory of kind deeds, noble 
character, and genial companionship. ‘They rest from their 
labors and their works do follow them.’” 


Among his decisions we find the following: 


“That it is not within the province of the Grand Commander 
to sanction the change of the name of a Commandery designated 
in its charter; the proper procedure is to petition the Grand 
Commandery.” 

“That restoration to good standing in Lodge and Chapter 


restores an excluded member to good standing in the Com- 
mandery.”” 


“That a dispensation ca: 


nnot lawfully issue permitting a 
Commandery to hold a con 


clave and confer the Orders at other 
than the place designated in its dispensation or charter.” 

That life members are not exempt from assessments, and 
may be disciplined for refusal to pay.” 

There is no time limitation to the renewal, by a Com- 
mandery, of a request for a waiver of jurisdiction.” 
and among his recommendations: 


“Resolved, That each Commandery within the jurisdiction of 
the Grand Commandery of California has jurisdiction over the 
incorporated city, town, or place in which it exists. If more 
than one Commandery exists in such city, town, or place, their 
jurisdiction is_ concurrent. The Commandery or Comman- 
deries can recelve petitions from those possessing the requisite 
qualifications, residing in such city, town, or place, and also 
from those residing nearer thereto than to any other Com- 
mandery, the distance to be determined by a direct line between 
corporate limits and not between Commandery Asylums.” 


The Grand Recorder reports 
net gain for the year of 213. 
The Grand Treasurer reports receipts, with balance on hand, 


$29,757.41; disbursements, $14,158.20. The total assets of 
Grand Commandery are $59,199.21.

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A petition was received for dispensation to form and open a 
Commandery at Glendale, Los Angeles County, to be called 
Glendale Commandery, which was referred to the Committee 
on Charters and Dispensations. q 

The Grand Recorder offered the following regulation, to be 
known as General Regulation No. 35: 

“That all Commanderies under the jurisdiction of this ie 
Commandery are hereby notified, that from this date onl ) 
1914) uniform receipts for dues must be procured core he 
Grand Recorder, who is hereby authorized to have a unt oa 
receipt printed with the seal of the Grand Commandery eu 
a facsimile of the Grand Recorder's signature on the Babs 
side, to be of the same size as receipts now adopted by : 
Grand Lodge; the Recorders of Commanderies also to be 
notified to furnish their life members with a similar receipt oD 
the first day of every year.” 


The Committee on Dispensations and Charters recommended 
charter be granted to Auburn Commandery, No. 52, that dis- 
pensation be issued to Glendale Commandery under the name 
of Glendale Commandery, U.D., and also recommend that the 
prayer of the petitioners that Mission Commandery be hereafter 
known as San Francisco Commandery, No. 41, be granted. 

The report of the Committee on Grievances and Appeals was 
as follows: 


“Your Committee on Appeals and Grievances after a lons 
and diligent search in and about the several courts of the Temp. ‘ 
have been unable to find any Sir Knights who desire to ap 
from any decision of the Grand Commander or this gee 
Commandery; nor has any grievance been presented to yo 
committee.” 


The Committee on Jurisprudence recommended that the 
Regulation of the Grand Recorder relative to uniform receipts 
be adopted, and it was so ordered. 

At the election of officers, R..E..Sir James R. Tapscott, 
Yreka, Grand Commander; R.-.E..Sir Thomas A. Davies, 
San Francisco, re-elected Grand Recorder. ee 

The officers were installed by R..E..Sir Hammel, an 
by R..E..Sir Sam P. Cochran, of Texas, acting as Gran 
Marshal. 
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The report on Correspondence is by R.". E.. Sir Davies, oceupy- 
ing ninety pages, and like all others issued from his sanctum, is 
of much excellence. Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives 
due consideration, two pages being devoted to the same. 

The Fifty-seventh Annual Conclave will be held in San 
Francisco, April 22, 1915. 


Canapa, 1913 


The Thirtieth Annual Assembly of the Great Priory of 
Canada, held in the city of Vancouver, Province of British 
Columbia, commencing August 4, 1913, M..E..Sir William P. 
Ryrie, Supreme Grand Master, presiding. The acting mayor of 
Vancouver extended a cordial welcome to Great Priory, which 
was responded to by the Grand Master. 

The Supreme Grand Master presented his official acts, 
recommendations, etc., in a most creditable paper, which gave 
evidence of much careful thought. Among the matters called 
to the attention of Great Priory was the following: 


“Tt has come to my attention on more than one occasion 
that assemblies have been called in Preceptories to meet on the 
first day of the week. We of the Order of the Temple know 
that our organization is founded upon the teachings of the 
Saviour of the world, but to those outside, such a procedure 
might savor of the character of sacrilege by our using the 
Lord’s Day for the conferring of orders.” 


The recommendation of the Grand Master, that a Provincial 
Priory be established in each Province of the Dominion, was 
nonconcurred in, the committee to whom the matter was 
referred deciding that the time for such action had not arrived. 

The Grand Master stated that the numerical strength of Great 
Priory at the time of holding its Annual Assembly was 7,324, a 
net gain for the year of 614. 

The Grand Chancellor, Sir Will H. Whyte, made another 
interesting report on correspondence, his review of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island being very kindly and, like all 
others emanating from his pen, is good reading. 


REPORT ON CORRESPONDENCE 17

The next meeting of the Supreme Great Priory to be held at 
Ottawa, Ontario, August 12, 1914. 


Cororapo, 1913 


The Thirty-eighth Annual Conclave, held in the city of 
Denver, September 19, 1913. - 

The volume contains a fine half-tone portrait of that prince 
of good fellows, R.. E.. Grand Commander William D. Peirce. 

The conclave opened in Masonic Temple at ten o'clock in 
the forenoon, all the Grand Officers, fifteen Past Grand Com- 
manders, and the representatives of the subordinate Comman- 
deries being present. 

The first business was the reception of V..E..Sir George W- 
Vallery, Grand Warder of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States, and R.. E..Sir Francis E. White, special repre- 
sentative of the Grand Master, who were introduced and 
cordially received and welcomed. 

The roll of seven deceased Grand Commanders was called by 
the Grand Recorder and the Grand Commander paid tribute 
to their memories. 

Upon calling the roll of Grand Representatives thirty-one 
responded, among whom we find R..E..Sir Lawrence N. 
Greenleaf, representing Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
These distinguished fraters were welcomed to the asylum by 
the R.. E.. Grand Commander, and E.. Sir George E. Simonton 
responded in behalf of the Grand Representatives. 

The Grand Commander’s address follows. It is an able and 
well-written document, in which he reports the constituting 
Malta Commandery, No. 32, at Lamar. : 

His dispensations were seven in number for Constitutional 
purposes, and three for un-Constitutional purposes were refused. 

He had but one decision to make, and that was that a petition 
for the orders could neither be received nor acted upon except 
at stated conclaves. 
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He also granted a dispensation for a new Commandery, to be 
known as Meeker Commandery, to be located at Meeker. 

A committee having been appointed to revise the laws of 
Grand Commandery he had no recommendations to make. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with 
balance on hand, $12,549.03; balance on hand after dishburse- 
ments, $9,347.70; Triennial Fund, balance on hand, $797.25; 
making a total of $10,144.95. 

The Grand Recorder reports present membership 3,190, a 
net gain for the year of 478. 

R.. E-.Sir Henry M. Teller, the first Grand Commander of 
the Grand Commandery of Colorado being reported sick, a 
committee was appointed to call upon him and extend to him 
the love and sympathy of Grand Commandery. 

Fitting tribute was paid to the departed fraters of their 
own and sister Grand Jurisdictions by the Committee on 
Necrology. 

From the report of the Committee on J urisprudence we find 
that they disapproved of the action of the R.. E.. Grand 
Commander in his refusal to Salida Commandery, No. 17, to 
suspend its by-laws and vote upon petitions in less than thirty 
days from the date of their reception. His refusal was based 
upon the ground that the Grand Commander had no authority 
to suspend the by-law of a Commandery or the By-Law of the 
Grand Commandery. The committee were of the opinion 
that such authority is vested in the Grand Commander, so long 
as the dispensation does not violate the Constitution and 
Statutes of the Grand Encampment. 

The Triennial Committee briefly set forth their transactions 
up to the time of the conclave. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of Re. Ee. Sir 
William D. Peirce, Denver, Grand Commander; E.-. Sir Charles 
H. Jacobson, Denver, Grand Recorder; E..Sir Harper M. 
Orahood, Denver, reappointed chairman Committee on Corre- 
spondence. 

The officers elect and appointive were then installed by 
R.. E.. Sir Francis E. White, of Nebraska, with R.-. E.-. Sir Albert 
B. McGaffey acting as Grand Marshal. 
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We excerpt from the Proceedings the following: 


DIGNITY OF THE CONCLAVE 

The overlapping charm of the conclave is the fine, quiet 
dignity of the nights Templar. They have a wholesome way 
of enjoying themselves, this gallant army of moralists and 
sensible, God-fearing and God-serving citizens. They march 
behind their bands of music, but there is naught of abandon in 
their demeanor. They move arm linked along the sidewalks, 
but they carry along a splendid courtesy that is never lacking. 
They amuse themselves after their bent, but it never leads them 
to excesses of speech or manner. Their greetings are good to 
hear; their mutual welcomings a pleasure. 

They would be a credit to any organization on earth, as they 
indubitably are to the great association they so well distinguish. 
Denver has only had them a short time, but she has learned to 
have a mighty liking for them, an appreciative regard for the 
innocent pleasantries they have brought with them, for their 
clean character of manhood that is stamped all over them, 
and for the acceptable mannerisms they practise in the home 
of their hostess. But in all of it there is nothing to excite ev = 
passing surprise. It was just what we expected. We are no 
disappointed save in so far as our most sanguine anticipations 
have been exceeded. ph: " 1

Trained and disciplined the thousands eres mal 
apart from that, excellent in every detail as it was, oe 5 
bearing of the succeeding ranks told its own story. - as a 
fine lesson in brotherhood, in allegiance to centuries-old eae 
ciples, and to doctrines that in their application and practice 
have leavened the world and lifted it to a higher and more 
ennobling plane.” 


After the installation of officers, Past Grand Commander 
Richard W. Corwin presented the retiring Grand Commander, 
Cornelius J. Hart, with a Past Grand Commander’s jewel and 
R.. E..Sir Hart gracefully accepted the same. _

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The Thirty-ninth Annual Conclave will be held in Alamosa, 
August 28 and 29, 1914. 


Connecticut, 1914 


The Eighty-seventh Annual Conclave, held in the city of 
Willimantic, March 17, 1914. 

The volume opens with a splendid Bather portrait of R.. Ey. 
Sir Arthur D. Chaffee, Grand Commander. 

Grand Commandery was opened with all the Grand Officers 
present, ten Past Grand Commanders, representatives of the 
subordinate Commanderies, and twenty-five representatives of 
sister Grand Jurisdictions, and of course our good friend Eli C. 
Birdsey was present, representing Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. g 

Following the appointment of standing committees, resolution 
was passed that the Grand Commandery be called off in time 
for the officers and Past Grand Commanders to accompany the 
body of the representative of the M..E..Grand Master and 
their honored guest, R-. E..Sir Edward A. Kraussman, Grand 
Commander of the State of New York, who had been suddenly 
taken ill the night previous and had died. 

The first business was the reception of the M..E..Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment of the United States, Sir 
Knight Arthur MacArthur, accompanied by V..E..Sir H. 
Wales Lines, Grand Treasurer of the Grand Encampment, who 
were received with the honors appropriate to their official 
positions and cordially welcomed. The Grand Master made 
an address and it was a beautiful tribute to Grand Commander 
Kraussman. He then asked to be excused to accompany the 
remains to the railroad station. 

Grand Commandery was then called off, while the Past 
Grand Commanders and officers of Grand Commandery acted 
as a bodyguard for the body of Sir Knight Kraussman to the 
train. 

Among the distinguished guests present was our own Grand 
Captain General, E.. Sir Samuel D. Sherwood. 

Grand Commandery was called to order again at 10.25 a.m., 
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when the R..E..Grand Commander delivered his annual 
address. 

His dispensations were few in number and were all for Con- 
stitutional purposes. Dispensation was refused to a Com- 
mandery where the application had been forwarded in time for 
the conclave of the local Commandery and had not been 
received, having probably been lost in the floods of the West, 
and for this reason the Commandery desired a dispensation, 
that a new application might be received and balloted upon and 
the Order conferred at one and the same conclave. This the 
R..E..Grand Commander refused, as the request for the 
dispensation conflicted with Section III of the Constitution 
of the Grand Encampment. 

Relating to field days he says: 

“T do not believe it practicable for all the Commanderies of 
the State to join in a field day at one and the same time and 
place, though I am aware that in this I do not agree with some 
eminent Sir Knights who believe this feasible. My suggestion 
would be to have two field days, one for the eastern and one for 
the western half of the State, or one for the northern and one for. 
the southern, or perhaps alternate the manner of division. 

“Tt would be too great a burden for the smaller Comman- 
deries to provide for a State-wide gathering, neither should it 
all devolve on the larger Commanderies, located in more 
accessible parts of the State, and a central location would be 


essential to the success of a field day drawing from the entire 
State.” 


The address occupies thirteen pages of the Proceedings and 
is a painstaking document, faithfully exhibiting the transactions 
of his office during his incumbency. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts of $4,315.00 
expenditures of $2,697.00. 

The Grand Recorder’s Report shows membership 4,118, a gain 
of 77. 

The balance of the Proceedings contained much of interest 
that was purely local. The volume also contains the Statutes 
of the Grand Commandery of Connecticut. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of R.. E-.Sir 
Frank M. Scott, Danbury, Grand Commander; R.’. E+. Sir Eli 
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C. Birdsey, Meriden, re-elected Grand Recorder; R.. E..Sir 
Samuel J. Bryant, reappointed Committee on Correspondence. 

The report on correspondence, from the able pen of R.. E.. Sir 
Samuel J. Bryant, like all others that have preceded it, is a 
finished ashlar. Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives 
courteous attention with a page and a half. He speaks a good 
word for your correspondent, for which he has our grateful 
acknowledgments. 

The next Annual Conclave will be held at Danbury, Tuesday, 
March 26, 1915. 


District or Cotumpia, 1914 


A special conclave was opened in the Royal Arch Chapter 
Chamber in Masonic Temple, in the city of Washington, May 
21, 1913, for the purpose of paying the last honors of the Order 
to the remains of R.. E..Sir George Gibson, who was Grand 
Commander in 1901, and Grand Treasurer 1909 to 1913 
inclusive. 

The Grand Commandery proceeded in carriages to St. 
Stephen’s P. E. Church, to which the remains had been con- 
veyed, where the burial-service of the church was performed 
by the Rev. George F. Dudley and the Knight Templar burial 
service by the Grand Commander. At the conclusion of the 
service the Grand Commandery returned to Masonic Temple, 
and the record says was “closed” in ample form. 

The Nineteenth Annual Conclave was opened in the city of 
Washington, May 11, 1914. 

All the Grand Officers present, with the exception of the 
Grand Treasurer, nine Past Grand Commanders and the 
representatives of the constituent Commanderies and thirty-two 
representatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions, and we note that 
E.. Sir G. E. Dunkum, representing Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, was among the number. 

We note that our good friends R.. E-.Sir Harrison Dingman 
and Thomas P. Morgan were absent on account of being out 
of the jurisdiction. 

The first business was a welcome to M.*. W.. T. John Newton, 
Grand Master of Masons of the District of Columbia, and 
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M.-. E.. George E. Corson, Deputy General Grand High Priest 
of the General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of the 
United States, by the Grand Commander. 

The members of the Commanders’ Association of 1911, 1912, 
and 1913, headed by Sir Gratz E. Dunkum, President of the 
Association, were admitted in a body and cordially welcomed. 

Among the other distinguished visitors were E-. Sir J. Johnson 
Green, Grand Senior Warden of the Grand Commandery of 
Virginia, who received a cordial welcome. 

The Grand Warder having announced the presence in an 
anteroom of R.*. E..Sir George W. Kendrick, Jr., representative 
of the M..E..Grand Master, an escort of Past Grand Com- 
manders was formed and conducted him into the asylum, where 
he received a knightly welcome from the Grand Commander 
and was escorted to the East under the Arch of Steel. 

R.. Es. Sir Henry K. Simpson, Grand Commander, then read 
his address, which is a comprehensive review of the transactions 
of his office during his ineumbency. He pays knightly tribute 
to the deceased fraters of his own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

Relative to the Committee on Correspondence, he says, “I 
do not believe that any proper conception is had by the Sir 
Knights of our jurisdiction of the work performed by the chair- 
man of the Committee on Correspondence in reviewing the 
reports of the several Grand Jurisdictions.”” The work, he said, 
had for the past seven years been done by R.-. E.. Sir George 
E. Corson, and the many encomiums passed upon his work 
by his colaborers of other jurisdictions showed how highly his 
work was appreciated, and recommended that his compensation 
for the same be increased from fifty to one hundred dollars 
per annum. We are glad to note he took this opportunity to 
compliment Sir Corson, as we are fully aware of the great labor’ 
and time it takes to make a comprehensive review of all the 
Grand Jurisdictions, that the readers of our own jurisdiction 
may be kept in touch with what is going on. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find that the 
membership is 1,683, a gain for the year of 29. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts, with balance on hand, 
$3,592.56; expenditures, $1,861.92. 
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We are pleased to note that the Committee on Grand Com- 
mander’s Address recommended that the annual compensation 
of the chairman of the Committee on Correspondence be in- 
creased from $50 to $100, and they believed that would not 
more than half pay him for his services. 

At the election of officers R..E..Sir Charles T. Lindsey, 
Washington, elected Grand Commander; E..Sir Arvine W. 
Johnston, Washington, re-elected Grand Recorder; R.-. E.. Sir 
George E. Corson, reappointed chairman Committee on Corre- 
spondence. 

The report on Correspondence is by that Eminent Frater, 
George E. Corson, and occupies eighty-six pages of the Pro- 
ceedings. He reviews all of the Grand J urisdictions, with the 
exception of Montana, for 1913, and it is written in his usual 
able and discriminating style. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is given two pages of courteous review. 


The Twentieth Annual Conclave will be held in Washington, 
May 10, 1915. 


Eneuanp, 1913 


The “Calendar of the Great Priory of the United Religious 
and Military Orders of the Temple and of St. John of J erusalem, 
Palestine, Rhodes, and Malta in England and Wales and the 
dependencies thereof, for the year commencing May 9, A.L. 
5717, A.D. 1918, A.O. 795,” is before us. 

A special chapter was held September 20, 1912, with V ery 
Eminent Great Vice-Chancellor C. Fitzgerald Matier, G.C.T., 
on the throne. He announced that His Royal Highness the 
Duke of Connaught, K.G., Grand Master of England and 
Wales, had appointed Most Eminent Brother Knight R. 
Loveland Loveland, K.C., G.C.T., to be Pro Grand Master, 
An arch of steel being formed, the appointee was duly introduced 
and installed. He then named Very High and Eminent Col. 
Charles Warren Napier-Clavering, the Provincial Prior of 
Northumberland and Durham, as Great Seneschal. A Great 
Treasurer was elected; alms collected, £16 8s. 6d. and Great 
Priory then closed. 
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On December 13, 1913, a further chapter was held at London, 
with the Pro Grand Master on the throne. 

Announcement was made that a law had been recently 
introduced in Scotland with reference to penalizing in the Order 
of the Temple brethren who had been already penalized in 
Craft or Royal Arch Masonry. 

Thanks were extended to the fraters in the United States for 
their letters and messages of condolence on the death of Earl 
of Euston. - 

The Grand Master received the usual invitation from the 
American brethren to join in observance of Christmas Day. 
The toast is then set out. One hundred guineas were voted to 
the Royal Masonic Institution for Girls. 

A telegram from the Grand Master of the United States 
conveying an expression of the good will and fraternal affection 
of 250,000 Knights in America was announced. 

A chapter of the Great Priory of Malta was then opened, and 
appointments to office were read, the Great Officers saluted as 
their names were called, and took their seats. Highteen 
fraters then received the Mediterranean Pass and were admitted 
to the Order of Malta. 

A further chapter of the Great Priory was held at London, 
May 9, 1913, with the Most Eminent Grand Master, R. Love- 
land Loveland, K.C., G.C.T., on the throne. A tender tribute 
of sympathy was paid to the Supreme Grand Master, His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Connaught and Strathearn, K.G., etc., 
over the illness of his wife, and the Great Prelate offered prayer 
for her speedy recovery, to which all the knights will echo a 
hearty amen! 

His Grace the Duke of Devonshire, having been appointed 
as Provincial Prior for Nottinghamshire, Leicestershire, and 
Derbyshire, was presented, duly installed, and proclamation 
made as follows: 


“Be it known that the Very Eminent Knight, Victor Christian 
William, Duke of Devonshire, member of His Majesty’s Most 
Honorable Privy Council, Knight Grand Cross of the Royal 
Victorian Order, Honorable Colonel 5th Battalion Sherwood 
Foresters and Major of Derbyshire Yeomanry, Deputy Lieu- 
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tenant and Justice of the Peace for Lancashire and Derbyshire, 
Lord Lieutenant of the County of Derby, Chancellor and 
Doctor of Laws of the University of Leeds, Provincial Grand 
Master and Grand Superintendent for Derbyshire, Provincial 
Grand Master of Masons for Derbyshire, etc., has this day 
been installed Provincial Prior for the Province of Notting- 
hamshire, Leicestershire, and Derbyshire, whom may the Holy 
Trinity long preserve.” 


The Chapter of Great Priory then closed and one of the Order 
of Malta was opened, the pass given to twenty Sir Knights who 
were admitted into the Order, after which the usual banquet. 

Looking over the detailed report we find that patents for the 
several orders bear date of certain church calendar days, such 
as “St. Matthew the Apostle, Evangelist and Martyr’s day, 
1900; St. Simon and St. Jude’s day, 1901; St. Barnabad day, 
1895; St. Michael and All Angels’ day, 1903; Day of the Nativity 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary, 1904,” ete. The names of all fraters 
are given, but there is no summary. 


Fuorma, 1914 


The Twentieth Annual Conclave, held in the asylum of Pil- 
grim Commandery, No. 7, in the city of Gainesville, on Wed- 
nesday, March 18, 1914. 

All the Grand Officers, eight Past Grand Commanders, repre- 
sentatives of the subordinate Commanderies, the representatives 
of twenty sister Grand Jurisdictions, present, among them the 
Representative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Following the appointment of standing committees, the Grand 
Commander delivered his address, which briefly reviews the 
doings of this office throughout the year. Among his recom- 
mendations was one that each Sir Knight of that Grand Juris- 
diction resolve himself into a committee of one for the purpose 
of bringing into the Order the petition of one good and true 
man to be made a knight. His second recommendation was as 
follows: 

“T think it is quite time to come out of our shell of exclusive- 
ness and mingle as an Order with our fellowmen, when the 
object is to improve the community, town, or county in which 
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we live, show yourselves as an Order, that you have the interest 
of your country at heart, and that the uplift and improvement 
of the community is the object of the Order, that its influences 
are for good, and I see no reason why we should not turn out as 
an Order in uniform when the object is to benefit the people 
but not to advertise some man’s business.” 


In his conclusion he extends his thanks to all the Grand 
Officers, particularly the R..E..Grand Recorder, Wilber P. 
Webster. 

The Grand Recorder’s report shows receipts of $1,583.37. 
He also reports the present membership 1,209, a gain for the 
year of 63. 

The Grand Treasurer’s report shows receipts, with balance 
on hand, $1,598.23; receipts for the Triennial Fund, $718.90; 
expenditures, $518.05. 

The Committee on Templar Jurisprudence recommended the 
adoption of the following statutes: ‘Subordinate Comman- 
deries may, by two thirds majority vote at a regular conclave, 
create as ‘Emeritus Members’ such members as from infirmity 
or misfortune have become incapacitated.” 

At the conclusion of the conclave a Past Grand Commander’s 
jewel was presented to the retiring Grand Commander, Will C. 
Andress. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of R.. E.. Sir 
Galen B. Seaman, Daytona, Grand Commander; R.. E..Sir 
Wilber P. Webster, Jacksonville, re-elected Grand Recorder. 

No report on Correspondence. 

The next Annual Conclave to be held in the city of Daytona, 
April 11, 1915. 


Groreia, 1914 


The Fifty-third Annual Conclave, held in the city of Way- 
cross, May 6 and 7, 1914. 

All the Grand Officers present. Previous to the formal open- 
ing of Grand Commandery, in response to the order of the Grand 
Commander, there was a review and parade, also an address of 
welcome. 

The first business after the opening was the reception of V-. 
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E..Sir Joseph K. Orr, Grand Generalissimo of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States, who was there in place of 
R.. E..Sir Henry M. Boykin, of Richmond, Virginia, who was 
detailed to represent the M..E..Grand Master at this con- 
clave, but was unable to attend. It is needless to say that 
V..E..Sir Orr was heartily welcomed in his own Grand Juris- 
diction, for we who know him best know that he deserves every 
honor that can come to him in his labors in behalf of the Craft 
during his many years of membership. 

Following the appointment of standing committees was the 
address of R..E..Grand Commander Miller, who opens his 
address by saying, ‘‘No man, who is actuated by the purest 
motives and an earnest desire to be zealous in the performance 
of every duty can accept a great responsibility without feeling 
in his heart a sense of his unworthiness and a fear that he may 
not have the strength to meet it. It was with such feelings 
that one year ago I found myself elevated by your partiality 
to the exalted station as the official head of Templarism in 
Georgia.” That his fear did not prevent the faithful per- 
formance of his duty is evidenced by his splendid report of his 
transactions during his incumbency. 

His decisions and dispensations were few and all sustained by 
Constitutional law. 

He reports the constitution of Charles Martel Commandery, 
on November 28th. ‘ 

Relative to the finances of Grand Commandery, he recom- 
mends that hereafter the funds of Grand Commandery be kept 
wholly in the hands of the Grand Treasurer, who is a bonded 
officer, to be deposited in banks of his own choice, saying that 
the Grand Commandery never intended to collect and keep 
on hand large sums of money. He recommended that the 
amount now in the hands of the Investment Committee be 
increased to five thousand dollars and be kept at that amount 
for an emergency fund. 

Relative to the entertainment of the Grand Commandery by 
subordinate Commanderies we excerpt the following: 


“Having witnessed the labor and sacrifice of a small Com- 
mandery to entertain this Grand Body, I feel that it is an im- 
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position of which this Grand Commandery should not be 
guilty. We should not call upon these small Commanderies 
to bear the whole burden of our entertainment, much of which 
is absolutely necessary.” 


He recommends that the amount of $500 be appropriated by 
Grand Commandery to help in this matter, and be reappro- 
priated yearly, providing that the Commandery entertaining 
appropriate an equal amount, which recommendation was 
afterwards disapproved by the Committee on Jurisprudence. 

The Grand Commandery then adjourned for lunch, and after 
reassembling Palestine Commandery, No. 7, of Savannah, took 
charge of the asylum and formed a Priory in full form and 
conferred the Order of Malta. 

At eight o’clock in the evening the Sir Knights marched to 
the First Methodist Church, headed by the local band, and 
observed the regular Templar service customary in that 
jurisdiction. 

Among the resolutions offered was one that it shall hereafter 
be obligatory upon each subordinate Commandery to attend 
church service in a body at least once each year. 

The Grand Recorder reported present membership 3,299, a 
net gain for the year of 411. 

The report of the Treasurer of the Committee on Finance 
shows receipts and balance on hand, $19,103.37; expenditures, 
$6,944.81; balance on hand, $12,158.56. 

The election of officers resulted as follows: 

R.. Ee. Sir William F. Bowe, Augusta, Grand Commander; 
E..Sir Charles §. Wood, Savannah, re-elected Grand Re- 
corder, and reappointed Committee on Correspondence. 

Following the installation of officers was the presentation of a 
Past Grand Commander’s jewel to the retiring Grand Com- 
mander. 

The report on Correspondence occupies 123 pages of the 
Proceedings and is the fifth annual report of E..Sir Charles 8. 
Wood. Like al! others that issue from this jurisdiction, it is a 
complete review of all the Grand Jurisdictions; all being re- 
viewed with the exception of Montana. He gives Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island a courteous review of two pages, 
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and has a kindly word to say for your correspondent, for which 
he has our heartiest thanks. 

The next Annual Conclave will convene in Augusta, May 5, 
1915. 


Granp Encampment, U.S.A., 1913 


The Proceedings of Grand Encampment are adorned by a 
striking likeness of Most Eminent Grand Master, William 
Bromwell Melish. 

The volume opens with a foreword describing the splendor of 
the occasion, the special illuminations by electric lights, 
pageants, receptions, speeches of welcome, entertainments, and 
the parade. 

Grand Encampment convened in the city of Denver, Colo- 
rado, for the Thirty-second Triennial Conclave, August 12; 
1913, M.. E..Sir William B. Melish, Grand Master, presiding. 
All of the Grand Officers were present in their stations, with 
the exception of the Grand Generalissimo, V..E..Sir W. Frank 
Pierce, deceased since the last conclave. There were also 
present three Past Grand Masters and one Honorary Member 
in the person of M.. E..Sir Will H. Whyte, Past Grand Master 
of Canada. M...E..Sir Philip D. Gordon, Supreme Grand 
Master of Canada, together with his staff, were presented and 
welcomed. 

The address of the Grand Master covered 160 pages of the 
Proceedings, containing full account of his acts as Grand 
Master for the triennial period. 

Grand Master Melish announced the following decisions and 
interpretations of Templar law: 


No. 1. Held, that a duplicate of a dimit previously issued 
may be obtained, the same to set forth the fact that 
it is a duplicate of one already issued. 


No. 2. An officer-elect of a Grand Commandery must be 
installed within the jurisdiction where he holds 
office and cannot be held in a foreign Grand Juris- 
diction.

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A Grand Commandery may order that a subordinate 
Commandery working under dispensation and to 
which a charter is granted may continue working 
under such dispensation until regularly constituted. 
A Grand Commander has no power to continue the 
same unless so authorized by the Grand Com- 
mandery. 


An honorary member of a Commandery is not a visitor 
to such Commandery, and no member of the body 
of which he is an honorary member can object to his 
sitting in the Commandery. 


5. A Commandery U.D. may receive and ballot upon a 


petition for affiliation which is accompanied by a 
dimit. 

(a) A charter granted to a Commandery U.D. should 
contain the names of all who are members thereof 
at the date of issuing the charter. 

(b) When a charter is refused the petitioners therefor 
who hold conditional dimits cannot use the same for 
the purpose of affiliation with another Commandery. 

(ec) Under the Grand Encampment law a petition for 
affiliation need not state the name of the petitioner s 
lodge and chapter; but a Grand Commandery may 
so require if they so desire. 


. The cross of Salem is not the proper jewel for a Past 


Grand Commander, which should be the Templar 
Cross. 


(a) No Grand Commandery or subordinate Com- 
mandery can pass any law which conflicts with the 
laws of the Grand Encampment, but where the same 
is not covered liberty of action is permitted. 

(b) Section 278 does not require that the only dimit 
which may be used for the petitioners for a new 
Commandery shall be the Conditional Dimit. 

In substance: held, that a member entitled to vote in 


a Grand Commandery and also holding a proxy May 
vote his own vote together with the proxy held by him. 


. No Commandery has any right to omit any part of the 


rendition of the ritual. The fifth libation shall be 
given to each candidate separately, and but one 
candidate shall be in the Chamber of Reflection. 
Other parts may be given to more than one candidate 
at a time. 
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A Grand Commandery by legislation may require that 
a subordinate Commandery obtain dispensation 
before moving from one hall to another. 


An unnaturalized foreigner may be elected commander 
of a Commandery. 


A Commandery U.D. cannot receive the petition for 
affiliation of a Sir Knight by a conditional dimit. 


An officer of a Grand Commandery who removes from 
the jurisdiction of that body may still be elected to 
office therein. 


A Grand Commandery in session may make an assess- 
ment on a subordinate Commandery, but a Grand 
Commander has no such authority. 


Commanderies U.D. may receive members by affilia- 
tion. 


The title such as Most Eminent, Right Eminent, or 
Eminent belongs to the individual and not to the 
title of the office, the correct use being M.. E.. Sir 
Melish, Grand Master ; not Sir William B. Melish, 
M.. E..Grand Master, ete. 


Action by the Grand Master reviewing the acts of a 
Grand Commander should come only on appeal 


after approval or disapproval by the Grand Com- 
mandery. 


In substance that nonafiliation in lodge or chapter to 


ee suspension in a Commandery must be volun- 
ary. 


A Grand Commandery statute which provides that 
failure on the part of a subordinate Commandery to 
meet quarterly shall forfeit its rights and the 
charter be arrested, is invalid and in conflict with 
the Grand Encampment law. 


A Knight Templar may apply for affiliation in a 
Commandery regardless of his residence, which may 
be in another State. 


- A dispensation to receive and ballot upon a petition 


the same evening cannot lawfully be granted. 


A Grand Commander has power to grant a dispensation 
permitting a change of location of a Commandery. 


a it 
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No. 24. In substance that a Grand Commandery may enact 
laws which are not in conflict with the Grand 
Encampment. law. 

All of these decisions were reported upon with approval by 
the Committee on Jurisprudence and adopted by vote of the 

Grand Encampment. 

Grand Master Melish was also asked a number of questions 
concerning ritualistic matters. Among others he gave the 
following interpretations: 

“A” When passwords are communicated to guards as a 

countersign they should be given in a low tone; when 
communicated in the asylum they should be given 
aloud. : 


“B” The symbol of authority in a Commandery is the word, 
not the gavel. 


“©” When the ritual is silent as to how a movement should 
be executed or any part of the ritualistic work is to 
be done it is within the province of a Grand Com- 
mandery to prescribe the method, if they see fit to 


do so. 
“1” The first four libations should be participated in only by 
A the Commander and candidates. 


He also reported the completion of the consolidation of the 
Grand Commanderies of Oklahoma and Indian Territory into 
one Grand Commandery. 

He also reported the constitution of the Grand Commandery 
of Utah under its charter. He also reported the constitution of 
the following subordinate Commanderies: Far East Com- 
mandery, No. 1, of Manilla, P. I., and Malta Commandery, 
No. 3, of Goldfield, Nevada, and the arrest of the charter of 
Eureka Commandery, No. 2, of Eureka, Nevada, for reasons 
deemed sufficient. 

Dispensations for the formation of new Commanderies were 
issued to Alaska Commandery, No. 1, at Fairbanks, Alaska, 
and Canal Zone Commandery, No. 1, at Cascades, Canal Zone, 
Panama. 

The Grand Treasurer reported cash balance on hand from all 
sources, of $120,232.80. 

The following amendments and changes in the Statutes of 
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the Grand Encampment, after reference and approval by the 
Committee on Jurisprudence, was adopted: 

Sec. 271 is repealed and in lieu thereof the following was 
substituted. 

Sec. 271. Officers of a Commandery should not be named 


in a charter, but when a Commandery is constituted the officers 
shall be elected and installed as provided in Section 94. 


All other amendments to the statutes presented for action 
were rejected. 


A resolution prohibiting the serving of intoxicating liquors 
at all Templar functions was reported upon by the Committee 
on Jurisprudence, to the effect, in substance, that the same 
is a matter for each Grand Jurisdiction to regulate for itself, 
which report was adopted by the Grand Encampment. 


Among the amendments presented and laid over for action 
at the Triennial in 1916, was one which in effect, if adopted, will 
make membership in a council of Royal and Select Masters, as 
well as lodge and chapter, a prerequisite to membership in the 
Commandery. 

Grand Master Melish’s recommendation that candidates be 
solicited for the Order was favorably reported upon by Com- 
mittee on Condition of the Order and concurred in by Grand 
Commandery. 

The foregoing contains all that would be of interest to the 
fraters of Massachusetts and Rhode Island.

Ipano, 1913 


The Tenth Annual Conclave, held at Twin Falls, June 18, 
1913. 

All the Grand Officers present. 

The first business was the report of the Committee on 
Credentials, followed by the address of the R..E..Grand 
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Commander. He, like all other Grand Commanders, pays 
fitting tribute to the departed fraters of his own and sister 
Grand Jurisdictions. 

His dispensations were few in number and all for Constitu- 
tional purposes. He states he visited every Commandery in 
the State and everywhere was greeted with knightly courtesy 
and fraternal regard. 

Among his recommendations was one that the Grand Treas- 
urer and Grand Recorder each furnish bonds, with sufficient 
securities, conditioned on the faithful discharge of the duties 
of their offices. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with bal- 
ance on hand, of $2,356.72; disbursements, $1,036.35. 

The Grand Recorder reports total membership 699, a gain 
for the year of 35. 

Grand representatives from twelve Grand Jurisdictions were. 
reported present, and we are pleased to find among the number 
R.. Ee.Sir Hiram T. French, representing Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

The balance of the business of the session was purely local. 

The election of officers resulted as follows: R... E.. Sir George 
M. Waterhouse, Weiser, Grand Commander; R.. Ev. Sir Frank 
D. Winn, Boise, re-elected Grand Recorder; R.. E-. Sir Hiram 
T. French, Payette, reappointed chairman Committee on 
Correspondence. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence is by R.’. E-. 
Sir Hiram T. French and occupies eighty-five pages of the Pro- 
ceedings. Our good frater French writes an interesting and 
readable report, giving a comprehensive resumé of the pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Jurisdictions. He calls our review 
“very complete, containing a lot of original copy.” 

The next Annual Conclave will be held in the city of Lewiston, 
June 17, 1914. 


Inuinots, 1913 


The Fifty-seventh Annual Conclave held in the Hotel 
La Salle, Chicago, October 28, 1913. 
All the Grand Officers present. The Grand Commandery 
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opened in short form, followed by devotional services led by 
the Grand Prelate. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials was the first 
business, after which it was announced that V..E..Sir Jehiel 
W. Chamberlain, Grand Captain-General of the Grand En- 
campment of the United States, was in waiting for the purpose 
of making an official visit to the Grand Commandery. V.. I. 
Sir Chamberlain was received by committee and escort and 
cordially welcomed. 

The Grand Commander’s address follows. He faithfully sets 
forth in the same his official acts and doings during his term of 
office. Among his recommendations was one that every 
commander of a Commandery appoint a committee on Christ- 
mas, whose duty it shall be to search out the needy and un- 
fortunate members of the Commandery, and if in physical need 
supply them with a Christmas dinner. If a widow or orphan, 
supply them with flowers, that they may know the Sir Knight 
who was the husband or father is not forgotten by his fraters. 

He also states that all requests for dispensation to ballot out 
of statutory time were refused. 

From his report we find that the Grand and subordinate 
Commanderies contributed $1,634 for the relicf of the flood 
sufferers in Ohio. 

He had many decisions to make, all of which could have been 
satisfactorily settled by referring to the law of the Grand 
Encampment. 

Relative to objections made by a member to a visitor who 
was an honorary member, this was settled by referring to 
Section 203 of the Grand Encampment. He claimed that an 
honorary member was a member of the Commandery and no 
member of a body in which he was an honorary member could 
object to his sitting in the Commandery. 

He also reported the constituting of three new Commanderies 
U. D.: one at Chicago Heights, under the name of Chicago 
Heights Commandery, No. 78; Humboldt Park Commandery, 
No. 79, in Chicago; Trinity Commandery, No. 80, at LaGrange. 

East St. Louis Commandery, U.D., at E. St. Louis; Mt. 
Carmel Commandery, U.D. at Mt. Carmel, and a “daylight” 
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Commandery, to be known as St. Cecilia Commandery, U.D., 
in Chicago, were instituted under dispensation. 

Among his recommendations was one that, it having come to 
his knowledge that Commandery Cipher Rituals have been 
purchased from certain publishing houses and are in use 
throughout the State, this practice cannot be too strongly 
condemned, and he recommends that legislation be adopted 
to prohibit the sale, possession, or use of such rituals. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with 
balance on hand, $29,049.91; disbursements of $14,508.44; 
balance on hand of $14,542.47, which together with other re- 
sources makes the total assets of the Grand Commandery in 
the hands of the Grand Treasurer, $24,542.47. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find the present 
membership June 1, 1913, 17,897, a gain for the year of 752. 

Relative to the recommendation of the R.. E..Grand Com- 
mander as to Cipher Rituals, the Committee on Jurisprudence 
reported and recommended that the Grand Commander issue 
an order to all Eminent Commanders in the Jurisdiction 
requiring them to immediately investigate the possession or use 
of spurious or unauthorized rituals or ciphers, by members of 
his Commandery, or other Templars in his jurisdictions; and 
that such Commanders immediately take up and transmit the 
same to the Grand Commander, and that any refusal or failure 
to obey such order by any Commander or Knight Templar shall 
subject the offender to appropriate discipline. 

The Proceedings contain an elaborate report by the Com- 
mittee on Templar Dead, who pay fitting tribute to the Templar 
dead of their own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

From the calling of the roll of representatives from sister 
Grand Jurisdictions thirty-seven Grand Representatives were 
found to be present, among whom was E..Sir Stuart E. 
Pierson, representing Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of R.. E 
Stuart E. Pierson, Carrollton, Grand Commander; E 
Delmar D. Darrah, Bloomington, re-elected Grand Recorder; 
E.. Sir Arthur M. Otman, reappointed chairman Committee on 
Correspondence. 
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Following the installation of officers, the retiring R..E.. 
Grand Commander, William L. Sharp, was presented with a 
Past Grand Commander’s jewel. 

The report on Correspondence is by E..Sir Otman and 
covers 114 pages of the Proceedings. It is an able review of 
the various jurisdictions of the United States, Canada, England, 
and Wales. Massachusetts and Rhode Island for some reason 
fails to receive attention. 

The Fifty-eighth Annual Conclave to be held in the city of 
Springfield, the first Tuesday in September, 1914. :

A handsome volume interspersed with half-tone plates of the 
various parades and doings of the Grand Commandery opens 
before us, with a splendid portrait of R..E..Sir Stuart E.

The Fifty-eighth Annual Conclave was convened in Masonic 
Temple, in the city of Springfield, Tuesday, September 1, 1914, 
all the Grand Officers being present. 
A business after the opening was the introduction of 
M -.E..Sir William B. Melish, Past Grand Master of the 
Lee! Encampment, who was present for the purpose of 
aes an official visit to the Grand Commandery. The dis- 

inguished frater was introduced into the asylum under escort 
and was most cordially welcomed, and in response made one 
of his interesting addresses. 

Following the reception of distinguished visitors the Grand 
Commander delivered his address, and among other interesting 
things he said was the following: '

: me T Y pages of the Proceedings, contain- 
ing as it does a copy of all his General Orders, Decisions, and 
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Dispensations, etc. He also reported the constitution of E. 
St. Louis Commandery, No. 81, and Mt. Carmel Commandery, 
No. 82. Relative to inspections, he reported that every 
Commandery in the State had been inspected during the year 
and that there prevailed throughout the State a very har- 
monious feeling and a strong desire to attain greater efficiency, 
and that the inspections were well attended. 

His decisions were many and in nearly every case sustained 
by the Committee on Jurisprudence. 

The Grand Treasurer’s report shows the receipts, with 
balance on hand, $30,340.57; disbursements of $16,437.03; 
leaving balance on hand of $13,903.54. 

The Committee on Finance also report that they hold in trust 
for Grand Commandery certain railroad bonds and mortgages 
of real estate, amounting to $15,000, making the total assets of 
Grand Commandery $23,302.84. 

The report of the Grand Commander shows the present 
membership 18,413, a net gain for the year of 516. 

Among the decisions of the Grand Commander sustained by 
the Committee on Jurisprudence was that a petitioner who had 
lost his left arm is not eligible to membership in the Com- 
mandery. Another decision sustained by them was that a 
by-law of a Commandery creating a life member on account of 
length of membership was illegal, and that life membership 
could only be conferred upon the payment of a fixed sum of 
money. The committee also recommended the approval of 
the recommendation that the dues of a worthy member of the 
body, whose means would not permit him to contribute to the 
support of the Commandery, may be remitted without formal 
request by the delinquent Sir Knight. 

The report of the Committee on Templar Dead occupies 
twenty-two pages of the Proceedings, in which due respect is 
paid deceased fraters of their own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

That the affairs of Grand Commandery are in good condition 
is evidenced by the report of the Committee on Grievances and 
Appeals, who report that nothing had occurred to mar the 
harmony and tranquility of Templar affairs throughout the 


jurisdiction. 
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At the election of officers, R..E..Sir Thomas A. Stevens, 
Chicago, elected Grand Commander; E..Sir Delmar R. Darrah, 
Bloomington, re-elected Grand Recorder; R.. Es. Sir Arthur M. 
Otman reappointed Committee on Correspondence. 

The officers elect and appointive were installed by M.. E.. 


Sir William B. Melish, M..E..Sir George M. Moulton acting 


as Grand Marshal. 

At the conclusion of the installation ceremonies a Past Grand 
Commander’s jewel was presented to the retiring Grand 
Commander. 

The balance of the Proceedings were of a local nature. 

The report on Correspondence, occupying 144 pages, by 
E-.Sir Arthur M. Otman, is a splendid review of forty-one 
Grand Jurisdictions, including the Grand Encampment and 
Canada. 

The review is a painstaking and splendid report, giving all 
that is interesting of the transactions of the various Grand bodies 
reviewed. Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives four pages 
of courteous review. He states, “Your reviewer presents 
another of his excellent reports as correspondent,” for which 
we tender our grateful acknowledgments.

The Sixtieth Annual Conclave, held in the asylum of Raper 
Commandery, No. 1, Masonic Temple, Indianapolis, Wed- 
nesday, May 18, 1914. 

The Sixtieth Annual Conclave of this Grand Jurisdiction was 
in the nature of a Triennial, and “what the Triennials of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States are to the Knights 
Templar of America, the Sixtieth Anniversary of the Grand 
Commandery of Indiana was to this Grand Jurisdiction,” so 
says the Introductory to the Proceedings. 

Upon opening the proceedings of Grand Commandery all 
the Grand Officers were found to be present, sixteen "Past 
Grand Commanders, the Grand Representatives of thirty-four 
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Grand Jurisdictions, and our beloved Sir Knight and Frater 
Leonidas P. Newby, representing Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, is recorded as being present. 

The first business was the reception of distinguished visitors, 
a long list of whom are recorded in the Proceedings, and they 
were cordially welcomed. 

The Grand Commander’s address is a well-written document, 
conveying as it does concise information of the affairs of his 
office during his ineumbency. 

In his address he says that it is very mabivine to be able to 
report that the Order is on a high plane and in a prosperous 
condition throughout the jurisdiction. Peace and good fellow- 
ship prevails everywhere. He congratulates Grand Com- 
mandery upon the splendid results accomplished by Raper 
Commandery, No. 1, at Denver.

He announced the granting of a dispensation to form a new 
Commandery at Hast Chicago, to be called East Chicago 
Commandery. His dispensations were many but all for 
Constitutional purposes. 

Among his decisions was one in answer to the question 
whether a dimitted member has the right to sit in any conclave 
of any Commandery, which he answered as follows, quoting 
in part from the Book of Templar Law: “Upon request in 
writing, signed by the applicant, presented in open Com- 
mandery, to withdraw his membership and until he again 
affiliates, he thereby voluntarily renounces all claims to the 
consideration of Templar organizations.” 

He refused a dispensation to a Commandery to confer the 
orders upon a candidate who had been elected for more than 
twelve months and had failed to appear. 

In conclusion he has a kindly word to say for the Grand 
Recorder, whom, he says, the Grand Commandery has reason 
to be proud of for his efficiency. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts, with balance on hand, 

of $18,887.58; disbursements, $11,337.89; total assets of Grand 
Commandery in cash and securities, $22,739.00.

The Grand Recorder reported the membership December 31, 
1918, as 7,549, a net increase for the year of 319. 

The report of the Committee on Grievances and Appeals 
showed that nothing had been referred to them for considera- 
tion, and that peace and harmony prevailed throughout the 
jurisdiction. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence report that, having con- 
sidered that part of the R..E..Grand Commander’s address 
relative to Sir Knights disposing of their uniforms after having 
received the orders, and not procuring others, they are of the 
opinion that such conduct by a Knight Templar ought to be 
declared as un-Masonic conduct by their laws, and therefore 
recommended the addition of a section of the statutes covering 
the same. 

The election of officers resulted as follows: R.. E..Sir Harry 
G. Strickland, Greenfield, Grand Commander; E..Sir Calvin 
W. Prather, Indianapolis, Grand Recorder; E..Sir Robert A. 
Woods, Princeton, appointed Committee on Correspondence. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence occupies 
125 pages of the Proceedings and is from the pen of E..Sir 
Robert A. Woods, he having been appointed on the death of 
E..Sir Joseph A. McKee. 

E-.Sir Woods states in his opening that he was oppressed 
with a sense of inability to render fair service. If this first 
review is a sample of what he can do in the future, he need have 
no misgivings as to his ability to fill the position to which he 
has been appointed. 

Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed 
with two pages, and he has a word in commendation for the 
report of your correspondent. We acknowledge our gratitude 
to him for his kindly mention. 

The next Annual Conclave will be held in the city of 
Indianapolis, on May 12, 1915. 


Towa, 1914 


The Fifty-first Annual Conclave, held July 14, 15, 16, and 17, 
1914. 
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The volume, like all others that have emanated from this 
Grand Jurisdiction, is a credit to the Grand Recorder and the 
printer. It opens with a splendid Bather portrait of R.. Ee. Sir 
P. L. Sever, Grand Commander. 

This Grand Commandery has a permanent place of meeting 
for its annual conclaves, at Templar Park, Spirit Lake, and 
this Fifty-first Conclave was held here. 

At the opening of Grand Commandery all the Grand Officers 
were found to be present. Many distinguished visitors were 
present, who were escorted into the asylum and duly welcomed. 

The Grand Commander then delivered his address. He 
reports that Mizpah Commandery, No. 62, Azgad Com- 
mandery, No. 63, Melita Commandery, No. 64, and Azotus 
Commandery, No. 65, had been duly constituted. 

His dispensations were few and all for Constitutional pur- 
poses. He refused one dispensation to a Commandery that 
had not been constituted, to continue to work prior to being 
formally constituted; to another Commandery to change the 
time of regular meeting to receive petitions; also to another 
Commandery to receive and ballot upon four petitions out of 
time. He also reported the reception of a petition of thirteen 
Sir Knights at Hawarden to institute and open a Commandery 
of Knights Templar in that city, and after investigation con- 
cluded it would not be to the best interests of Templar Masonry 
to grant the desired dispensation. 

We excerpt the following from his conclusion: 


“While we revere the past; while we hold it in cherished 
memory, we are not so much concerned with the ideas of men 
long dead and gone, but with the living present ; with the 
problems of the hour, which press upon us, with their insistent 
demands, that we stretch forth our hands in the miidst of evil, 
unrest, and avarice about us to help, to elevate, and to save. 

“Sir Knights, Templary is extending its borders— to the north 
to Alaska, to the south to the Canal Zone, to the west to the 
isles of the distant seas— wherever English thought and 
Anglo-Saxon civilization are proclaimed by English-speaking 
tongues. And as it extends its sway, wherever on the earth’s 
surface the eye of mankind may behold the banner of the 
Order of the Temple, may they have reason to bless it. On 
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whatsoever spot that standard may be planted, there may 
freedom have a foothold, justice a brave and chivalrous cham- 
pion, and religion an altar.” 

From the Grand Treasurer’s report we find that the receipts, 
with balance on hand, were $11,293.75; balance on hand after 
disbursements, $9,282.23. 

The Grand Recorder’s report, like all previous ones, is full 
and complete, containing everything of importance connected 
with his office. 

From the report of the Committee on Credentials we find that 
sixteen Past Grand Commanders were present and the repre- 
sentatives of the constituent Commanderies. 

Grand Commandery convened at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the second day, when the distinguished visitors were received 
and welcomed, among whom we note V..E..Sir William H. 
Norris, Grand Junior Warder of the Grand Encampment. 

The Committee on Necrology made an able report, paying 
splendid tribute to the memory of the deceased fraters of their 
own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

They have a custom in this jurisdiction of electing prominent 
fraters from other Grand Jurisdictions as honorary members 
of the Grand Commandery of Iowa. R.-.E..Sir William F. 
Kuhn and R..E..Sir William H. Glaney, of Missouri, and 
R..E..Sir Jesse Converse, of Wyoming, were unanimously 
elected honorary members. 

On roll call of Grand Representatives of sister Grand Com- 
manderies the representatives in attendance took their stations 
in front of the Grand Commander and were cordially welcomed 
to the Grand Commandery of Iowa. Among those present we 
find our old and esteemed friend Sir Knight Wilbur E. Fidlar 
representing the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

The election of Grand Officers resulted in R.. E-.Sir Samuel 
J. Hall, Waterloo, Grand Commander; R..E..Sir David M. 
Brownlee, Sioux City, Grand Recorder; E..Sir Charles C. 
Clark, reappointed chairman Committee on Correspondence. 

The officers were publicly installed by R.. E..Sir William H. 
Glancy, Past Grand Commander of Missouri. At the con- 
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clusion of this ceremony R.’. E..Sir Glaney in a unique speech 
presented a Past Grand Commander’s jewel to the retiring 
Grand Commander. 

The volume also contains a record of the semicentennial anni- 
versary of the Grand Commandery of Iowa, which was held 
at Templar Park, Spirit Lake, July 15, 1914.

46 GRAND COMMANDERY OF MASS. AND R.I. 


The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery was held in the city of Fulton, May 20, 1914, the 
constituent Commanderies in attendance marching to the 
First Methodist Church, where the following services were held. 

The address of welcome was delivered by Sir Knight Rev. 
Henry N. Barbee, and response was made by E..Sir Charles 
N. Smith, Grand Generalissimo, after which sermon was de- 
livered by Sir Knight Rev. William P. Baird. 

At the conclusion of the sermon, escort was formed and the 
Grand Commandery marched to the County Court House, 
through the principal streets of the city. 

Grand Commandery was opened, with all the Grand Officers 
present with the exception of the Grand Senior Warden, who 
was detained at home on account of illness in his family. 

The Grand Commander then read his address, which occupies 
seventy pages of the Proceedings, including Necrology, General 
Orders, ete. 

Under the head of ‘Templar Funerals,” he says that Templar 
funerals have become so frequent of late he is constrained to 
say a few words about them and submit a recommendation, 
which he trusts it will be the pleasure of the Committee on 
Finance to endorse and of the Grand Commandery to adopt. 
He says: 


“Your times within one short year an attempt was made to 
convene the Grand Commandery in order to pay fitting tribute 
to the memory of a worthy frater and honored Templar. Four 
failures were the result.” 


At three of the emergent conclaves but two members of 
Grand Commandery were present, and at one not one of the 
Grand Officers participated therein or was present. He further 
remarks: 


“Unless some means can be devised by which the attendance 
of the officers, at least, of the Grand Commandery can be 
secured, it would be much better to omit any attempt to 
convene the Grand Commandery at any funeral, and leave the 
burial and funeral services entirely in the hands of the local 
Commandery.”

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He further states that services in cases of Past Grand Officers 
“have been conducted so loosely and unimpressively that they 
have been made the butt of unfavorable criticism by both the 
Craft and the profane, and have brought ridicule upon the 
Craft generally, upon Templarism as well, and particularly upon 
the Grand Lodges and Grand Commanderies throughout the 
country.” 

He recommends that the Grand Commandery provide the 
means to defray the expenses of those who attend any funeral, 
for which an emergent conclave of the Grand Commandery is 
called, as representatives of this Grand Commandery, and 
recommends that the Grand Commander be authorized to 
draw warrants upon the Grand Treasurer for the actual ex- 
penses of every officer of the Grand Commandery who may 
attend. 

Comment is needless, as the above speaks for itself. 

The committee appointed to inquire into the affairs of London 
Commandery, No. 33, made an exhaustive report, but we 
cannot find that any drastic action was taken for the many 
violations of the rules of the Order. 

His dispensations were few and all for constitutional purposes. 
We are pleased to note he refused dispensations to Comman- 
deries to confer the orders out of time. 

The Grand Recorder’s report shows he ‘was on the job,” as 
it contains report of all transactions connected with his office. 
We find the present membership 4,987, a net gain of 164. 

From the Grand Treasurer’s report we find receipts, with 
balance on hand, $9,227.82; disbursements, $5,688.42. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials shows the 
representatives of twenty-one sister Grand J urisdictions present, 
but we fail to find the representative of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island among the number. The Grand Commander 
extended knightly greetings to each, and requested that all 
communicate with the Grand Commander whose jurisdiction 
they represented, extending the hearty good wishes of the 
Grand Commandery of Kentucky and its Grand Commander 
for their continued prosperity. 

The election of officers resulted in R.. E.. Sir Mason P. Brown, 
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Frankfort, Grand Commander; E..Sir Alfred H. Bryant, 
Covington, re-elected Grand Recorder; E..Sir William W. 
Clarke, chairman Correspondence Committee. 

Like many other jurisdictions, Kentucky has a Committee on 
Necrology, who submit a report in which knightly tribute is 
paid the deceased fraters of their own and sister Grand Juris- 
dictions, fifty-nine pages of the volume being devoted to the 
report of this committee. 

R.. Es. Sir Frank H. Johnson presented the following, which 
was adopted: 

“Resolved, That hereafter mileage and per diem be paid to 


the Grand Officers, for their attendance at all emergent con- 
claves, at funerals of Past Grand Commanders.” 


After the installation of the Grand Officers, R.. E.. Sir Frank 
H. Johnson, in behalf of Grand Commandery, presented the 
retiring Grand Commander with a Past Grand Commander’s 
jewel. 

The report on Correspondence, occupying ninety-five pages, 
is by E..Sir William W. Clarke, chairman, who gives a splendid 
review of forty-two Grand Jurisdictions, including Canada.

All the Grand Officers, with the exception of the Grand 
Commander and Deputy Grand Commander, present, thirteen 
Past Grand Commanders, and the Representatives of twenty- 
two Grand Jurisdictions, Massachusetts and Rhode Island not 
being represented. 

From the report of our old and esteemed friend R.. Eu". Sit 
William J. Collins, Grand Commander, we excerpt the following: 


“The Commanderies in the State are generally in a pros- 
perous condition, and most of them are showing real and 
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steady progress. But all of the Commanderies need closer 
inspection, and some of them need assistance in the arrangement 
of the ceremonies to make the work effective and interesting to 
the members as well as to the candidates.

R.. Es. Sir William J. Milligan, Past Grand Commander of

The Fifty-eighth Annual Conclave was convened in the 
asylum of Lansing Commandery, No. 25, in the city of Lansing, 
June 2, 1914, all the Grand Officers being present. 

The first business was the reception of V-. E..Sir Jeheil W. 
Chamberlin, Grand Captain General of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, and V..E..Sir Nelson Williams, Deputy Grand Com- 
mander of Ohio, who were duly received and welcomed. 

Upon the Grand Recorder calling the roll of Past Grand 
Officers, when the names of R.. E-.Sir John A. Gerow, Past

W. Chandler, Past Grand Commander, were called three times, 
there being no response, Grand Commandery was called to

Peace to his ashes and rest to his soul.” 


The Grand Commander then delivered his annual address, 
which contains a faithful record of the transactions of his office 
during his ineumbency. His dispensations were many and all 
for Constitutional purposes. He refused dispensations to 
Commanderies to defer their stated conclaves one week. 

The address occupies many pages of the Proceedings and is 
taken up with special orders, reports, ete. 

The Grand Treasurer reported the receipts, with balance on 
hand, $24,621.60; disbursements, $10,232.38; balance on hand, 
$4,282.38. 

The Grand Recorder reported the membership to be 9,132, a 
gain for the year of 177. 

The Committee on Necrology submitted a report, paying due 
respect to the deceased fraters of their own and sister Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

The committee on that subject, referring to the question of 
wearing jewels with fatigue coats, reported the following: 


“Relative to the question of wearing jewels on fatigue coats, 
your committee has given this considerable thought, and has 
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conferred with many knights of authority in Templar and 
military affairs, and as a result of our inquiries and investigation 
we are persuaded that the fatigue coat, serving the purpose for 
which it was intended, requires only such means of identification 
as may be necessary to indicate the rank of officers, and it 
appears to your committee that the question of identity is 
fully cared for by the lettering and numbering on the collar 
band and the shoulder straps worn by all officers from the 
Captain General up. 

“While some are favorable to the wearing of jewels of office 
at the sessions of the Grand Commandery or on other stated 
Knight Templar meetings, still the concensus of opinion seems 
to favor the elimination of unnecessary adornment on the 
fatigue uniform. Your committee therefore respectfully recom- 
mends that the indiscriminate wearing of jewels on fatigue 
coats be discouraged.” 


Upon motion the report was amended after much discussion, 
to.substitute the word “prohibited” for “discouraged.” 

The same committee reported relative to the wearing of the 
Malta badge, 


“That on double-breasted coats the Malta badge should be 
worn in the center and directly beneath the coat collar; that on 
single-breasted coats the Malta Badge be worn on the left 
breast opposite and about two inches from the third button of 


the coat. These locations are recommended from the stand- 
points of general appearance, uniformity, and practicability.” 


At the election of officers, R.. E..Sir Gordon R. Campbell, 
Calumet, was elected Grand Commander; R.. E.. Sir George T. 
Campbell, Owosso, re-elected Grand Recorder; R.’. E-.Sir 
William C. Doty reappointed Correspondent. 

After the installation of Grand Officers, the retiring Grand 
Commander, R.. E..Sir Hiscock, was presented with a Past 
Grand Commander’s jewel. 

The report on Correspondence is by Sir William C. Doty, 
Past Grand Commander, and occupies 170 pages of the Pro- 
ceedings. He reviews all the Grand Jurisdictions, with the 
exception of Canada, Montana, Nebraska, and South Carolina, 
they having failed to reach him. The report is a good one and 
fully maintains the high standard of excellence of the previous 
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reports on Correspondence of this Grand J urisdiction. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is given five pages of this able 
review. He says of our volume of 1913 Proceedings that, 
“Like its predecessors, the volume of Proceedings is especially 
valuable for the statistical tables in which it abounds.” 

The Fifty-ninth Annual Conclave will be held in Houghton

Minnesota, 1914 


The Forty-ninth Annual Conclave held in the city of St. Paul, 
April 29, 1914. 

Previous to the opening of Grand Commandery a parade was 
had through the principal streets, from headquarters at the 
Hotel Ryan to the Masonic Temple, about three hundred Sir 
Knights in line. 

At the opening of the conclave all the Grand Officers were 
present except the Grand Senior Warden. 

The first business after opening was the reception of V.. E.. Sir 
Jehiel W. Chamberlin, Grand Captain-General of the Grand 
Encampment, and personal representative of the Most Eminent 
Grand Master, and V..E..Sir Knight Henry R. Freeman, 
Grand Prelate of the Grand Encampment, who were officially 
received and welcomed. 

Calling the roll of Grand Representatives of sister Grand 
Jurisdictions, twenty-seven responded, Sir A. T. Stebbins 
responding for Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The Grand Commander in his annual address ably set forth 
the transactions of his office for the year. He issued only one 
dispensation and that for Constitutional purposes. 

He made a decision relative to the question, “Is a companion 
disqualified from becoming a Knight Templar who has lost his 
left arm?” His decision was, “Yes. See Section 153, Statutes 
of the Grand Encampment.” He further stated he made this 
ruling against his own personal opinion, but that he was com- 
pelled to obey the law, and believes that the law should be so 
changed that any one who meets with such an accident after 
becoming a Mason should not be debarred from receiving the 
grand teachings toward which he is looking with strong desire. 
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Among his recommendations was one that a regulation be 
adopted within the jurisdiction that no Commandery shall 
admit a visiting Sir Knight until he shall have been vouched 
for, or has proven himself by examination in all the Orders, as 
well as in the degrees of the Masonic Lodge and Chapter, and 
has also exhibited receipts or certificates showing him to be in 
good standing in some recognized Lodge, Chapter, and Com- 
mandery. He also recommends that the Commandery adopt 
a card for the use of its subordinates, to be used as a receipt 
for dues. 

Under state of the Order he reports a gradual and steady im- 
provement in the manner of conferring the Order. In his 
opinion the improvement in the tacties is very much slower. 

He also expresses his acknowledgments to the Grand Recorder 
for his ever-ready and courteous help. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts, with balance on hand, 
$3,747.44; disbursements, $5,132.50. 

From the Grand Recorder’s report we find the present 
membership to be 4,599, a gain for the year of 179. 

The Committee on Necrology rendered their report, paying 
kindly tribute to the departed fraters of their own and sister 
Grand Jurisdictions. 

The Committee on Appeals and Grievances reported that 
nothing had been placed before them for action and that 
fraternal and knightly harmony prevailed in the jurisdiction. 

The election of officers resulted in R.. E.. Sir John M. Rowley, 


‘Rochester, Grand Commander; E-.Sir John Fishel, St. Paul, 


re-elected Grand Recorder and Correspondent. 

The report on Correspondence is by our good friend John 
Fishel, who renders his usual finished report, with little criticism 
and comment. Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives at 
his hands kindly mention, with two pages, and we are pleased 
to note he is in accord with us in the silly badge business. He 
says we should “put more Rowell into the report,” but, my 
good friend John, we are not writing for Rowell, we are writing 
for the information of the fraters of our own jurisdiction.

The Fifty-fourth Annual Conclave. Grand Commandery 
convened in the lodge rooms of the Order of Elks, in the city of 
Greenville, May 26th, at two o’clock in the afternoon, there 
being present all of the Grand Officers, nine Past Grand Com- 
manders, and the representatives of the constituent Com- 
manderies. 


Previous to the opening of Grand Commandery publie exer- 
cises were held, when addresses of welcome were made, and 
at the conclusion of the exercises in the Elks’ Lodge Room, 
Grand Commandery and all present marched to the Methodist 
Church, where devotional exercises were held under the direction 
of the Grand Prelate, R..E..Sir DeB. Waddell. The text of 
his sermon was, “He that is not with me is against me; and he 
that gathereth not with me scattereth abroad.” — Matt. xii. 30. 
The sermon was very interesting and instructive. 

After the opening of Grand Commandery and the appoint- 
ment of committees, the Grand Commander delivered his 
address, from which we excerpt his remarks on the principles 
of the Order: 


The virtue of the real knights of the twentieth century will 
not go unhonored. As Templars, we hold the distinguished 
Knights of the Crusades in honor for what they were and what 
they sought to accomplish of good; and we seek to perpetuate 
their noble deeds by emblems and ceremonies to which a pro- 
found significance is attached; and though centuries of knowl- 
edge and enlightenment have battered off the armored shell 
which was the glory of the old knights, and shattered the spears 
and javelins from their hands, the fires of courage and chivalry 
that burned in their hearts are still unquenched, and the modern 
Knights Templar go forth to fight as heroically as ever did their 
predecessors in mailed brass. 

Our foes are invisible forces and influences of evil — the 
selfish heart, the slandering tongue, the murderous soul, and 
our battle is to conquer these influences and substitute in the 
hearts of men allegiance to love and peace. 

The Knights of Templarism are well qualified to enter upon 
this combat because they come from altars of consecration, 
where they solemnly pledged themselves to perform certain 
duties to God, to mankind, and to themselves. To God they 
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owe reverence, admiration, love, and worship; to mankind they 
are to be true, faithful, and charitable; to themselves they owe 
it to exert the virtue of self-control and to be sober, temperate, 
chaste, and obedient. 

And, Sir Knights, I beg of you to keep in mind these sacred 
duties and strive always to make our Order purer, stronger, 
and nobler, remembering that our Heavenly Father will bless 
the compassionate knight whose fingers encircle the wrist of his 
poor, weary, unfortunate brother, to raise him to hope and 
life. May He strengthen our faith and send us forth to fight 
the battles of the weak, to help the distressed, to shield and 
protect the innocent, and to seek always to promote the coming 
of the universal brotherhood of man. 


Under the head of Necrology, when the names of distin- 
guished fraters of his own and sister Grand Jurisdictions who 
had departed during the year were read, all present stood with 
bared heads in honor of their memory, the Sir Knight Prelate 
leading in prayer. 

Among the recommendations of the Grand Commander was 
that the Grand Commandery appropriate one hundred dollars 
toward defraying the expense of the Grand Recorder to Denver, 
and that he be added to the representatives to the Grand En- 
campment, and a sum the equal of that allowed other repre- 
sentatives be appropriated to defray his expenses. (And the 
question arises in our mind, Why?) 

He thanked most heartily and sincerely the Past Grand 
Commanders and the Grand Recorder for their sound advice 
and hearty co-operation during his term of office. 

From the Grand Recorder’s report we find present member- 
ship 2,056, a net gain for the year of 52. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with bal- 
ance on hand, $7,862.25; disbursements, $4,672.98. 

Upon calling the roll of Grand Representatives twenty-five 
representatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions responded, Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island being represented by R.’. E..Sir 
E. R. McShan. 

In regard to the circular issued by M.. E.. Sir Melish, Grand 
Master, the following resolution was adopted: 


“Resolved, That the Grand Commandery approves the 
recommendations of Past Grand Master Melish as set forth 
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on page 32 of the Proceedings of 1913, and the Grand Recorder 
be directed to send a copy of same to each Eminent Com- 
mander and Recorder throughout the State, urging a zealous 
carrying out of the suggestions contained therein in the work 
of building up Templar Masonry in this Grand Jurisdiction.” 


The result of the election of officers was the election of 
R..E-.Sir Louis A. Benoist, Natchez, Grand Commander; 
R.. E-. Sir O. L. McKay, Meridian, re-elected Grand Recorder; 
E.. Sir George B. Power, reappointed Fraternal Correspondent. 

In the Proceedings we find that the Fifty-fourth Annual 
Conclave proved one of the most delightfully pleasant and 
harmonious in the history of Grand Commandery, and thanks 
were extended for the hospitality displayed by the citizens of 
Greenville during the conclave. Much other business was 
transacted, but of a local nature. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence is by our 
good friend Sir Knight George B. Power, and occupies ninety-six 
pages of the Proceedings. The review is a most excellent one, 
full space and careful consideration being given to Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, and for the pleasant things said of your 
correspondent we doff our hat. 

The next Annual Conclave will be held in the city of Natchez, 
in May, 1915, on dates to be named by the Grand Commander. 


Missouri, 1914 

The Fifty-third Annual Conclave held in St. Louis, May 26 
and 27, 1914. 

The volume opens with a half-tone portrait and biographical 
sketch of William H. Glancy, Past Grand Commander. 

At the opening of Grand Commandery all the Grand Officers 
were present. The first business was the reception of V.. E.. Sir 
Leonidas P. Newby, Grand Senior Warden of the Grand 
Encampment, who was introduced, cordially welcomed, and 
assigned a place in Grand Commandery. R.*. E.-.Sir Stuart E. 
Pierson, Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
Illinois bearing commission as the personal representative of the 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, received a hearty 
and cordial welcome. 
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Following the announcement of committees Grand Com- 
mander Glancy delivered his address. 

He granted many dispensations, among them being several 
to waive statutory time on petitions, stating all dispensations 
granted were so done for good and lawful purposes. We 
commend him for refusing dispensation to ballot upon petition 
out of statutory time for the companion to receive the Order 
to enable him to join a Shrine class. The record gives in 
complete detail the request and his answer to decisions re- 
quested, all of which so far as we can see were upheld by the law. 

He made many visitations and from the report on the same no 
doubt he enjoyed every one of them. 

Relative to the Triennial Conclave to be held in Los Angeles 
in 1916, he reports his visit to Los Angeles, and his arrangements 
with the Hotel Alexandria for accommodations at that conclave. 
We had the pleasure of being present with him in Los Angeles 
at this time, and our own as well as his arrangements were 
completed to our entire satisfaction. He also expresses his 
gratitude for the many generous and kindly courtesies shown 
the Grand Commandery of Missouri through its representative, 
and we can add our voice and give the Sir Knights of Los 
Angeles credit for being the most royal entertainers we ever 
came in contact with. 

In his address he deplores the fact that Missouri has never 
yet had a Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States, and realizing the importance of the attendance 
of all members from Missouri at the Grand Encampment 
conclaves, he recommends that in addition to those provided 
for, Grand Commandery pay the expenses of all entitled to 
attend the sessions, providing the sum does not exceed $100 
for each person. 

In the matter of providing permanent encampment grounds 
he reports that nineteen Commanderies report in favor of the 
proceeding, thirteen being opposed to it, only one half of the 
Commanderies of the jurisdiction declaring themselves on the 
subject. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with 
balance on hand, of $28,050.86; disbursements, $14,444.70. 
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The report of the Grand Recorder shows membership 7,008, 
a gain for the year of 183. 

The report of the Committee on Necrology pays tribute of 
respect to the faithful and courteous Knights Templar whose 
places are left vacant in their own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

Calling the roll of representatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
thirty-three responded, R.. E..Sir John R. Parson representing 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, being among the number. 

At the election of officers R..E..Sir Isaac H. Hettinger, 
Kansas City, Grand Commander; E..Sir Robert E. Stevenson, 
St. Louis, re-elected Grand Recorder; R..E..Sir William F. 
Kuhn, Grand Correspondent. 

The newly elected and appointive officers were installed by 
R.. E-.Sir William F. Kuhn, Past Grand Commander. : 

A Past Grand Commander’s jewel was presented to the 
retiring Grand Commander. 

The report on Correspondence, occupying 114 pages, is by 
Sir William F. Kuhn, Past Grand Commander, who before he 
commences to tell his story gives his views on the Order of 
Malta and the title of “Sir Knight,” which makes very interest- 
ing reading, and we have no exception to take to same. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island receives courteous attention with 
two pages, in which he says in our Report for 1913, “the 
reviewer can find just what he wants.’’ He calls the report of 
the Credential Committee “awful” and “the worst ever.” 
Just what kind of a report he would call the best we should 
like to know, as the report of the Committee on Credentials of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island to our mind is the best one 
that is returned by any Grand Jurisdiction, giving as it does all 
those entitled and starring all those who are present at each 
conclave. However, “there is.no accounting for tastes,’ as 
the old lady said when she kissed the cow.

A splendid volume, opening with a fine Bather portrait of 
R.. E.. Sir Frederick J. Schaufelberger, Grand Commander. 
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The Forty-second Annual Conclave, assembled in the asylum 
of Mt. Nebo Commandery, No. 11, at Hastings, Thursday, 
April 24, 1914. 

All the Grand Officers present, and representatives of twenty- 
two of the twenty-nine chartered Commanderies. 

The first business was the reception of V.. E-.Sir George W.

The Sixty-sixth Annual Conclave was held in the asylum of

All the Grand Officers present; eleven Past Grand Com- 
manders and the representatives from twenty-four sister 
Grand Commanderies, Eminent Sir Charles 8. Parker repre- 
senting Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The first business after the opening was an inspection and 
review by Mount Horeb Commandery of Concord, after which 
the Grand Commander opened the conclave of Grand Com- 
mandery in ample form. 

The Grand Commander annoinced that R.. Be. Sir Samuel J.

Cheney, Concord, re-elected Grand Recorder and reappointed 
Correspondent. 

The report on Correspondence is by E..Sir Harry M. Cheney, 
it being his first review, and he is to be commended for the 
thoroughness of the report. Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
receives three pages of courteous mention and he has a kindly 
word to say for your correspondent, which is gratefully 
appreciated. 

The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave will be held in the city 
of Concord, September 29, 1914. 


New Jersey, 1914 


The volume, like all others that have preceded it, is gotten 
up in readable form, in type that does not require glasses to 
read. It opens with a splendid portrait of R..H..Sir Otto O. 
Stillman. 

The Fifty-fourth Annual Conclave, held in the city of 
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Trenton, May 12, 1914, all the Grand Officers being present, 
thirteen Past Grand Commanders, and the representatives of 
twenty-three sister Grand Jurisdictions, Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island being represented by R..E..Sir William H. 
Sebring. 

The first business after the opening of the conclave was the 
reception of distinguished visitors. The Grand Recorder 
announced that E..Sir George Wack, Past Commander of 
Manhattan Commandery, No. 31, of New York City, was in 
waiting, and he was admitted, introduced, and properly re- 
ceived by the Grand Commander. 

The Grand Warder also announced that R.. E.. Sir Thomas P.

A resolution to substitute black cloth-covered buttons for 
gilt metal cross and crown buttons on the regulation uniform 
was lost; also an amendment to the Constitution on “Revenue,” 
making the annual dues for each member of every Commandery 
one dollar instead of fifty cents, was laid over for one year. It 
was also ordered that an assessment of 50 cents per capita be 
made on the subordinate Commanderies of the jurisdiction. 

At the election of officers, R..E..Sir Nelson Y. Duncan, 
Somerville, elected Grand Commander; E.. Sir John M. Wright, 
Trenton, re-clected Grand Recorder; R.. E-.Sir Peter McGill, 
reappointed chairman of the Committee on Foreign Corre- 
spondence. 

The report on Correspondence is by R.*. E.*. Sir Peter McGill, 
and occupies 106 pages of the Proceedings, in which he reviews 
all of the Grand Jurisdictions. It is in his usual finished and 
able manner and it is a pleasure to read his various comments 
upon the doings of the several jurisdictions. Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island receives its just amount of attention, three 
pages being devoted to the same. He has a kindly word to say 
for your correspondent. 

The Fifty-fifth Annual Conclave will be held May 11, 1915. 


New Mexico, 1913 


A special conclave was held in the asylum of Rio Hondo 
Commandery, No. 6, in the city of Roswell, on the fourteenth 
day of November, 1912, most of the Grand Officers being present 
and two Past Grand Commanders. 

The Grand Commander stated that the object of this special 
conclave was to receive the James loving cup from E..Sir 
Jason W. James. 

The ceremonies incident to the same consisted of a presenta- 
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tion address by E..Sir Jason W. James, to which the Grand 
Commander made response, thanking E..Sir James for the 
beautiful gift on behalf of the Grand Commandery of New 
Mexico. 

The special conclave was followed by an elaborate banquet 
and smoker. 

The Thirteenth Annual Conclave was held in the asylum of 
Santa Fé Commandery, No. 1, in the city of Santa Ié, on the 
twenty-fourth day of October, 1913. 

All the Grand Officers present, with the exception of the 
Grand Generalissimo, Grand Prelate, and Grand Treasurer.

Preceding the opening of the session, Sir Knight Frederick W. 
Gebhard presented Hon. Arthur L. Andrews, corporation 
counsel for the city of Albany, representing his Honor the 
Mayor, who delivered a welcome address. 

The first business after opening was the reception of distin- 
guished visitors. Sir Knight Charles H. Armatage, Past Grand 
Commander, presented M.’.E..Sir William B. Melish, Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment, who briefly responded to 
the welcome, promising at a later period of. the conclave to 
deliver a message from the fraters throughout the United States.

Many letters of greeting and regrets at being unable to 
attend were received from a large number of prominent fraters 
throughout the United States. 

M.. E-.Sir Knight William B. Melish, Grand Master of the 
Grand Encampment, then addressed the assembled fraters at 
length. 

The Grand Commander then presented his address and 
immediately pays due respect to the deceased fraters of his own 
and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

His decisions were all for lawful purposes and were sustained. 

He granted many dispensations. Among those refused was 
one for a Commandery to appear in full Templar uniform as 
escort of honor in a Knights of Pythias parade. He also 
refused a dispensation to receive and ballot upon a petition the 
same night. 

He takes opportunity in his conclusion to render his grateful 
thanks to the Grand Recorder, who, he says, has always been 
willing to assist him in any way he desired, and in doing this 
did it in a way to convey to his mind it was a pleasure rather 
than a duty. That Sir Bonnington deserved all the praise that 
was given him all who have reviewed his labors will agree. 

The Grand Recorder reported present membership 22,280, 
a net gain of 581. 

From the Grand Treasurer’s report we find that the receipts 
were $31,846.84; expenditures, $15,355.68. They also have an 
invested fund of $34,024.34. 

The report on Necrology, by Sir Knight Rev. G. Sherman 
Burroughs, is a splendid report, giving as it does the worth and 
standing of the departed fraters, not only of his own but of 
sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations recommend 
the granting of a dispensation to the petitioners at Huntington 
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for the establishment of a Commandery at that place, also 
that the petition to establish a Commandery at Peekskill be 
denied. 

The report of the Committee on Grievances and Appeals was 
that no business had been presented to them for consideration. 

At the election of officers, R.. E.. Sir Edward A. Kraussman, 
New York, Grand Commander; E..Sir John H. Bonnington, 
New York, re-elected Grand Recorder; E..Sir John W. Jenkins, 
reappointed chairman of the Committee on Correspondence. 

The installation ceremonies were performed by M.. E..Sir 
William B. Melish, Grand Master of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States. Sir Knight Charles H. Armatage, on 
behalf of the Grand Commandery, presented R..E..Sir T. 
Henry Dumary with a Past Grand Commander’s jewel, which 
Sir Knight Dumary very gracefully accepted. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence is by Sir 
John W. Jenkins, chairman, and his ninth report. He reviews 
forty-seven of the Grand Jurisdictions, including Canada, 
England and Wales, and the Grand Encampment. 

The report occupies 163 pages of the Proceedings and is 
certainly an interesting review of Templary in the several 
Grand Jurisdictions. He has a good word to say for all of the 
correspondents. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is accorded 
a page and a half, in which he expresses his regret that New 
York was not included in our 1913 Review. It surely would 
have been had it been received in time, but when it came to 
hand our report was already in print. We hope and trust 
the 1914 Proceedings may be received in time for our review 
to follow this one. 

The One Hundred and First Annual Conclave will be held 
in the city of Rochester on the sixteenth day of June, 1914. 


Norru Carona, 1914 


The Thirty-fourth Annual Conclave, held at New Bern, 
May 6, 1914. 

All the Grand Officers present, eight Past Grand Commanders 
and the representatives of twenty-six sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
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the representative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island not 
being present. 

Immediately following the report of the Committee on 
Credentials the Grand Commander delivered his address, in 
which he says that it is with a great deal of pleasure and satis- 
faction that he can say in his report as Grand Commander for 
the year 1914, that with a membership of almost sixteen 
hundred Sir Knights, not one act of unknightly conduct has 
come to his attention, which exemplifies the fact that complete 
harmony exists within the Order in North Carolina. 

He reported that the Grand Recorder, James C. Munds, was 
stricken with a sudden illness which prevented him from carry- 
ing on the business of his office, since which time the work had 
been done by his son, Sir James T. Munds, as acting Grand 
Recorder. He pays a loving tribute to the worth and work 
of E-.Sir Munds, who was inducted into the office of Grand 
Recorder in 1901, the Order then having in North Carolina 389 
members and the total receipts, from all sources, of Grand 
Commandery only $475, while today the number of Com- 
manderies has increased to twenty-one, the membership to 
ene pt recommended the salary of the Grand Recorder 
ee = Poe de to $375 per annum, payable quarterly, 
ep ae a a Emeritus Grand Recorder be created and 
a ia .

The report is a well-written document, conveying as it does a 
concise resumé of the transactions of his office during the year. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with 
balance on hand, $4,128; expenditures, $2,290. He also reports 
a permanent fund, $1,770.84. 


The report of the Grand Recorder shows membership of 
1,597, a net gain for the year of 133. 
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The Committee on Jurisprudence report they approve the 
amendment to the Statutes providing for an Emeritus Grand 
Recorder and approve the resolution to strike out from the 
list of elective officers the positions of Grand Standard Bearer, 
Grand Sword Bearer, and Grand Warder, and make these 
offices appointive, but they report disapproval of the resolution 
that these officers shall be ineligible to succeed themselves or 
one another. 

The volume also contains report from the Committee on 
Necrology, who pay due respect to the deceased fraters of their 
own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. Y 

We also note that V..E..Sir Alexander B. Andrews, Jr., 
Grand Captain of the Guard of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States, was present, and rendered valuable aid and 
counsel to the Grand Commandery during the conclave. 

The election of officers resulted in R..E..Sir Orpheus W. 
Spencer, Salisbury, Grand Commander; E-. Sir John B. Griggs, 
Elizabeth City, Grand Recorder; E-.Sir James Southgate, 
Durham, reappointed Committee on Correspondence. 

The report on Correspondence is by that distinguished frater, 
E..Sir James Southgate, who has a good word for all the 
members of the Guild and who writes an interesting and 
instructive report of the various jurisdictions. Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island receives courteous attention, four pages being 
devoted to the same. He calls our report as Grand Recorder a 
good one and also has a kindly word to say relative to our 
report on Correspondence, for which he has our grateful 
acknowledgments. 

The Thirty-fifth Annual Conclave will be held in the city of 
Asheville commencing the second Wednesday of May, 1915. 


Nortu Dakota, 1914 


The Twenty-fifth Annual Conclave, held in the city of Fargo, 
April 21, 1914. 

Preliminary to the opening of the conclave was a parade under 
escort of Auvergne Commandery, No. 2, the officers and 
members of Grand Commandery marching to Masonic Temple. 
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At the opening of Grand Commandery it was found that all 
the Grand Officers were present, and the first business was the 
reception of distinguished visitors. R..E..Sir Frank W. 
Craig, of Des Moines, Iowa, Past Grand Commander and 
special representative of the Grand Master, was announced in 
waiting, and was escorted into the asylum, where he was 
presented and duly welcomed by the Grand Commander. 

Upon calling the roll, nine Past Grand Commanders, the 
representatives of the constituent Commanderies, and thirty- 
one representatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions were found 
to be present, Sir Lawrence G. Moultrie, representative of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, responding to the call. 

The preliminary business being disposed of, the Grand 
Commander read his annual address. The first business after 
the salutation was the report upon the departed fraters of his 
way jurisdiction. Only one question had been presented to 
him for decision during the year, and this, owing to his absence 
from the State at the time, was turned over to the Deputy 
Grand Commander for reply. This relates to request for a new 
dimit, the Sir Knight having sent the dimit to a Commandery 
with a petition, which was rejected. The Commandery in 
which the dimit was deposited claimed it was lost and the Sir 
Knight wished a new dimit in order to present his petition to 
another Commandery for action. The V..E.. Deputy Grand 
Commander referred the matter to the Grand Recorder, and 
learned through him that the Grand Master had considered 
this question thoroughly and in his opinion a duplicate dimit 
could be issued if it was desired for the purpose of affiliation. 

He reports the issue of a dispensation to organize a new 
Commandery at Cando, to be known as GC. J. Atkins Com- 
mandery, U.D. 

He reports also that no requests for dispensations that could 
not be legally granted had been forwarded to him. 

Two small Past Grand Commander’s jewels were presented 
by him to the widows of two Past Grand Commanders. 

On condition of the Order he says that nothing had come 


to his knowledge that would mar the peace and harmony of the 
jurisdiction. 
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The V..Is.. Deputy Grand Commander in his report recom- 
mends that a General Order be issued to the several Com- 
manderies to the effect that “It is proper to carry the national 
flag on all occasions where the Commandery appears in public 
in full uniform,’ and called the attention of Grand Com- 
mandery to the fact that the Grand Commandery of North 
Dakota did not own a national flag and recommended that a 
flag be purchased. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find that the 
receipts, with balance on hand, were $3,795.14; disbursements, 
$1,800.34. 

The Grand Recorder reported a membership of 1,548, a gain 
for the year of 125. . 

The volume contains many pages of report of the inspector, 
who gives in detail the record and items that usually go into the 
report of the Grand Recorder. 

In this jurisdiction they have a Committee on Necrology, 
who, through the chairman, E..Sir Walter L. Stockwell, 
rendered a fitting tribute to the departed fraters of their own 
and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

V.. Ee. Sir Jehiel W. Chamberlin, Grand Captain-General of 
the Grand Encampment, and R..E..Sir George M. Stowe, 
Past Grand Commander of Minnesota, being announced as 
being present in an anteroom, they were waited upon by escort 
and conducted into the asylum, where they were received with 
the honors due them and cordially weleomed by the Grand 
Commander. 

A motion that the Grand Commandery appropriate the sum 
of $100 to assist the local Commandery in providing entertain- 
ment during the session of Grand Commandery was not 
approved. 

During the conclave the roll of Grand Representatives was 
again called, when they responded and the Grand Commander 
extended to them a cordial greeting and asked them to convey 
to the several jurisdictions the cordial good will and best wishes 
of the Grand Commandery of North Dakota. 

A resolution was presented, which upon motion was laid over 
until the next conclave. ‘That any accredited representative 
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of a sister Grand Commandery near this Grand Body who fails 
to be present for two successive conclaves shall be considered 
to have voluntarily resigned from such office, and the Grand 
Recorder shall notify the Grand Commander, who then shall 
make such recommendation of a nature to have full repre- 
sentation from other Grand Jurisdictions who have been 
deprived of their appointed representatives.” 

R-.E-.Sir John W. Carroll, Lisbon, elected Grand Com- 
mander. 

E-.Sir Walter L. Stockwell, Fargo, re-elected Grand Re- 
corder and Correspondent. 

The concensus of opinion was that Grand Commandery had 
never had a finer conclave. The local Commandery dispensed 
most generous hospitality. The reception by the officers of 
the Grand Commandery and their ladies was a pleasant affair 
and was followed by a grand march and Templar ball. 

Balance of the proceedings were of an interesting but local 
nature. 

The report on Correspondence is by E.. Sir Walter L. Stock- 
well, the Grand Recorder, who renders his usual able and 
complete report of the several Grand Jurisdictions. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island receives courteous attention with 
two pages, in which he says he missed your correspondent at 
the banquet of the Mutuals in Denver. Certainly the loss on 
that occasion was mutual. We did not arrive in Denver in 
time to attend the banquet, and the duties as chairman of the 
Committee on Triennial, from this Grand Commandery, kept 
us so busy that it was impossible to find time to attend the 
session of the Mutuals.

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The Seventy-first Annual Conclave was opened in the city 
of Akron, October 15, 1913, the officers and members of Grand 
Commandery being escorted to the asylum by Akron Com- 
mandery, No. 25. 

All the Grand Officers present. 

Address of welcome was delivered by Sir Knight J. E. Good, 
the President of the Akron Chamber of Commerce, on behalf 
of the Knights Templars and citizens of Akron. 

Standing committees were then appointed. The Committee 
on Credentials reported there were sixteen Past Grand Com- 
manders present and twenty-six representatives of sister Grand 
Jurisdictions, but we fail to find our good friend E.*. Sir Levi C. 
Goodale, who represents Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The Grand Commander’s address is an elaborate document, 
occupying fifty-two pages of the Proceedings, in which he sets 
forth in a concise manner the transactions of his office during 
his ineumbenecy. 

He pays fitting tribute to the departed fraters of his own and 
sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

He granted thirty-three dispensations in all, which were for 
Constitutional purposes, and refused one for reballoting upon 
candidates at a stated conclave on account of irregularity of the 
balloting. 

Under state of the Order he was pleased to report that there 
was no discord inside the jurisdiction; that all Commanderies 
were in a prosperous condition and embodied with the earnest 
desire to promote the welfare and advancement of the Order. 

In his conclusion he pays fitting tribute to that benevolent 
“Knight of the Quill,” Sir John N. Bell, Grand Recorder, 
calling him the ‘Grand Commander’s never-failing guide,” 
and expressing his sincere thanks for the valuable assistance 
rendered during his term of office, hoping God would bless him 
and he might continue serving Grand Commandery for many 
years to come. He also rendered thanks to other eminent 
fraters of the jurisdiction who had rendered him assistance. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find that receipts, 
with balance on hand, were $29,824.41; expenditures, $16,753.40. 

The Grand Recorder reported membership May 31, 1918, 
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16,637, a net gain for the year of 539. Of the membership he 
reported that 15,637 were provided with uniforms; 1,002 
unprovided. 

Among the appropriations was $1,000 to the Ohio Masonic 
Home toward the erection of a new boys’ dormitory. 

At the election of officers, R.. E..Sir Campbell M. Voorhees, 
Columbus, Grand Commander; E..Sir John N. Bell, Dayton, 
re-elected Grand Recorder and chairman Committee on 
Correspondence. 

The officers elected and appointive were then installed by 
M..E-.Sir Knight William B. Melish, Past Grand Master of 
the Grand Encampment, R..E..Sir William T. McLean, Past 
Grand Commander, acting as Grand Marshal. 

Following the installation the retiring Grand Commander 
was presented with a Past Grand Commander’s jewel, M.. E-. 
Sir Melish making the presentation. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence is by Sir 
John N. Bell, that veteran reviewer, and like all others that 
have preceded it, this review denotes the care and attention 
given to the same, 150 pages being given to the 47 Grand 
Jurisdictions. Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives 
courteous attention with two and one half pages.

The Nineteenth Annual Conclave, held in the city of Okla- 
homa, April 24, 1914. 

All the Grand Officers present with the exception of the 
Grand Treasurer. 

The first business was the reception of a distinguished visitor, 
R-.Ee.Sir Alex A. Sharp, Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Kansas, who was announced as being in waiting 
and was escorted into the asylum and received with knightly 
courtesy. 

Seventeen Past Grand Commanders were also announced as 
being present at this conclave. : 
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Following the report of the Committee on Credentials was 
the address of the Grand Commander, who stated it was a 
pleasure to report that pleasant relations existed with all sister 
jurisdictions. Also that there had been a steady increase in 
membership during the past year, but states it is his belief it 
would have been increased more if their laws did not interfere. 
In explanation of this statement he referred to the number of 
Sir Knights that must be residents of a place where the Com- 
mandery is to be located, also that there must be a chapter at 
the same place before a Commandery can be established, and 
he fears that if this law is not repealed it will curtail the growth 
of this jurisdiction for several years to come. 

His address is interspersed with various communications 
relative to the affairs of his office. 

In his report on the Triennial Conclave of the Grand En- 
campment at Denver he says that to give an intelligent account 
of this conclave is more than he is able to do, and he is com- 
mended for not trying to do so, as to give that gorgeous pageant 
all the account that would be necessary would occupy columns 
of Proceedings. 

His decisions were few and all sustained by Constitutional 
law. 

Like all other Grand Jurisdictions, he has a good word for 
the Grand Recorder. 

At the conclusion of his address the Grand Commandery 
adjourned for lunch, which was served in the banquet hall of 
the Temple by the ladies of the Eastern Star. 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows membership of 
2,378, a net increase for the year of 108. 

The Grand Treasurer reported receipts, with balance on 
hand, $5,347.82; balance remaining after expenditures, 
$2,503.17. 

The Committee on Necrology submit an able report, paymg 
due respect to the deceased fraters of their own and sister Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations recommended 
charter be granted to Norman Commandery, No. 38. 

The report of the Committee on Grievances and Appeals 
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congratulates Grand Commandery that no discord had arisen 
in the asylums and that harmony prevailed throughout the 
jurisdiction. 

A resolution was submitted recommending that an Inspector- 
General be elected, whose duty it shall be to visit each Com- 
mandery of the jurisdiction, instructing them in matters 
pertaining to Templar Masonry; said officer to receive no 
compensation except his actual expenses, which should be paid 
by the Grand Commandery. 

The representatives of twenty-six sister Grand Jurisdictions 
being present were received by the R.. E..Grand Commander 
and cordially welcomed. We fail to find the representative of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island among the number. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of R.. E.. Sir 
J. Angus Gillis, Frederick, Grand Commander; E.-. Sir George 
W. Spencer, Oklahoma City, re-elected Grand Recorder F 
E..Sir Morella F. Cowden, Committee on Correspondence. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence is by E.. Sir 
Morella F. Cowden, who reviews all the Grand Jurisdictions 
except Illinois and the Great Priories of Canada and England. 
The review occupies eighty-nine pages of the Proceedings and 
is a well-written review, containing as it does all that is necessary 
to convey to his readers information of the doings of the Grand 
Commanderies reviewed. 

Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives two pages of the 
review, and he rather takes exceptions to the granting of dis- 
pensations by the Grand Commander of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island for Commanderies to appear in full Templar 
uniform at what he calls “dances.” We wish to assure Frater 
Cowden that these were not in the fullest extent “dances,” 
but were functions under the auspices of the Commanderies 
and were practically Templar affairs. He also takes exception 
to the proposed law in this jurisdiction of making it obligatory 
for all petitioners for the Order to procure themselves a uniform 
before receiving the Orders, and thinks if this law should pass 
it would give the idea that “Templarism was an aristocratic 
affair, in which only the well-to-do can gain admission.” We 
do not agree with Sir Cowden in this opinion, for we believe 
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that when becoming a member of the Order a man should not 
only be proud of the fact, but should be willing to equip himself 
with all the requirements that the Order demands. 

The Twentieth Annual Conclave will be held in Oklahoma 
City immediately following the Annual Assembly of the Grand 
Council R. & 8. M., which will convene Thursday, April 22, 
1915.

All the Grand Officers present, ten Past Grand Commanders, 


the representatives of the constituent Commanderies and. 


twenty-two Representatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island being represented by E.. Sir 
Ralph D. Robinson. 

The first business after the opening was thé reception of 
Grand Representatives, who were received and cordially 
welcomed. 

The Grand Commander then delivered his Annual Address, 
in which he pays fitting tribute to the deceased fraters of his 
own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

He states he had not been called upon to render a decision 
during the year. He received only one application for dispen- 
sation, and that was to receive, refer, report, and ballot upon 
petitions of several applicants for the Orders at the same 
conclave, which he declined to grant. 

He also reports the constituting of Calvary Commandery, 
No. 16, at Klamath Falls and Bruce Commandery, No. 17, at 
Corvallis. 

Although the report is brief, nothing of an essential nature 
was left out of it. 

From the Grand Treasurer’s report we find receipts, with 
balance on hand, $9,176.84; disbursements, $2,373.27. 

The Grand Recorder’s report shows present membership 
1,688, a gain for the year of 17. 

The report of the Committee on Grievances congratulated 
Grand Commandery upon the harmony which prevailed 
throughout the jurisdiction. 
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A resolution was adopted, that “ Hereafter it shall he the duty 
of each Commandery to confer the Order of Malta at the same 
meeting, or within one week from the date the Order of the 
Temple is conferred.” 

At the election of officers, R..E..Sir L. L. Jewell, Grant’s 
Pass, elected Grand Commander; R.-. EF... Sir James F. Robinson, 
Portland, re-elected Grand Recorder. 

No report on Correspondence. 

The next Annual Conclave will be held in the city of Ashland, 
on the fourth Thursday in September, 1914. 


PrEnNsYLyANIA, 1914 


The Sixty-first Annual Conclave held in the city of Erie, 
May 26, 1914. 

The Grand Commandery assembled in Masonic Temple at 
three o’clock in the afternoon, the Sir Knights being welcomed 
to the city by Hon. William J. Syern, mayor, who addressed 
Grand Commandery with kindly words of welcome. 

Calling the roll all the Grand Officers were found to be present, 
fourteen Past Grand Commanders and distinguished guests 
from twenty-eight other Grand Jurisdictions, who were cordially 
welcomed, and among them we note our own R.’. E.. Past Grand 
Commander Frank L. Nagle, who was present, representing the 
M.. E-. Grand Master of the Grand Encampment. In response 
to the welcome tendered him by the Grand Commander, 
R-.E.. Sir Nagle spoke as follows: 


“T am here in obedience to General Orders No. 1, detailing 
me as official representative of the Most Excellent Grand 
Master, whom we love to honor and to serve, and for him and 
in his name beg to thank you for this very cordial and knightly 
greeting, for I know it was intended for him through me. 
Your personal references to me are very pleasant, and I thank 
you for them. I presume that when I was introduced as a 
Past Grand Commander of Massachusetts you expected to 
see a full-fledged Yankee. I am only a Yankee by adoption, 
of which I am very proud; but there is another chapter in my 
history and that is, that I am a Pennsylvania Dutchman by 
birth; that is why my good friend Junker thinks when he sees 
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me he has the right to say, ‘Wiegehts, landsman.’ I am 
proud of being a Pennsylvanian by birth, and proud of this 
great organization, and as stated a few minutes ago by Right 
Eminent Sir Penman, an ‘institution founded upon the Christian 
religion and the practice of Christian virtues’ is one we should 
all be proud to be members of. There is one thing, particularly, 
I rejoice to hear since my visit here, and that is that Penn- 
sylvania is going to make an effort to have the Triennial Con- 
clave in 1919, but I want to say in behalf of Massachusetts 
and the Hast, you can count on us with our open purse and 
at least five thousand swords in line if held in the old Keystone 
State. 

“I am going to leave one thought with you. I attended a 
meeting of a subordinate Commandery in a jurisdiction the 
other night, when they conferred the Illustrious Order of the 
Red Cross. It was beautifully rendered, and the teachings 
of the Red Cross work was impressed upon me stronger than 
ever before, that beautiful teaching of truth. . I thought then 
and there what a magnificent asset truth is to have in organi- 
zations or corporations. It is the evidence of success. We 
ought to be true to one another, true to our families, true to our 


_ organizations and our character. I am going to leave one 


suggestion with you: we will each and every one of us go forward 
from this day with one determination in our minds that, with 
God’s help, we will not only speak the truth, but we will live the 
truth, and you and I will be happy and the world will be better.” 

We also note as being present E..Sir Asa C. Jewett, Past 
Grand Warder of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, who responded briefly to the words of welcome 
tendered him. 

The Grand Commander then delivered his annual address, 
and, like many others, the address contains the words that the 
Grand Jurisdiction is in a condition of peace and harmony, and 
that loyalty, fidelity, and zeal is manifest on every side, and 
there is evidence of the success in the future which has charac- 
terized this Grand Commandery in the past. 

He pays fitting tribute to the deceased fraters of his own and 
sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

Upon the question of jurisdiction of subordinate Comman- 
deries the Grand Commander reported as follows: “The Grand 
Commander has no control over jurisdiction, and therefore has 
no authority to declare concurrent jurisdiction to petitioners; 
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that the power is plainly given to the Grand Commandery in 
as much as it says it shall have power to assign the limits of 
jurisdiction of Commanderies within its own jurisdiction, and 
settle all controversies that may arise between them.” 

He issued many dispensations, all of which were for Consti- 
tutional purposes. He also reported the constitution of 
Brandywine Commandery, No. 88, at West Chester, Penn- 
sylvania, and Savona Commandery, No. 89, stationed at 
Honesdale, and reported that these Commanderies were started 
under favorable conditions. 

He has a kindly word to say for the Grand Recorder. 

The address of the Grand Commander demonstrates that his 
term was filled with manifold duties, all of which he faithfully 
performed. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with 
balance on hand, $25,929.17; disbursements, $18,407.07. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find the present 
membership $22,974, a net gain of 642. 

Application for a charter for a Commandery to be located in 
the city of South Bethlehem was received and referred to the 
Committee on Charters and Dispensations, and upon their 
favorable report the petition was granted. 

The following preamble and resolution was presented, which 
was referred to the Committee on Templar Jurisprudence: 


“Whereas, Knights Templarism is founded upon the Christian 
religion, and the practice of the Christian virtues, and 

“Whereas, The Christian religion is embodied in the two 
great Commandments of its founder, Jesus Christ, viz: ‘Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart,’ ete., and 
‘Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,’ and 

“Whereas, The liquor traffic is in principle and practice 
diametrically opposed to the Christian religion, is its acknowl- 
edged foe and is flagrantly and perpetually violating the two 
great Commandments above referred to, as is evident by the 
fact that it is the source of approximately 35 per cent of insanity, 
45 per cent of idiocy, 42 per cent of divorce, 75 per cent of 
crime, and 90 per cent of poverty. 

Therefore, be it resolved, That to Section 90 of the Con- 
stitution of the Grand Commandery be added the substance 
of the following: 
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“No one engaged in the liquor traffic, either as a wholesaler, 
retailer, manufacturer, bottler, distiller, dealer, dispenser, or in 
any other manner whatsoever of spirituous, vinous, or malt 
liquors as a beverage, shall be eligible for the Orders of Knight- 
hood or membership in any Commandery. 

“The use of spirituous, vinous, or malt liquors as a beverage 
in a hall of Knights Templar, or at any banquet, social, drill, 
or other function given by, under the auspices of, or for the 
benefit of Knights Templar is prohibited.” 


The report of the Committee on Grievances and Appeals was 
that no matter of any character had been brought before them. 

At the election of officers, R..E..Sir A. Howard Thomas, 
Philadelphia, Grand Commander; R..E..Sir William W. 
Allen, Philadelphia, re-elected Grand Recorder; R..E..Sir 
Thomas F. Penman, reappointed chairman Committee on 
Correspondence. 

The officers elect and appointive were publicly installed, 
followed by an address by the newly elected Grand Commander. 

The report on Correspondence is by R..H-.Sir Thomas F. 
Penman and occupies 137 pages. It is an interesting, well- 
written review, containing, as it does, all that is necessary to 
give the information of the more important doings of the 
several Grand Jurisdictions. Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
receives a courteous review of two pages. He has a kindly word 
to say for your correspondent, perhaps more than is deserved. 
However, we gratefully acknowledge his kindness. 

The Sixty-second Annual Conclave will be held in the city of 
Philadelphia, May 25 and 26, 1915.

The Seventh Annual Conclave held in the city of Spartanburg, 
April 9, 1913. 

Calling the roll of Grand Officers all were found to be present, 
one Past Grand Commander and the representative of the 
constituent Commanderies. 

The first business in order after the minutes of the last con- 
clave were disposed of was the reception of Grand Representa- 
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tives, nineteen responding to the roll, Sir J. L. Carson for 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The Grand Commander then delivered his annual address, 
in which he pays kindly tribute to the deceased fraters of his 
own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

He made only one decision during the year, which was that 
payment of dues after suspension will not automatically restore 
a suspended member to membership. 

His dispensations were few and were to authorize election 
and installation of officers and to receive and act upon petitions 
and confer the Orders. 

The Grand Recorder reported membership 1,482, a gain for 
the year of 113. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts, with 
balance on hand, $3,220.36; expenditures, $1,272.20. 

The remainder of the business of the conclave was purely local. 

The election of officers resulted in R..E-.Sir Eustace P. 
Miller, Bennettsville, Grand Commander; E.".Sir Joseph Lind- 
say, Chester, elected Grand Recorder. 

After the installation of officers, our good friend Sir George T. 
Bryan, whom we remember very pleasantly from one of our 
trips to Charleston, presented the retiring Grand Commander 
with a Past Grand Commander’s jewel. 

The report on Correspondence occupies seventy-two pages 
of the Proceedings.

The Sixty-first Annual Conclave, held in the city of Temple, 
April 15 and 16, 1914. 

The volume contains a fine half-tone portrait of J. J. Davis, 
Grand Commander, 1913-1914. 

The public exercises, with all the Grand Officers but one 
present, and representatives from every part of the State, were 
held at the First Methodist Church. A parade followed by 
devotional exercises was the order of the day, and the doings 
of the public ceremonies are elaborately set forth in the volume. 

Grand Commandery was opened in due form in the Opera 
House at Temple, at one o’clock in the afternoon, all the Grand 
Officers present, with the exception of the Grand Generalissimo, 
eight Past Grand Commanders, and the representatives from 
thirty-nine Commanderies. 

The first business after the opening was the reception of 
distinguished guests, in the record of which we find that our 
good friend, R..E..Sir Sam P. Cochran, Past Grand Com- 
mander, introduced M.. E-.Sir Henry B. Stoddard, Past Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment, who was heartily welcomed. 
Many letters of regret were received from prominent, fraters 
of the several Grand Jurisdictions.

How necessary is it, then, that we should 
ever be on our guard for self-protection. 

“No criticism of the past presents itself to my mind, nor 
would I presume to offer any suggestions for the future other 
than expressing the hope that the helpful influences of the 
sublime principles of this valiant and magnanimous Order, 
untainted by commercialism, will be exemplified in the daily 
life of every Sir Knight in this Grand Jurisdiction.” 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find the receipts, 
with balance on hand, $2,241.45; disbursements, $1,381.83. 

The Grand Recorder’s report shows a membership of 465, a 
gain for the year of 27. 

Upon calling the roll of Grand Representatives, those from 
twenty-five sister Grand Jurisdictions responded, among them 
E..Sir Harry C. Baker for Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The Committee on Necrology presented a report, paying due 
respect to the deceased fraters of their own and sister Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

The election of officers resulted in R..E.. Sir John 8. Lewis, 
Ogden, Grand Commander; E..Sir William A. Raddon, Park 
City, re-elected Grand Recorder; R.. E.. Sir Jacob H. Epperson 
appointed Fraternal Correspondent. 

Among the regulations adopted at the conclave was the 
following: 


“That all Companions of the Red Cross before receiving the 
Order of the Temple shall equip themselves with the uniform 
of a Knight Templar, as prescribed by this Grand Jurisdiction, 
and pass a satisfactory examination in the school of the Sir 
Knight, the manual of the sword, and the cuts, signs, grips, 
and words of the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross. 

“No candidate may sign the By-laws or become a member 
of the Commandery who has not lawfully received the Orders of 
the Red Cross, Knights Templar, and Knights of Malta. 

“That henceforth the use of spirituous, vinous, or malt 
liquors by Commanderies of this Grand Jurisdiction be, and 
the same is, hereby prohibited. 
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“That when a Commandery is in full uniform in the asylum 
or on parade it is proper and fitting for the prelate to wear his 
robes of office. 

“That members of the Order when in full or fatigue uniform 
are forbidden to enter any saloon or public place where liquors 
are sold. 

“That the copying of any part of the Rituals of this Order, 
adopted by the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of 
the United States of America, is strictly forbidden and pro- 
hibited. 

“That the stand of colors for Commanderies shall consist of 
the United States Flag and the Beauseant, which shall be 
displayed in the east of the asylums at all conclaves.” 


It was also voted that fifty dollars be appropriated for a Past 
Grand Commander’s jewel to be presented to the retiring 
Grand Commander. 

The officers elect and appointive were installed by V-. E.. Sir 
Charles H. Jacobson, representative of the Grand Master. 
After the installation Sir Knight Mayo, on behalf of the Grand 
Commandery, presented the retiring Grand Commander with 
the jewel that had been voted. Sir Knight Jacobson being 
called upon by the Grand Commander, responded with a 
splendid address, and we should have liked to excerpt the 
whole address but space forbids. 

The report of Correspondence is by R..E..Sir Jacob H. 
Epperson, for the committee. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island receives courteous attention with two pages. In 
commenting upon the review of Utah by your correspondent, 
he says, “E..Sir Rowell, we will get there yet,” and from the 
printed Proceedings we think they are well on the way.

Vermont, 1914 
The Seventy-second Annual Conclave held in the city of 
Burlington, June 9, 1914. 
The conclave was opened in Masonic Temple, all the Grand 
Officers present, with the exception of the Grand Sword Bearer, 
the representatives of twenty-nine sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
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E..Sir George H. Gorham, representing Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, being among the number. 

The first business after the report of the Committee on 
Credentials was the reception of distinguished visitors. It 
was announced that the M..E..Grand Master of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States, Sir Arthur MacArthur, was 
in waiting; the R....Grand Commander appointed a com- 
mittee and escort, who retired and presently introduced the 
distinguished Sir Knight, when he was duly welcomed according 
to his exalted rank. 

The R.. E.. Grand Commander, William H. Brewster, then 
delivered his annual address. From the same we find that 
one year ago Grand Commandery voted not to make any 
provision for the expenses of representatives to the Denver 
conclave, which in his opinion was wrong, as the Grand En- 
campment being composed of the first four officers of the 
several Grand Commanderies, he considered it the duty of the 
Commandery officers to attend the conclaves of the Grand 
Encampment, and believed that the actual and necessary 
traveling and living expenses should be paid by the Grand 
Commandery. He does not believe that the Grand Com- 
mandery should give expensive receptions and entertainments 
at triennials. 

His dispensations, both favorable and those refused, were all 
according to Constitutional law. 

He also stated he had attended the annual inspection of 
every Commandery in the State. 

He calls attention to the loss of Commandery Rituals, stating 
they should be protected with the greatest care. 

From the Grand Treasurer’s report we find receipts, with 
balance on hand, $3,044.95; expenditures, $1,984.32. He also 
recommended that the per capita tax on candidates be raised 
from two to four dollars per capita, and on members be forty cents. 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows present membership 
2,783; gain for the year 66. 

The Committees on Dispensations and Charters and 
Grievances and Appeals reported that nothing had been 
brought before them for action. 
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In the report of the Committee on Doings of Grand Officers 
we find the following: 


“We believe this Committee has the right to comment on 
any part of the Grand Commander’s address without it being 
considered an interference with or usurpation of the rights of 
any other committee; we therefore will say, that with the 
Grand Commander, we believe it was wrong that this Grand 
Commandery did not at least make provision for the Grand 
Commander to represent this Grand Commandery at. the 
Triennial Conclave at Denver.” 


They furthermore state this action “placed the Grand Com- 
mander in an embarrassing and humiliating position,’ and 
agree with him that an appropriation should be made by Grand 
Commandery in future. 

At the election of officers R-. E-.Sir Olin W. Daley, White 
River Junction, elected Grand Commander; E..Sir Henry H. 
Ross, Burlington, re-elected Grand Recorder; R.*. E.. Sir Marsh 
O. Perkins, Windsor, chairman Committee on Correspondence. 

The report on Correspondence is by our good friend and 
dear frater, Marsh O. Perkins, Past Grand Commander, who 
in his usual finished and complete manner courteously reviews 
the various Grand Jurisdictions. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is accorded two pages, in which he calls our report of last 
year “incomparable.” He has our thanks for the compliment.

: The Ninety-first Annual Conclave was held in the asylum 
in Masonic Temple in the city of Richmond, Thursday, October 
30, 1913. 

The Grand Commander having reported every Commandery 
in the State represented, the Grand Commander proceeded to 
open the conclave in ample form. 

All the Grand Officers present, six Past Grand Commanders. 
Many visiting Sir Knights were announced as being present 
and the representatives of nineteen sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
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among whom we fail to find Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The first, business was the address of the R..E..Grand 
Commander. He pays fitting tribute to the deceased fraters 
of his own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

His dispensations were few in number and all for Consti- 
tutional purposes. Dispensation was refused for permission to 
ballot upon petitions at other than stated conclaves. 

In his conclusion he expresses his sincere thanks to that 
“Grand Old Man” of Templarism, R.. E.. Sir James B. Blanks, 
the Grand Recorder, who so cheerfully rendered him valuable 
assistance whenever called upon. 

The Grand Recorder reported the number of members 
October 30, 1913, as 3,336, a net gain for the year of 48. 

The Grand Treasurer reported total receipts, with balance on 
hand, $5,104; balance on hand less disbursements, $985.41; also 
a triennial fund of $1,139.40. 

The representatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions were then 
introduced and courteously weleomed by the R..E-.Grand 
Commander. 

Grand Commandery was called from labor to refreshment at 
1.30 o’clock in the afternoon, to convene again at 7.30 P.M. 

The first business of the evening was the reception of R-. E-. 
Sir Harry A. Remley, of Baltimore, Maryland, as the personal 
representative of M..E..Sir Arthur MacArthur, who was 
waited upon by escort and introduced into the asylum and 
cordially welcomed, R..E..Sir Remley responding most 
pleasantly to the welcome. 

The report of the Committee on Grievances and Appeals 
showed that peace and harmony prevails through the entire 
jurisdiction. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of R-. E-.Sir 
John D. Oglesby, Lynchburg, Grand Commander; R.. E-. Sir 
James B. Blanks, Petersburg, re-elected Grand Recorder; 
R.. E-.Sir James E. Alexander, Alexandria, appointed Corre- 
spondent.

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WasHINGTON, 1913 


The Twenty-sixth Annual Conclave held in the city of 
Wenatchee, September 18 and 19, 1913. 

The officers and members of Grand Commandery assembled 
at the headquarters in the Hotel Wenatchee, at nine o’clock in 
the morning and were escorted to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, led by a band of music and the Sir Knights of Columbia 
Commandery, No. 14, Seattle Commandery, No. 2, Cataract 
Commandery, No. 3, and Palestine Commandery, No. 11, 
where divine services were held by the Eminent Grand Prelate, 
after which the lines were again formed and repaired to the 
asylum of Columbia Commandery, No. 14, where Grand 
Commandery was opened in due form. 

The Grand Recorder called the roll of Grand Officers and all 
were found to be present with the exception of the Grand 
Warder; the representatives of all the chartered Commanderics. 

After an address of welcome by H..Sir Re. E.. Ludington 
was the reception of distinguished visitors, among whom were 
R... E-. Sir Stephen C. Court, Provincial Grand Prior of British 
Columbia and an Honorary Member of the Grand Commandery 
of Washington, and E.. Sir Frank D. Fitts, Grand Generalissimo 
of South Dakota, who were introduced and received with the 
honors of Knights Templar and conducted to the east. 

h The R..E..Grand Commander then delivered his address, 
in which he pays fitting tribute to the departed fraters of his 
own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

Regarding decisions the Grand Commander states that he 
took pleasure in reporting that during the year the fraters of 
that jurisdiction had not felt obliged to call for any decisions 
of Templar law or instructions, but had shown a disposition 
to consult the Constitution and Code of Statutes when in 
doubt as to the law, a very proper course of procedure. This 
certainly made the position he filled one of much pleasure. The 
address is an- able document, for which he is to be 
commended. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with 
balance on hand, $4,952.30; expenditures, $2,134.55. 
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The Grand Recorder’s report shows total membership of 
2,171, a net gain for the year of 146. 

Among the resolutions adopted was one that in future all 
matters relating to the death of fraters of that and other 
Grand Jurisdictions be referred to the Eminent Grand Prelate, 
who was to make the report on Necrology. 

Among the important matters transacted was a ruling from 
the Committee on Jurisprudence relative to returns for dues on 
candidates not having received the Order of Malta, who quote 
from Grand Encampment Statutes, which state that until the 
three Orders of Knighthood have been conferred upon an 
applicant he is not possessed of the necessary qualifications for 
membership and is not therefore subject to the payment of 
dues, from which they hold that no Commandery can legally 
collect dues for a candidate until the Order of Malta has been 
conferred upon him, and that therefore no dues are payable 
to the Grand Commandery for such candidates. We agree 
with the first part, but with the latter part we disagree, as in 
this jurisdiction of Massachusetts and Rhode Island the fee for 
candidates is collected upon all who receive the Order of the 
Red Cross. 

Upon calling the roll of representatives from sister Grand 
Jurisdictions fifteen were found to be present and we are 
pleased to note Sir John H. Shaw, representing Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, was among the number. 

That the condition of the Order in Washington is excellent 
is evidenced by the report of the Committee on Grievances, 
who report they had nothing brought before them for con- 
sideration. 

The election of Grand Officers resulted in the election of 
R.. E-.Sir Charles G. Smyth, Leavenworth, Grand Com- 
mander; R.. E..Sir Yancey C. Blalock, Walla Walla, re-elected 
Grand Recorder and reappointed Committee on Correspond- 
ence. 

The report on Correspondence occupies 185 pages of the 
Proceedings and is from the pen of that able and painstaking 
writer, the Grand Recorder, Yancey C. Blalock, who presents 
his twenty-second annual report. Massachusetts and Rhode 
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Island is courteously reviewed, four pages being devoted to 
the same. To say that he covers all the transactions that 
occurred during the year would be but just, but he does more 
than that, he goes into minute and careful review of all the 
proceedings. 

The Twenty-seventh Annual Conclave will be held in Walla

The Fortieth Annual Conclave held in Parkersburg, May 20 
and 21, 1914.

The balance of the business of the conclave was of a local 
nature. 

At the election of officers R..E..Sir J. Talman Waters, 
Charleston, elected Grand Commander; E..Sir Francis D. 
Nichols, Fairmont, re-elected Grand Recorder; R..E..Sir 
Walling W. Van Winkle, chairman Committee on Correspond- 
ence. 


The report on Correspondence is by R.. E..Sir W. W. Van 
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Winkle, who reports all the Grand Jurisdictions in 138 pages. 
The review is interspersed with many comments upon the 
doings of other Grand Jurisdictions, all of which are of a kindly 
nature, and gives a concise report of the various jurisdictions. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives two pages of courteous 
review.

Wisconsin, 1913 


The Fifty-fifth Annual Conclave held in the city of Mil- 
waukee, October 14, 1913. 

All the Grand Officers present and seven Past Grand Com- 
manders. 

The first business was the reception of V.. E.. Sir Leonidas P. 
Newby, Grand Senior Warden of the Grand Encampment and 
representative of the M-. E.. Grand Master, who was escorted 
into the asylum and cordially welcomed. 

The address of Grand Commander follows. After his opening 
remarks he pays fitting tribute to the deceased fraters of his 
own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

He was called upon to render a decision as follows: ‘Can 
an honorary member be elected to the office of prelate of a 
Commandery?” His decision was that if the honorary member 
was a member of their own Commandery, in good standing, he 
was entitled to any office in the gift of the Commandery. If 
he was from another Commandery, his decision was that he 
would not be eligible for office in the Commandery. He made 
several other decisions, all in conformity to Templar law. 

His dispensations were four in number, for Constitutional 
purposes; two others refused. He had quite a number of 
decisions to make regarding ritual interpretations. 

Relative to jurisdictional lines, he suggested that it would 
materially aid in preventing mistakes, in that there was a map 
with each Commandery’s territory, properly numbered, show- 
ing the location of Temples. This idea has been practised in 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island since 1890.

From his conclusion we excerpt the following:

The Twenty-seventh Annual Conclave held in the city of 
Rawlins, March 11, 1914. i 

The volume opens with a half-tone of that intelligent and 
good-looking frater, Richard H. Repath, Grand Commander. 

At the opening of the conclave all the Grand Officers were 
found to be present, also eight Past Grand Commanders. 

Following the appointment of committees, twenty represen- 
tatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions were found to be present, 
who were formally received and welcomed with the honors due 
their exalted station, but among the number we fail to find 
the representative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The Grand Commander’s address follows, in which he pays 
fitting tribute to the deceased fraters of his own and sister 
Grand Jurisdictions. 

He reports a dispensation to form and open a new Com- 
mandery to be located at Cody, under the name of Constantine 
Commandery. A request for dispensation for a new Com- 
mandery at Kemmerer was refused until a chapter shall have 
been organized and arrived at a flourishing condition. 

The Grand Commander also reported the relations at home 
and abroad to be harmonious, no discordant note having been 
heard to mar the cordial relations existing between the several 
constituent Commanderies and the relations of the Grand Body 
with sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

He calls attention to the fact that the condition of Tem- 
plarism in Wyoming calls for some concerted action, saying 
that the Scottish Rite branch of Masonry in Wyoming, since 
the granting of its charter in 1900, has by persistent and diligent 
effort brought its membership to very nearly one thousand, 
while the Order of the Temple, since 1873, after an existence of 
nearly forty years, has a membership of less than seven hundred. 
He states it is apparent, therefore, they have not availed 
themselves of the opportunities they have had for creating 
sufficient interest in their Illustrious Order to secure a pro- 
gressive and healthy growth. 
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He refused a dispensation to receive and ballot upon a 
petition for the Orders at the same conclave. 

An appeal was taken from the action of a Commandery where 
a petition for the Orders of Knighthood was presented to the 
Commandery, to which was attached some stock in the Masonic 
Building Association of no known value in licu of the fee 
required by the laws of the Commandery. His decision was 
that, ‘Believing the purchase by the Commandery of the stock 
attached to the petition was but a subterfuge in an endeavor to 
override the protest against the consideration of the petition, 
the action of the Commandery in purchasing the stock and its 
subsequent consideration of the petition, was declared void.” 

An inquiry from an officer of one of the constituent Com- 
manderies of jurisdiction as to what should constitute the 
qualifications or fitness of petitioners for the Orders of Knight- 
hood, we responded as follows: 


“Their fitness should be without question. Without under- 
taking to dictate a standard for your Commandery, I have this 
to say: You say you have been taught that the Order of Knights 
Templar constituted the finest body of men in the world. 
This is unquestionably true. If this high standard is to be 
maintained, if your Commandery wishes to hold this proud 
distinction in your community, you should scrutinize with 
the utmost care all petitions and guard with extreme vigilance 
the approaches to your asylum. Its future depends upon the 
quality, not the quantity, of your new membership.” 


An inquiry in respect to a petitioner for the Order known to 
be addicted to the drink habit to the extent of indulging in 
periodical debauches, he answered as follows: 


“Tn no sense are the Masonic Bodies to be considered reforma- 
tory institutions. Even if they were, can it be assumed that, 
membership in Lodge and Chapter having failed, membership 
in a Commandery will cure the habit? It is unfortunate that 
we have a few members apparently unable to control them- 
selves in this respect. The standard of the Order is necessarily 
lowered by reason thereof. Usually they are “good fellows” 
possessing many admirable and loving traits of both heart and 
mind, and we would fain cover their fault with the broad 
mantle of Masonic charity. In my judgment, however, until 
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petitioners known to have this habit have demonstrated 
conclusively that they have mastered it, the avenues of Templar 
Masonry should be closed to them.” \ 

In his address he pays a deserved tribute to the worth of the 
Grand Recorder, R.. E..Sir Adrian J. Parshall. \ 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find that the 
receipts, with balance on hand, were $3,174.71; balance on 
hand less expenditures, $823.76. 

The Grand Recorder reports membership 672, a net gain of 61. 

The Committee on Grievances, like that of nearly all other 
Grand Jurisdictions, reports nothing had come before them 
for consideration. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence also reported they could 
find nothing claiming their attention. 

This certainly shows an excellent condition. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of R.. Ey. Sir 
Fred A. Miller, Laramie, Grand Commander; R.. Ey. Sir 
Adrian J. Parshall, Cheyenne, re-elected Grand Recorder and 
Correspondent. 

At the conclusion of the installation ceremonies, a Past Grand 
Commander’s jewel was presented to the retiring Grand 
Commander. 

The report on Correspondence occupies 140 pages of the 
Proceedings and is by that distinguished frater of the guild, 
Re.
